Ale, no red Ale, no ropy 
Ale, but good and wholefome for man’s body, 
under the payn and forfeiture. And that every 
Bruer hath a mark upon his barrel, whereby it 
may be known who owneth it, under the payn of 
imprifonrpent and fine, at difcretion of the Officers 
pf the Univerfity. 

Alfo- that every barrel of good Ale hold and 
contain xv gallons, xiiij gallons of dear Ale,, and 
one gallon for the reft : and the Hogetts viij gal- 
lons, that is to fay, vj gallons, and one pottel of 
clear Ale, and the refidue of reft, under the payn 
of forfeit, and further punilhment, after the dif- 
cretiqn of the Officers of the Univerfity.

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of fingle beare above ij d. under the payn of xij d. 
for every time. 

Alfo that no Tipler or Gauger fell by other 
meafure than by gallon, pottel, quart, pint, or 
half pint, under the payn of xij d. for every time, 

Alfo where great detriments, hurts and deceipts 
have been to the King’s fubjedts in times paft, by 
reafon of falfe and unlawful meafures, brought by 
Potters and other perfons to be bought and fold in 
this Fair, and the precinds of the fame ; avoiding 
therefore the faid hurts, and on the Treafurers we 
ftreightly charge and command, that every Potter, 
and all other perfons that bring fuch pots to be 
fold in this Fair, or the precin&s of the fame, 
that ye and all other from henceforth fell and buy 
good, true and lawful meafures, as gallons, pot- 
tels, quarts, pints and half pjnts, under the payn 
of imprifonment, and that to remain till they have 
made fine at the will of the faid Officers. 

Alfo if any Bruer be found faulty in any of 
the premifles after that he have been in times 
amerced, then the faid Bruer (hall be committed 
to prifon, there to remain, till he have fined at 
the pleafure of the Officers of the Univerfity. 

Alfo that every Tipler [or] Gauger, that felleth 
Ale in this Fair, have their meafure well and law- 
fully fealed and affized according to the ftandard 
of the Univerfity *, and that every Gauger, or 
Beare-bruer, that hath Ale or beare to fell, have a 
fign at their booth, whereby they may the better 
be known, under the payn of imprifonment. 

Alfo that every Vintner, that hath Wine to fell

Alfo that all perfons that bring Ling- filh, Salt* 
filh. Stock- filh, or any other Salt filh, to fell in 
this Fair, or within the precinft of the fame, that 
they fell no rotten filh, no burnt filh, no rufty filh, 
but good, lawful, and wholefome for man’s body, 
under the payn of forfeiture of their filh, and their 
bodies to prifon. 

Alfo all manner of perfons which have Salmon, 
Herring, or Eels to fell in this Fair, that the vef- 
fels called Butts, Barrels, half Barrels, and Fir- 
kins, you fell none of them before they be feen 
apd fearched. And that the Butt hold and con- 
tain lxxxiiij Gallons, well and truly packed up, on 
payn for every Butt, Barrel, half Barrel fo lacking 
their fealed meafure vj s. iiij d. .And that the great 
Salmon be well and truly packed by itfelf without 
meddling with any Grills, or broken-bellied Sal- 
mon with the fame : And that all fmall fifh called 
Grills be packed by themfelves only, without any 
meddling, upon payn of forfeiture, and lofing of 
vjs. viijd. for every Butt, Barrel and half* Barrel 
fo found faulty, contrary to the ftatute of the Par- 
liament •, on the which ftatutes thefe points and 
other more plainly be exprelfed. 

Alfo that every Pikemonger. that bringeth frefh 
filh to this Fair to fell, as Pike, Tench, Roche, 
Perch, Eel or any other frelh filh, that the filh be 
quick and lymilh, and of fize and bignefs ac- 
cording to the ftatute thereof made, under the 
payn of forfeiture, and their bodies to prifon. 

Alfo that every Butcher, that bringeth flelh to

Born in Norwich, 30 Nov. » 595 t eldeft fon of 
bis parents. 

At his being 13 years of age, his father dyed* 
and left him feveral houfes, which he gave up to 
his mother, referving only 20 1. yearly for his 
maintenance at Cambridge. 

At 1 4 years of age lent to Cambridge , 1610, and 
admitted Scholar in Genvil and Catus College, 25 
March 1610. — 18 years old in the year 1614 Bat- 
chelor of Arts. 

About 2 years after (1616) invited by Bifhop 
Andrews (then of El y) and Bilhop Ovtrdll\ Bilhop 
of Litchfield] to come to London, to take care of 
their Libraries. By the : peffwafron of his Tutor 
he chofe to live with Bifhop Overall , then , Bilhop 
of Litchfield , who gave him not only the keeping 
of his Library, but made him his Secretary, and 
committed to him the care of his Epifcopal Seal. 

The Divines, lent to the Synod of Dert , nomi* 
nated and feledted by George Abbot ArchbHhop of 
Canterbury , and Sir Dudley Carleton , then Secretary 
of State, both zealous followers and maintainers of 
the do&rme of Galvin in the points of Predeftina- 
tibn and Reprobation. 

Four Scholarlhips in Gains College appropriated 
to the City of Norwich, into one of which he was 
chofen. 

By keeping Bifliop OveralFs Library, he began 
to learn, 14 -quanta pars eruditimis erat bonos nojft

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no Conference with A. Spalato. 

auftores (which was the faying of Jofeph Scaliger) 
in the knowledge of which he would inftruft him. 

A. Spalato came into England in 1616, being 
defirous to live under the protection of King 
James, having before been recommended by Padre 
Paolo. By King James’s bounty and care he was 
fafely conveyed through Germany into England , and 
lodged in Lambeth Palace ; Abbot thinking fit to 
retire to Croydon , till either Biihop Andrews or fei- 
Ihop Overall had conferred with him. 

The King fent Biihop Overall to him, who took 
in his company his Secretary, and commanded him 
to be near him the fame morning Spalato arrived, 
to hear what palled between them. 

After dinner, fome other being prefent, the dif- 
courfe began about the ftate of the Church of Eng- 
land j of which Overall having given a large ac- 
count, Spalato received great fatisfaCtion, and made 
his proteftation, that he came into England then to 
live with .us in the union and profeffion of that 
Catholick Religion, which was fo much obftrufted 
in his own country, that he could not with fafety 
and peace of conference live there any longer. 
Then he added what fatisfaCtion he had received 
from the Monitory Preface of King James to all 
the Eftates and Churches of Chrijlendom ; wherein 
the 'true antient faith and religion of the Catholick 
Church is fet forth, and no herterodoxies or novel- 
ties maintained : to the defence of which faith, 
and fervice of which church, as he had already a 
long time applied his ftudies, and wrote ten books 
de Republica Eecleftaflica , fo, by the favour of 
God, and King James , he was now come into 
England to review and publilh them; together with 
the Hiftory of the Council of Trent , which he had 
brought with him from Padre Paolo of Venice , who 

delivered 
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delivered it into his hands ; by whom he was chiefly 
perfuaded and encouraged to have recourfe to the 
King and the Church of England , being the belt 
founded for the profeflion of true Catholick doc- 
trine, and the freeft from error and novelties of 
any Church in all places befides. 

Then they defcended to the particular points of 
dodtrine, and abufive pradtices, &c. in all which 
the Archbifhop agreed with the BiJhop, and faid, 
that they were all, either the fond opinions and 
bold pradtices of .private men, or the ungrounded- 
conceits and conclufions of the School-men, or the 
Papal decrees of Innocent III, Eugenius IV, and 
other Popes, who fuccceded them ; but no deter- 
minations or decrees of the Catholick Church. 

He wrote a compendious Hiftory of his own . 
life in Englilh, to which he put this Latin title : 
Vita mea ab initio , i. e. ab anno 1 595, ufque ad 
prafentem annum 1665, brevis enarratio ; of which 
I have feen a fmall fragment : the reft loft. The 
Englilh title in another paper is this : A brief and 
true Enarration of the whole courfe of my life , fet 
forth in the annals thereof from the year 1595 to this 
prefent year 1 6—. 

He wrote alfo, SeleSla Bibliotheca HiJloricorum y 
tarn Ecclefiafticorum y quam Secularium: now in the 
' hands of Mr. H *.

A Letter from a Friend of the Univerfities, 
in reference to the new Project for riding 
the Great Horfe *. 

Sir, 

I H E A R that, of late, there have been great 
complaints made of our Univerfities, for want 
of what abroad they call Privata Collegia j that is to

lay. 
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Fay, that whereas, in fome forram Uni verities, the 
Profeflors (befide their 'publick lectures) do pri- 
vately, in their lodgings, - inftruft fome Colleges 
(as they call them) or feledt clubs or companies 
(who do defire it, and requite them for it,) in a 
more familiar way, in this or that faculty, as there 
is occafion ; which, as tis fayd, is wanting in our 
Univerfities, and thence pretend a neceffity of 
ere&ing an Acaddemy (as they call it, becaufe that 
is a new word, and of a French (bund, better than 
bur Academy,) in or near Londttt, to fupply that 
defeft j wherein there (hall be teachers to inform 
fuch as defire it, in feveral parts of knowledge * 
as riding the Great Horfe, finging, dancing, in* 
ftrumental mufick, mathematicks, &c. Ana this 
the rather, becaufe there is (it Teems) a Gentleman, 
who hath a large houfe or building, with yards 
and other accommodations, which (becaufe they 
do not otherwife turn to To good account as he 
could wilh) he defires it may be employed to fuch 
a purpofe. 

But this complaint, (if not from fome worfe 
principle) muft needs proceed from a great igno- 
rance of our Academies or Univerfities. For in 
our Colleges (as larger focieties) every Tutor, with 
his pupils, is fuch a private College, as what they 
complain for want of j whofe bufinefs is (befide 
lectures and other publick exercifes in the College 
at large) to inftrudfc his pupils (in one or more 
clafles as there is occafion) in his private chamber 
or other convenient place, in the feveral parts of 
learning, to which they are to apply themfelves •, 
directing them what books to read for that puc- 
pofe ■, explaining thefe authors to them j and tak- 
ing account of their proficiency therein ; infpeft- 
ing their manners and converfation from time to

time, and otherwife taking the care and overfight 
of them. And there is no caufe to complain for 
want of fuch a Tutor, if a Gentleman (or his 
friends) be careful to look out for it. And what 
more can we expert from the teachers of this 
Acaddemy ? 

If it be faid that fome Tutors be negligent, and 
the pupils alfo : it may be fome are : but they are 
not all fo. And who can allure us that it will nof 
be fo with thefe new teachers ? However, there is 
more choice of Tutors here to be had, (and it is 
the learners fault if he do not choofe well,) than 
can be there •, where the choice is, this or none, in 
each faculty,. And who can allure us that a young 
Gentleman fliall be there more diligent (when un- 
der no command,) than with us, where he is under 
the College difcipline, as well as that of his Tutor ? 

It may be faid, there are in the Univerfity, fome 
bebauched Gentlemen : and tis. too true : But the 
chief caufe thereof is, they come hither with de- 
bauched principles, which they had learned at 
home, or before they come $ and then we are 
blamed becaufe we cannot help it. But are there 
no Debauchees in London ? or, can, thefe new 
teachers undertake, that (for the future) there lhall 
be none ? And I believe, there is hardly any Uni- 
verfity in Europe , where (notwithftanding all ouf 
faults) the Students are in better order, as to their 
morals, than they are in ours. 

It hath been faid, I fear, that what by Tutors 
is taught here, is Logick, Metaphyficks, and 
other the like Univerfity learning ; which are not 
the proper accomplilhments of a Gentleman ; as 
are riding the Great Horfe, dancing, finging, play- 
ing on mufical inftruments, mathematicks, and 
the like. To which I lhall anfwer by parts. 

A gentle- 
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A gentleman that, in the Univerfity, is well in- 
iftrudted in the true ufe of Logick (however that 
be defpiled) and thereby taught to argue ftrongly, 
to difcourfe rationally, to difcover the fallacies of 
an empty flourifli : and who, from true Metaphy- 
ficks, hath a clear and diftindt notion of things 
and adtions, with their caufes, connexions, and 
dependance on each other *, and is well /killed in 
the true principles of Natural and Moral Philofo- 
phy ; (hall be able to do his King and Country 
better fervice (at the Bar, on the Bench, in Coun- 
cil, in Parliament, and managing affairs) than he 
that (without thefe) can ride the Great Horfe, can 
dance, ling, play, &c. which are things that have 
in them more of the Beau, but Lefs of the Man. 

I mention this of the Great Horfe in particular, 
becaufe it is fuppofed, that this is the main defign •, 
the reft ferving but to put a good face on this, the 
better to fet it off. For the Gentleman who makes 
this projedt, having a Great Houfe, with good ac- 
commodation (he thinks) for a Great Horfe, is 
willing to make the beft of it by this Projedt. 
And if it take thus far, he would not be much 
folicitous about all the reft. And if all the reft 
were provided for, without this ; or the fcene 
changed and feated fomewhere elfe, not at his 
Great Houfe ; the plot is fpqiled. 

As to all the reft, dancing, finging, playing on 
mufick, &c. (which be rather an hindrance than a 
promotion of other ftudies, as taking up the time 
which might otherwife be better employed,) there 
is no caufe to complain for want of teachers in the 
Univerfiries ; for there are dancing mailers, fing- 
ing mailers, mufick mailers, &c. enough to be 
had, to teach thofe who are defirous to learn ; or, 
if not in the Univerfities, at leaft in London where

arc (lore of fuch, as good or better than we are to 
expedb in his new Acaddemy, out of which the 
learner may make his choice, without being con- 
fined to thofe whom this Projector lhall provide 
for them. 

We know that, long fince. Sir Timas Graham 
had a n$ble defign, of promoting (in London) an 
union of divers forts of knowledge or learning in 
divers faculties, and did endow Profeflors (at 
Grefham College) to that purpofe. And why might 
we not expedt as great things from that, as from 
this new Projedt ? 

You’ll lay perhaps, thofe Profeflors content 
themfelves with reading ledtures, and taking thehr 
falary, without making it their bufinefs to teach 
others : Or, that thofe Profeflors are chofen (fome- 
times) rather for favour, than for their eminent 
{kill in their refpedtive profeffions. Be it fo : and 
what fecurity will the Projedter give us, that it 
lhall not be fo with his teachers ? or that the Pro- 
feflors of his Accademy, (if any fuch be) lhall be 
more careful than thofe of the Grejham Profeflors ? 

But, becaufe the Great Houfe, and the Great 
Horfe, make fo great a noife in this Projedt ; let 
us a little confider that. Suppofe we then (in the 
firft place) a Great Horfe well managed, (for rint 
Horfe mull: be taught, as well as the rider, or elfe 
there will be no fport ;) I lay, fuppofe we firft a 
Great Horfe to be taught, upon fuch and fuch in- 
timations, from the riders hand or heel, fo and lb 
to behave himfelf, and put himfelf into fuch and 
fuch poftures (that he and the Horfe may under- 
ftand one another*,) we may then expedt to fee 
feme fine tricks ; (as fine perhaps as thofe of two 
clowns, at a Carnival, or Chriftmas Gambole ;) 
and this is what they call, riding the Great Horfe; 

Put 
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\ But if this Gentleman be after mounted on fome 
other horfe (either not taught, or otherwife taught^ 
fo that there be not a good underftanding between 
them,) we may perhaps fee fome tricks, but not 
. the fame tricks, on the fame intimations ; but 
rather crofs-purpofe the horfe and the man no 
better underhand each other, than if two clowns of 
different nations (who do not underftand each 
others language) were fet to parly together. And, 
after all, this Gentleman, ((killed in the Great 
Horfe dialed!) (hall know no better how to ride an 
hackney or travelling horfe, than if he had never 
been fo mounted. An ordinary groom would as . 
well teach him how to ride well and gracefully, as 
this Matter of the Great Horfe. Riding the Great 
Horfe, as to common travelling, being much the 
feme as dancing on the ropes, to common walking. 
Yet if fome few Gentlemen be fond of either, (as 
a curiofity j) I am contented that they apply them- 
felves to this Proje&er, for the one ; or to the . 
Rope-dancer to learn the other. And if the gener 
rality of mankind think riding the Great Horfe a 
thing valuable, he will not want cuftomers to his 
advantage for his Great Horfe, and his Great 
Houfe. But, if it be found not to turn to account 
fas I think it hath happened once already;) he 
may thence make an eftimate of wife mens opinion 
as to this point. 

I could give many inftances, in our Univerfities, 
of a like nature with what they call private Col- 
leges, or Clubs, by voluntary agreements for par- 
ticular parts of knowledge ; and that there is np 
caufe to complain for want of fuch. 

It is now almott fifty years ago, that Mr. Steal 
fa (killfull Chymitt) made it his bufinefs in Ox- 
ford, to inftrud fuch as did defire it, in the pra&ife 

of 
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of Chymiftry. That is, when fix. eight, or more 
perfons (of the better quality amongft us) have 
agreed together for that purpofe ; he would, with 
them, in a convenient place, go through a whole 
courfe of L hymiftry : and fo with one company 
after another from time to time. And the like 
courfe hath been continued ever fince ; by Dr. 
Plot, Mr. White , and others to this time. And a 
convenient Laboratory built for that purpofe by 
the Univerfity, well furnifhed with furnaces and 
Utenfils for that purpofe. 

The like hath been done, as to Anatomy, by 
Dr. Mufgrave (while he was in Oxford) and others 
amongft us ; who, at the requeft of feme perfons 
agreeing to that purpofe, hath gone through a 
courfe of Anatomy, for their particular informa- 
tion. And there feldom happens a publick execu- 
tion of condemned perfons, but that one or more 
bodies are privately difie&ed for that ufe. And, at 
other times, the like is performed on the bodies of 
other animals. 

The like was done as to Botanicks, by Dr. Mor- 
rifon , in the Phyfick Garden, for the inftrudion of 
fuch as defire it, in the nature and difference of 
herbs and other plants. 

And I do not know any part of ufeful know- 
ledge, proper for Scholars to learn, but that, if 
any number of Gentlemen or others defire to be 
therein informed, they may find thofe who will be 
ready to inftrud them. So that if there be any de- 
fed herein, it is for want of learners, not of 
teachers. 

There is, I hear, a great noife now made, in 
particular^ as to the bufynefs of Mathematicks j 
which is pretended to be (as indeed it is) a good 

accomplifha 
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accomplifhment for a Gentleman ; but not taught 
in our Univerfities. 

That Mathematicks are, a good accomplifhment 
for Gentlemen or others, is very true: But I 
wonder with what face it can be pretended (unleft 
from great ignorance therein) that they are not 
to be learned in our Univerfities : When it is well 
known, that within fifty or threefcore years iaft 
palt, Mathematicks have been more improved in 
our Univerfities, than for five hundred years 
before. 

Tis now above fifty year fince (upon the affwag- 
ing of our civil wars in England, and refettling 
the Univerfity) Dr. Wallis and Dr. Ward (Profeffors 
of Mathematicks in Oxford) befide their publick 
led u res, have (in their private lodging) inftruded 
Gentlemen and others therein (who have defired it) 
from time to time ; fome of whom have fince been 
publick Profeffors therein. And the like hath been 
done by others (his fucceffors) fince Dr. Ward was 
advanced to higher preferment. Befide which, 
Mr. Cafwell hath now for many years laft paft, 
made it his bufinefs (and a good part of his lively- 
hood) to teach Mathematicks to fuch Gentlemen 
or others, fingly or by companies : And the like 
hath been done by fome others > and will be fo as 
there is occafion. 

And I think it not amifs here to fet down Dr. 
David Gregory's method therein, who is, at pre- 
fent, Savilian Profeffor of Aftronomy in Oxford ; 
and is very well accomplifhed to perform what he 
doth propofe. 

Dr. Gregory’s Method for teaching Mathematicks. 
&c, &c. 

. Now what is done in Oxford, the like, I pre- 

fume. 
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fume, hath been, and will be, in the other Uni- 
verfities : And what better is to be expe&ed from 
a teacher of Mathematicks, in this new pretended 
Acaddemy, I do not fee j beyond what may be 
had at the Univerfities. 

It may be faid, perhaps, that divers, in and 
about London , may be willing to learn Mathema- 
ticks, who cannot conveniently go to the Univer- 
fities for that purpofe. 

Very well ! And there.be many accommodations 
in London , for that purpofe, without going fo far, 
and without ere&ing this new Acaddemy. 

There is at Cbrifi Church Hofpital , a Mafter with 
a School endowed, for this purpofe, founded by 
our late King Charles , and under the infpeftion of 
the city of London. 

And there was, before, a noble foundation at 
Grejham College, with Profeflors endowed for Ma- 
thematicks, and other Faculties, under, the like 
infpeftion ; and with a like profpeft with that of 
the now projected New Acaddemy ; and may be 
improved, if there be occafion, to like purooies. 

And there are, in London , a multitude or others 
who teach Mathematicks, many of whom are well 
qualified for that purpofe; of which a learner 
may take his choice. So that there can be no pre- 
tence of want on this account, whether in or out 
of our Univerfities. Unlefs it be thought that a 
French Acaddemy be a word that founds better 
than an Englifh Academy or Univerfity. 

But his Great Horfe we had rather want, in our 
Univerfity, than be troubled with it: which .would 
have more fpettators, than riders ; to the mifpend- 
mg of time which might be better employed. 

Yet, if any be defirous of learning to ride the 
Great Horfe (and are willing to be at the charge 

of 
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of it,) I am content that they apply themfelves to 
this new Projefter. And the like for tilting, which 
was once in fafhion ; but is now as much negle&ed 
as that of the Great Horfe. 

Nor would I be againft it, if Ibme other (with- 
out charging the publick) would undertake to 
teach the Mifteries of Hunting and Hawking j 
which are things affe&ed by fome Gentlemen. 

And if fome other would teach the like for 
breeding, feeding, and employing the horfe, the 
cow, the fheep, &c. 

And yet another for plowing, fowing, reaping, 
&c. 

• And another for threfhing, malting, brewing, 
baking, &c. 

Which are things fit for fome Gentlemen to un- 
derftand. 

' And the like for the employments of fmiths, 
carpenters, ftone-cutters, malons, and other trades, 
which are things fit to be known ; and are of more 
ufe to the publick, than riding the Great Horfe. 

But I do not think it proper, that the publick 
ihould be charged with erefting Acaddemies, for 
each of thele ; no more than for teaching to drink 
wine, ale, and coffee. For which, when they are 
in fafhion, there will be teachers enough in parti- 
cular, (for their own advantage) without ere&ing 
Acaddemies for that purpofe : And which rather 
Band in need of laws for reftraint and regulation, 
than for encouragement. So that I fee not why 
the Great Horfe may be as well neglefted as 
hitherto ; and the Univerfities intruded and en- 
couraged (as heretofore) in the ftudying and teach- 
ing of other ufeful learning. 

[The following is in another band.] 

The Univerfities are not enemies to exercifes of 
Vol. II. E the 
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the body, no more than of the mind j and in par- 
ticular they have a good efteem of riding the Great 
Horfe, as contributing to a fure feat, and graceful 
air on horfeback. And they heartily wiih, that 
the inclinations of the Nobility and Gentry did 
effectually encourage it. But when it is pretended, 
that the Greek and Latin tongues, and Mathema- 
tiques, with other Univerfity learning may and 
ought to be joyned to it, and taught in the fame 
houfe, they cannot but admire the impudence and 
effrontery of the Propofer ; fince it is. very well 
known, that even dancing, fencing, and other fuch 
exercifes, as feem to have a near relation to riding, 
are not, nor ever were well taught in any Acca- 
demy in France ■, but that the perfons of quality 
who go in to an Accademy for riding, are forced 
to learn their other exercifes of dancing, fencing, 
&c. either before they go to the Accademy, or 
after they leave it. Though in all fuch Accade- 
mies they have Mailers of dancing, fencing, de- 
figning, or drawing, Mufick, and Mathematiques,. 
yet thefe are fo many tricks to draw ihoney from 
the young Gentlemen, when thole Mafters are 
neither intended to teach, nor is teaching expe&ed 
from them, at leaft to any purpofe. And in par- 
ticular it is notorious, that the Mathematick Mas- 
ter of an Accademy is never other than fome im- 
pudent Valet de Chambre, who has been perhaps, a 
Campagn or two with his Mafter in the army, and 
can, it may be, copy the draught of a fortifica- 
tion. And it is not to be prefumed, that an, Ac- 
cademy here will go beyond their patterns,, the. 
French Accademies, where there has been fo great 
care to make them ferviceable to other things be- 
fides riding, though to little or no purpofe. 

if then an Accademy be by the wifdom of the 

Nation 
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Nation found neceflary or convenient, let it be at 
firft: intended fuch as is practicable, that is for rid- 
ing only : At leaft let there be ho pretence of 
School or Univerfity learning i fince by fuch pre- 
tences, and the impudent understandings, ' and 
mountebank promifes of the Propofer, a great 
many unwary and credulous people will be in- 
duced to truft the education of tneir fons to it 5 
and not be aware of the mifchiefs bf fuch educa- 
tion, until it be too late, and their fons irretriev- 
ably loft.

An AbJbaSt of divers Privileges and Rights 
of the Univerfity of Oxford : 

[By Dr, Waxlis.J 

T H E ftile or name of our Univerfity is. The 
Chancellor Mafters and Scholars of the Univer- 
fty of Oxford. DoCtors are not mentioned be- 
caufe that name was not in ule till many ages after 
our foundation. It came hot in ule till about the 
time of King Henry IV : And was then firft ap- 
plied to the DoCtors of Canon Law ; and after- 
ward, by degrees, it was applied to other Facul- 
ties. But, before, the name was Magijter Theolo- 
gia, Magifter Sdcra Paginte, &c. And, to this 
day, Doctors in all Faculties cotne under the deno- 
mination of Magiftri Regentes. 

E 2 The 
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The Body of the Univerfity were reputed to 
eonfift of Scholars and their Servants (fervientes 
Scholarium , or Privileged Perfdns •,) under which 
were comprifed not only Perfonal Servants (fuch as 
received Livery or Wages of any Scholars,) but 
fuch ’Trades or Employments as were fubfervient to 
Scholars. 

Of thefe, where fbme doubts or controverfies 
did arife, it was adjufted by a compofition in Par- 
. liament 18 Edward I, and (by mutual confent) 
limited to “ Clerks (that is Scholars) their Families 
and Servants , Parchment-Sellers , Limners , Writers , 
Barbers, and other perfons of Office or the Livery of 
Clerks ; and thefe , in cafe they did exercife a trade of 
Merchandife , to be therein taxable with the Btcrgeffes 
or Townfmen 

This is further explained by a Compofition be- 
tween the two Bodies, (ratified under the Great 
. Seal,) 37 Henry VI to extend to, “The Chancel- 
f ' lor, all Do&ors, Matters, and other Graduats, all 
Students, all Scholars, all Clerks dwelling within 
the Precincts of the Univerfity, of what condition, 
order, or degree foever. they • be ; any daily con- 
tinual fervant to any of them before reherfed be- 
. longing*, the Steward of the Univerfity, and feed 
men of the fame Univerfity with their menial men; 
alfo all Bedels, with their daily lervants, and their 
.houftiold ; All Stationers, Book- binders, Limners, 
Writers, Pergamenors, Barbers, the Bell-Ringer 
. of the Univerfity, with . all . their houfholds ; all 
Catours, Manciples, Spencers, Cooks, Lavanders, 
poor Children of Scholars or Clerks within the 
precinfts of the faid Univerfity ; alfo all Other fer-. 
vants taking clothing or hire by the year, half 
year, or quarter of the' year, taking at lead for the 
year vj s. viij d, for the half year iij s. iiij d, and 
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the quarter xxd, of any Doctor, Matter, Gra- 
duate, ^Scholar, or Clerk, without fraud or mal- 
engin •, ' Alfo all common Carriers, Bringers of 
Scholars to the Univerfity, or their Money, Letters 
or any fpecial mefiage to any Scholar, or Clerk, or 
Fetcner of any Scholar or Clerk from the Univer- 
fity, for the time of fuch fetching or bringing, or 
abiding in the Univerfity for that intent; provided 
always, that if any Clerk or Scholar having a Wife 
and Houfhold within the Precin&s of the Univer- 
fity, or any Scholar’s fervant, fell any open mer- 
chandise by way of merchandifing ; that, as touch- 
ing fuch merchandifing, they be taxable with the 
Burgefles of the faid Town. Alfo it is accorded, 
that if any Scholars fervant, by livery or hire un- 
der the fdrm aforefaid, not dwelling in houlhold 
with the fame Scholar, be arretted by the Mayor 
or Bailifs, or any officers of theirs, if any inhibi- 
tion be fent from the Chancellor or his Commiffary 
to, the Mayor or Bailifs for the faid perfon fo ar- 
retted, that the Officer of the Univerfity that 
executeth the faid inhibition, with an Officer of 
the faid Mayor or Bailif, bring without delay, the 
perfon fo arretted to ,the faid Chancellor, or his 
Commiffary, and there by ftrift examination, after 
the difcretion of the faid Chancellor or his Com- 
miffaty, by an oath to be proved whether he ought 
to enjoy the privilege pf the Univerfity or not ; 
And if it be proved that he be not of the faid pri- 
vilege, that thpn he be remitted by the faid Officers 
to the Mayor or Bailifs.” . 

>•, And by a Charter of 14 Henry VIII (to pre- 
vent all dpubfs and ambiguities) it is granted, that 
“ Cancfllarius et omnes fcholares ditie Univerjitatis, 
ft eorum wnijlri et feroientes eorundem , et quilibet eo- 
rum cum eorum familia, et omnes alii qui nunc funt aut 

impojierum 
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itttpofterum erunt regiftrati in rtgiftro difle Untverfita - 
tis, deinceps imperpetuum babeant et gaudeant , et quiU- 
bet eorum babeat et gaudtat , omnes libtrtates it privi- 
lege diSe Univerjitatis nunc et perantea conceffa, 
etbfque difficultate , ambiguitate ,. dubio, interpretacione 
feu impediment per nos beredes et fucctjfores nofiros feu 
aliquot quorumcunque ligeorum noftrorum in contrarium 
facimdis vtl Jiendis.” 

We had not anciently (as now we have) Colleges 
for the habitation of Scholars; but Scholars lived 
in hired houfes, amongft thofe of the Town. And 
when a Matter or Tutor hired a houfe, for the ufe 
of himfelf and his Scholars, fuch houfe was wont 
to be called a Hall, and he the Principal of that 
Hall. The number of fuch Halls being indefi- 
nite, fometimes more, fometimes fewer, as there 
was occafion. 

Any houfe, which had formerly been inhabited 
■by Scholars, the Scholars did (by ancient prefcrip- 
tion) claim a right to have the preemption or pre- 
ference to it before any other. And, in care of 
competition, the Chancellor to determine who 
ihouid have it for that year : (And hence it is 
that amongft the fpecial pleas, of which we have 
cognifance, that De locations Dvmerim is particular- 
ly named :) The Tenant giving Caution (by fure- 
ties) for the due payment of the Rent $ which 
Caution was to be renewed from year to year on a 
certain day (the firft day of Michaelmas term.) 
And the Rent to be afcertained by certain Annual 
Officers (two of the Univerfity, and two Of the 
Town) called Taxatores Domorum ; which taxing or 
fetting the Rent of fuch houfes was wont to be De 
quinquennio in quinquennium, or oftner, if there were 
occafion. The rights or privileges (whatever they 
be) not granted or belonging to Scholars as living 
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in Colleges, &c *, but, to Colleges, &c. as houfts 
inhabited by Scholars ; the Colleges, which now 
we have, being accidental to the Corporation of 
the Univerfity ; and the confining of Scholars- 
now to a certain number of Colleges and Halls 
being extrinfecal to the Univerfity, and by a law 
of their own making : Each College (but not the 
Halls) being a diftindt Corporation from that of 
the Univerfity. 

Before we. had fuch plenty of Colleges as now, 
with Fellowlhips endowed, (where Tutors might 
be had for inftrudting of young Students) every 
Matter or Dodtor in each Faculty, was obliged, 
upon taking fuch Degree, to be a Regent for fome- 
number of years ; that is, to have, a School and 
there to read Ledtures conftantly ((hiring his ne- 
cefiary Regency) for inftrudting young Students in 
thofe Faculties ; and each Student to be entered in, 

- fome fuch School, under one of thefe Magifiri 
Scbolarum ; and after fuch neceffary Regency, 
were for fome longer time Regentes ad placitwn \ 
and afterwards (except the. Dodtors in the fuperior 
Faculties) Non-regentes. And hence it is that the 
collating Degrees is intrutted to the Congregation of 
Regent Mafiers , (as being bett acquainted with the 
diligence and proficiency of their refpedtive Scho- 
lars, while yet the greater affairs of the Univerfity 
are difpatched by the Convocatio (or tnagna Con- 
gregate ) Magijtrorum Regentium et non Regentium. 

And fince there hath been a plenty of Tutors, 
for that purpofe, in particular Colleges *, , it hath 
been thought fufficient, (inftead of all thefe Ma- 
giflri Scbolarum) to appoint Decern Lettores Ordina- 
ries ; that is, feven for the feven Liberal Arts, and 
three for the three Philofbphies, Natural Philofo- 
phy. Moral Philofophy and Mctaphyficks $ (be- 

fide 
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fide thole for the fuperior faculties of Divinity, 
Law, and Phyfick •,) to be provided by the Proc- 
tors j excufing the reft of the Matters from fuch 
conftant Reading, upon paying a certain fee at 
their proceeding, out of which a falary doth arife 
for thefe Leftores Ordinarii. 

But, of thefe Ten LeRores Ordinarii, there are 
now but four remaining (called Ltfiores indotati ,) 
the reft being fupplyed by Endowed Lectures j as 
are thole of the Three fuperior Faculties. 

Now as to the JurifdiCtion of the Univerfity 
(and all its privileged members) it belongs to the 
Chancellor of the Univerfity (or his Commiffary 
or Deputy, now commonly called the Vice Chan- 
cellor) exclufive of the Mayor and other Govern- 
ors of the Town or City of Oxford. And (for 
inftance) according to the Compofition above men- 
tioned of 37 Henry VI (as to the cuftody of the 
peace and punilhing the breach thereof) “ it is 
agreed and accorded, that if the peace be broken 
between any two perlons, if the one is of the pri- 
vilege of the Univerfity, that the correction and 
punithment thereof only pertains to the Chancellor, 
according to the Statutes of the Univerfity 5 And 
if the peace happen to be broken between any two 
laymen of the Town of Oxenford, or of the Su- 
burbs of the fame ; or elfe between any foreigners, 
or any foreigner and a layman of the Town, that 
then, if the Mayor, Aldermen, Bailifs, or any of 
their Officers firft arreft fuch breakers of the peace, 
that the correction and punithment of the faid tref- 
pafs pertain wholly to the faid Mayor and Bailifs : 
And if fuch breakers of the peace be firft arretted 
by the Chancellor, ProCtors, or any of their Offi- 
cers, that then the correction and punithment of 
fuch trefpafs pertain only to the Chancellor accord- 
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ing to the Statute of the Univerfity. Provided 
always that if neither party be of the privilege of 
the (aid Univerfity, ne no fuch perfon as is before 
reheried, that ihould have the privilege of the faid 
Univerfity, that then the fuit for the party grieved 
' or wronged be had and determined before the' 
Mayor or Bailifs of the faid Town.” 

The coftody of the Affile or Aflay (as to quan- 
tity and quality) of Bread, Wine, and Beer, or 
Ale, (which had before for lbme little time been 
granted to the Chancellor or Mayor in common,) 
was (upon a great outrage of the Towi?fmen on 
the Scholars) 29 Edward III, taken from the 
Mayor, and granted folely and wholly to the Chan- 
cellor ; which, I prefume, doth extend, as was fo 
reputed, to the licenfing, fuppreffing, governing 
and punifhing the defaults of Bakers, Brewers, 
Vintners, Ale-houle keepers and other Victuallers; 
(though now the Townfmen, as to licenfing Ale- 
houfes, do incroach upon us ; and Bakers and 
Brewers negleCt to take hcenfes.) 

Purfuant to which, upon broaching each vefiel 
of Wine, the Chancellor was to have a Tafte or 
AiTay brought him ; inftead of which, they now 
prefent him with a piece of plate every year : -And 
the like from the Brewers, for each Brewing ; in- 
ftead of which they ufe to make a prefent, once a 
year, to the Clerks of the Market. 

And the like for the Affile and Aflay of weights 
and Meafures ; of which the Chancellor (or Clerks 
of the Market) or Ids Officers, are -to take an ac- 
count, allowing and marking fuch as are juft ; and 
- deftroy what are faulty, appointing others in their 
ftead. 

And the Clerklhip of the Market ; with the 
perquifites, profits and forfeitures of all thefe ; and 
Vol. II.

of Regrators, Foreftallers, incompetent flefii, filh, 
and other fare brought to market. 

And the overfight of the Streets and Pavements} 
for which there are annual Officers appointed call- 
ed Magifiri Vicorum. 

And the Sherif and Underffierif annually 
fworn to obferve and maintain thefe privileges. 

As to Cognifance of Caufes j the Chancellor or 
Vice-Chancellor hath a Court ; wherein he judgeth 
of all aftions perfonal, wherein a Scholar, or pri- 
vileged perfon, is concerned,, except maim and felo- 
ny , (fo by our prefent Charters ; 14 Rit. II. — 2 Hen. 
IV.) as well Ex officio ad feftam Regis , as ad feSam 
perfon* •, and to proceed fecundum Legem terr or 
Confuetudines Univerfitatis^ as he thinks fit ; and by 
Ecclefiaftical cenfures. From which Court yet 
there lies an appeal to Congregation of Regent Mas- 
ters, and from thence to the Convocation of Regents 
and Non Regents. 

All other Judges, Juftices and Courts are forbid 
to intermeddle, in caufes where Scholars or privi- 
leged perfons are concerned, either as Plaintifs or 
Defendants j quomedocmque emergunt % and ubivis in 
Anglia ; And, in cafe they do intermeddle, then 
' to furceafe upon Information or Claim of the 
Chancellor or his Deputy, and remit the Caufe to 
them. 

By a Charter 7 Henry IV, Trials for Felonies 
and Treafons &c. are granted to the Univerfity 
before their High Steward, or Under Steward, 
(upon the Chancellor’s Claim from any other 
Court,) upon a Commiffion under the great Seal., 

By a Charter of 14 Henry VIII, all thefe Jurif- 
di&ions (with feme others, as holding Court Leet, 
&c.) are granted' to the Chancellor &c. in cafes 
where Scholars or privileged perfons are concern- 
ed} 
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td ; in all caufes whatfoever ( excrptis Afffts el 
Placitis de libero tenemento ) licet tangant nos beredes 
nofir os vel miniftros no fir os quofcunque ; 2 Henry IV. 
(And without the claule of taking a commifllon 
under the great leal to the Steward of the Univer- 
fity.) With prohibition to others to intermeddle ; 
and (in cafe they do) to furceafe upon the Chan- 
cellor’s claim. 

By a Charter of 1 1 Charles 1, this is interpreted 
to be underftood of any College, Hall, or other 
Community of Scholars &c, whether incorporated 
or not incorporated ; as well as of fingle perfons. 

Whereas anciently the Town of Oxford was 
governed by a Mayor and Bailifs ; it is granted, 
fcy a Charter of 39 Henry III, to the Univerfity 
'(not to the Town) that ( ad pacem et iranquillitatem , 
mecnon ad utilitattm , Univerfuatis Scholarium Oxon) 
there Ihould be four Aldermen and three Afiiftants 
(of the more difcreet Burgefles) alfociated with the 
Mayor and Bailifs, for fervices there affigned 
(which being a Grant to the Univerfity, and for 
the advantage of the Univerfity, it may be reafon- 
ably prefumed, they were at firft intended to be 
•cholen by the Univerfity, as Univerfity Officers 5 
though now it be otherwife :) their work was for 
, cuftody of the peace, cuftody of the Affile, fearch- 
ing for Malefa&ors, difturbers of the Peace, and 
the harboyrers of fuch -, with other things relating 
to Bakers, Brewers, Affile of Bread, &c. which 
are of the Univerfity’s cognifance. And by the 
Charter of 29 Edward III, the Mayor, Bailifs, 
Aldermen, and others of the Town, are forbidden, 
of themfelves, to intermeddle ; But fuper bis omni- 
bus et Jingulis Cancellario di£ta Univerfitatis , qui pro 
Sempore fuerit , pareant bumiliter et intendant. 

The Mayor, Bailifs, Aldermen, &c. with 50 
F ? more 
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snore of the principal Burgelfes (to the number of 
63 in all, according to the Compofition in Parlia- 
ment 18 Edward 1 .) are obliged (at the Mayor’s 
entrance into his office, about Michaelmas,) to 
take an annual oath (“ Quod ipfe Major et Ballivi 
confervabunt libertates et confuetudines Univerfita- 
tis praedi&ae 1 Junii, 52 Henry III.) to obferve 
and maintain the Privileges of the Univerfity; 
which (by Orders of Counfel 17 Eliz. ) is adjufted 
in thefe words ; viz. “ You fhall fwear, that truly 

J 'ou fhall obferve and keep all manner of lawful 
iberties and cuftoms or the faid Univerfity, 
which the Chancellor, Mailers and Scholars of the 
faid Univerfity have reafonably ufed, without any 
gainfaying ; faving your fidelity to the Queen's 
Majefty, fo help you God.” And to be taken in 
Saint Mary s Church ; And, “ without any faving 
of the liberties of the City.” 

And by an Inftrument under the City leal, 1 5 
May, 31 Edward III, (in part of Compenfation 
for the great outrage of the Townfmen on the 
Scholars, 29 Edward III,) they are to pay to the 
Univerfity an Hundred Marks yearly : But, with a 
. ... w - for fuch year one, wherein the Mayor 
•and 62 Commoners, procure a Mafs at Saint 
Mary' s Church, on Saint Scholaflica’s day, and 
thereat offer each of them a Penny at leaft, for the 
fouls of Scholars and others flain in the great Con- 
flict. Which Mafs (by the Orders 27 Eliz.) is 
commuted into a Sermon or Communion, with 
fuch Oblation, and to the ufe of the Univerfity. 
Of late the ufc hath been to have only the Litany, 
and the Oblation. 

By a Charter of 2 Henry IV, the Preempts of 
the Univerfity are thus limited ; Eaftward to Saint 
Bartholomew' % Hofpital j Welt ward to Botely ; 

Northward 
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Northward to Godfiow - Bridge j and Southward to 
Bagly Wood. 

But (by a Charter of 37 Henry VI) the Chan- 
cellor may banifh otmes criminofas et vitiofas perfonas 
objlinaces rebelles et incorrigibiles ; and particularly, 
omnes pronubas mere trices et mulieres incontinent es no- 
tabiliter delinquentes, for ten miles ; and if they come 
within ten miles to be imprifoned. Purfuant to 
this is the Carting of Whores and Bawds. 

And (by Charter of 14 Henry VIII) the King’s 
Purveyors, Cataurs, &c. not to take up provi* 
(ions within twenty Miles. 

And (by A& of Parliament) the inhabitants 
within Jive miles to aflift in mending the Highways 
and Bridges within a mile of Oxford. 

And (by 1 1 Car. I.) the Anatomy Reader, may 
demand the Body or Bodies of perfons executed 
within twenty one miles of Oxford. 

By the Charter of 1 4 Henry VIII. the Chancel- 
lor of the Univerfity may (under his feal of Office) 
appoint a Steward, Under-Steward, and two others 
fkillfui in the Laws, to be J uftices to hold Sef- 
fions of the Peace, and of Goal-Delivery, for 
Treafons, Felonies, Maims, &c, within the Coun- 
ties of Oxford and Berks (done by Scholars or pri- 
vileged perfons, or by others again!! fuch,) and 
ethers not to intormeddle. But this hath never 
been yet put in pra&ife. 

_ Exemptions from Chiminage, &c ; and the 
King’s Purveyors, &c. wkhia Twenty miles of the 
Univerfity. 

A Grant of Felons Goods, and of Felons de fe, 
and other Forfeitures, Deodands, Treafure Trov^, 
■Arc. within the Town and Suburbs of Oxford. 

To hold Court-Leets $ with the Amercements, 

&c. 

Privileged 
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Privileged men, to exercift any Trade of Mer* 
chandife, without being free of Town, or leave 
from. And indeed it is very unreafonable, that 
(when two Corporations live in the Place) the one 
fhould have liberty to trade, and not the other. 
And, as the Town admit Freemen at their pleafure 
(without aflent of the Univerfity *,) the Univerfity 
may (at their pleafure) admit Scholars or privileged 
perfons, without leave from the Town. 

By an Adi of Parliament 13 Eliz. The faid 
Charter of 1 4 Henry VIII. and all other Charters or 
Letters Patents of her Majefties Predeceffors (by 
whatever name or names the Univerfity be therein 
called) “ be good, effectual, and available in the Law, 
to all intents, conftrudlions and purpofes,” to the 
laid Chancellor, Mailers and Scholars of the faid 
Univerfity, and “ their SuccelTors forevermore, after 
and according to the form, words, fentences and 
true meaning of every of the fame Letters Patents, 
as amply, fully and largely, as if the fame Letters 
Patents were recited verbatim in this prefent Adi 
of Parliament, any thing to the contrary in any 
wife notwithilanding.” 

An Adi of Parliament 26 or 27 Henry VIII. ex- 
empting the two Univerfities (with the Colleges, 
Halls, Parfonages, Vicarages within them) from 
paying Firfi fruits and ’Tenths , was difcontinued by 
the Aft of 2 and 3 Phil, et Mar. Cap. 4-, [but] is re- 
vived by an Adi 1 Eliz. Cap. 4, which revives that 
of 26 Hen. VIII. Cap. 3, which reftores Firft-fruits 
and ¥ tnths to the Crown : In which Adi 1 Eliz. are 
feveral claufes which falve that immunity of the 
two Univerfities. 

By the Charter of 11 Car. 1. many favourable 
expofitions and inlargement of former Charters, 
and new Grants are added j as for inllances, — 

Recog- 
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Recognifance of Caufes of privileged perfons, 
extended to Colleges, Halls, Societies of Scholars, 
&c. whether incorporated or not. 

That the Chancellor’s Court be a Court of Re- 
cord, and have a common Seal. 

That cognifance of Caufes be allowed to him 
upon claim fine placitatione, and without perfonai 
appearances, and without fees. 

A compleat Court-Leet over privileged perfons 
and other twice in the year, in the Guild-ball , with 
the profits of it, to be gathered by their own 
Officers. 

A power of making By-laws (in Convocation) 
to bind all Inhabitants ; and put in execution with 
penalties, difcpmmoning, &c. 

Townfmen refponfible for their families in buy- 
ing and felling, &c. 

A Grant of Felons goods, 6tc. with power to 
fearch and feize them. 

Affife and A flay of Bread, Wine, Ale, of 
Weights and Meafures •, Clerkffiip of the Market, 
Tolls, punifhment of Ingroflers and Foreftallers, 
&c. 

Sole power of licenfing Vinteners, Ale-houfe 
keepers. Victuallers. 

Search and feizing of unwholelome Victuals. 

To fearch and feize NoCtivaga^ors and other fqf- 
picious perfons and ill-livers, whether by day or 
by night. 

The Mayor, Bailifs, Conftables, &c. to be 
affiftant to the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, Proc- 
tors, &c. in fuch fearch when required. 

Againft ereCting Cottages without leave of the 
Chancellor or his Deputy. 

The Anatomy LeCturer to demand a Body, or 

Bodies, 
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Bodies, of Malefactors, executed within twenty one 
Miles of Oxford. 

Privileged perlons to exercife any Trade of 
Merchandife equally with the Townfraen ; and to 
be free of Tolls, Cuftoms, &c. 

Freedom from Mufters and Contributions 
hereto. 

Colleges, Halls, Houfes of Scholars and of 
privileged perfons, not to be digged for Salt-Petre. 

That Scholars and privileged perfons be not 
chargeable to any Subfidies (or any Grants to the 
King) for any Fees, Salaries, Exhibitions, See. be- 
longing to them as fuch : notwithftanding any Aft 
of Parliament made or to be made. Confonant to 
this are the Exceptions in feveral ACts of Par- 
liament for Taxes. 

Feats of Arms, Tornaments, Shews, Sights, &c. 
not to be without leave firft had of the Chancellor 
or Vice-Chancellor. 

No Scholar or privileged perfon, (during their 
Attendances in the Univerfity) to be impannelled 
in any Affife, Jury, or lnquifition ; fave only thofe 
of the Univerfity. 

Three Printers of the Univerfity, with power to 
print omnimodos libros non publics probtbitos ; even 
fuch as privileged bodes for the King’s Printers, 
Company of Stationers, and others.

A Letter from the Hon. L. W. Finch to the 
Archbifhop of Canterbury, on his accept- 
ing the Warden {hip of All Souls College, 
Oxford, by the King’s Mandate, 

All Souls t Feb. i, 1 68 ®. 

May it pleafe your Grace, 

I H A D not prefum’d to have given your Grace 
the trouble of a letter, had not my late indifpo- 
fition fo long hinder’d me from paying my perfo- 
uall duty to your Grace at Lambeth. But though 
it has been my misfortune, not to be able to give 
my early attendance on your commands, I fhall 
not faile, in a very fhort time, to take a journey on 
purpofe to implore your bleffing. 

A little before that very good man, our late 
Warden, dyed, 1 receiv’d a letter in Kent from a 
great hand at Court, which inform’d me of the 
danger he then was in, and further affur’d me, that 
though his fucceflor was not yet named, yet that 
it. was already determin’d, that his Wardenfhip 
lhould be difpos’d of by Mandate. He was pleas’d 
to prefs me to attempt the getting of it, affirming, 
that if I had it not, an adtuall Papift would ; fo 
that if I had any concern for the well fare of the 
College and Univerfity, he thought I flood obliged 
to endeavour the keeping out perfons fo unqualifi- 
ed for the fervice of either. Accordingly I haften’d 
to London with a refolution of purfueing this ad* 
Vol. II. G vice, 
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vice, provided I found that it would be a thing 
gratefull to my friends. But I was in a more par- 
ticular manner concern’d to inform my felfe how 
your Grace would approve of fuch indirect pro- 
ceedings. I thought it very improper to appear 
before you, when 1 was engageing in an affair, 
which if I fucceedcd in, I immagin’d your Grace’s 
Prerogative mult fuffer fome fort of violence ; but 
before I proceeded farr, I made it my bulinefs to 
learn, whither, fince we were in fuch imminent 
danger of being fubjedt to ftrangefs, and adtuall 
Papifts, your Grace would be pleas’d to connive 
at an irregularity, which in other times would be 
intolerable. Accordingly I addrefs’d myfelfe to 
my friend Mr. Bircb, who gave me the good news 
that your Grace was pleas’d to winke at my pro- 
ceedings, and wilh good fuccefs might follow my 
undertaking •, and further, that my Lord of Efy t 
with feverall other eminent Prelates of our Church, 
did not thinke ill of my defigne. Mr. Bircb , I 
believe, can informe your Grace, that I had fully 
refolved to have withdrawn my fupplications to the 
King, could I have learn’d they were any way 
diftaftfull to your Grace. For as I intended no- 
thing by my appearing but the good and fervice of 
the Church, and College, lb ihould I eafily have 
acknowledg’d my lelfe miftaken, and confequently 
have lett fall all my pretentions, had 1 been dis- 
courag’d by your Grace, who are the proper judge 
of the well fare of them both. My Lord, when 
1 was admitted to the King’s prefence in his clofett, 
I made it my humble requeft and petition, that the 
College might ele£t according to Statute, and for- 
mer cuftome ; and before, prefs’d my Lord of 
Durefme with more freedome to lay fo great an ob- 
ligation on us, a$ to incline the King to leave us 

to 
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to ourfelVes •, fo fincerely dcfirous was I that our 
College might enjoy their rights though fo much 
to my own private lofs and difadvantage. But all 
that I could offer in their behalfe made no fort of 
imprefflon, fmee it was unalterably decreed that a 
Mandate fhould be fent down *, fo that I ran no 
fmall hazard of looieing it my felfe, in beieeching, 
that no one at all might be proffer'd by it. 

My Lord, when I was on all hands egg’d on to 
Employ my utmoft vigour and intereft to bring my 
bufinefs to pals, and Was told that my fbccefs 
would not be difadvantageous to the publick ; I 
more 1 warmely promoted my applications, which at 
laft poffeh’d me with that Mandate, for which fo 
many particular greate interefts had lb fiercely 
contefked •, and I am not a little pleas’d, that 1 re- 
ceiv’d it without haveing one difficulty putt to me, 
or any fort of condition, direCt or indirect* offer’d 
nje. The direction of it was left wholly to me ; fo 
that in perfect refpeCt to your Grace, I took care 
that your Grace’s name ffiouki not be affix’d to 
the outfide of a paper, whofe infide fo much in- 
fring’d upon your own right and authority. I 
know it was expected above, that upon my eome- 
ing down 1 fhould be immediately poflfefs’d of this 

E eferment ; but, the ftatoteable fifteen days not 
ling over, 1 would not by any means offer that 
violence to the houfe as to urge the Mandate till 
the lixteenth, when I deliver’d it to the Sub- War- 
den and Fellows, and fo withdrew ; leaveing them 
to underftand, and obey the King’s commands, as 
they thought belt for die difeharge of their duty, 
and the intereft of the College ; for I purpofely 
avoided being any way concern’d in their’ proceed- 
ings, that it might not be faid, I putt them upon 
the doing any unadvifeabic aCtion. It fcems the

interpretation they made of the King’s pleafure 
was, that I ihould be immediately admitted ; and 
fince they fent for me for that purpofe, I could 
not refufe what they judged absolutely neceffary. 
I prefume the Sub- Warden, as the head of the 
Fellows at the debate, and being the perfon to 
whom the Mandate was principally directed, has 
given your Grace a full account of their proceed- 
ings, a? well as the reafons that induced them to 
aft in this manner. I, being a ftranger to the whole 
thing, cannot be fuppofed to know upon what 
grounds they went; but fome of the arguments 
made ufe of 1 fince underftand were. That fince 
the Mandate ran that I Ihould be immediately and 
forthwith elefted and admitted to the authority, 
privileges and profits, of Warden of All Souls , all 
ftatutes to the contrary notwithftanding, it was 
their opinion, that all ftatutes were aftually laid 
afide. and that they had nothing to doe but Suffer 
the place to be taken. Farther, that if they were 
to proceed to a formall eleftion a Lawyer was like- 
wile to be nominated •, and both being to be fent 
up to your Grace for your approbation of one of 
them, the King, feeing they had left it in another’s 
power to fuperfede the Mapdate, by legally con- 
firming another man, would be fure to give a new 
- Mandate to a third over both the others heads, 
and that fuch one would be likely to be of Mr. 
Dry den's fort, fince he fo lately ftood fo fair to 
prcfide over them. How fatisfaftory to your Grace 
thefe theire reafonings are I am not able to forefee; 
but if they have fail’d on their part, I hope your 
Grace will not lett me fuffer for their miftake, 
fince as I had no hand in it, fo I was no way the 
occafion of it. Dureing the time of my attendance 
at London , as well as fince my being here, I never 

made 
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made one ftep but I firft confiderM whether your 
Grace or the College might fuffer by any action of 
mine, as I hope my friends at London have truly 
reprefented to your Grace. And when your Grace 
ihall be pleas’d to refledt upon the fincerity and 
honefty of my defigne, as well as my not hav'eing 
ftoop’d to the performance of any mean dishonor- 
able thing, in order to obtain my defire, I hope 
•you will vouchfafe me your good opinion and ap- 
probation. I Ihall be fure in a very little time to 
pay my duty to your Grace at Lambeth , and then 
renew the requeft I am now forced to make at a 
diftance. In the mean time I humbly beg pardon 
•for this trouble, and entreate your blefling for.

A Memorial 

Relating to the Universities. 

A S the difloyal behaviour of the Univerfities, 
fince his Majefty’s happy acceffion to the 
Crown, feem to have brought on a neceffity of 
finding out fome effectual method of amending and 
regulating them, I thought this a proper occafion 
fo offer what, I think, would make thofe bodyes 

mor 
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more ufeful to the Nation, by the increafe of learn- 
ing, and augmenting the number of thofe who 
might have the benefit of a learned education, as 
well as by bringing thofe feats of literature to a 
better fenfe of their duty to their King and 
country. 

And the fubftance of what I have to offer on 
this fubjed may be reduced to thefe three heads. 

I. By what methods learning and induftry may 
be promoted in the Univerfities, fetting afide all 
•party conliderations. 

II. What force may be neceffary to cure the pre- 
fent difaffedion of the Univerfities. 

III. What gentle roetltods may be of fervice to 
win them over to the Government. 

1. And firft, by what methods learning and in- 
duftry may be promoted in the Univerfities fetting 
afide all party confederations. 

And I look upon the promotion of learning, as 
what would go a great way towards curing or pre- 
venting faction and di faffed ion in the Univerfities. 
Since blind zeal for a party, and efpecially where 
the church and religion are drawn into the cry, is 
the beft refuge, for men obnoxious on account of 
their ignorance or bad morals, to fly to, to fupply 
the defed of all other merit. 

And as fome of the following methods require 
the authority of an Ad of Parliament, there can- 
not be a better opportunity of eftablifhing them, 
if they fhall be thought advifeable, than when the 
Legiflature is on other accounts obliged to confider 
the ftate of the Univerfities. 

i. Now the firft thing I would propofe under 
this head is the altering the choice of the Heads 
of Houfes. This at prefent in Oxford (excepting 
the Deanery of Cbrijt Churchy Which is in the 
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Crown) is veiled in all the Fellows, or the fenior 
part of them, in their refpeftive Colleges, either 
abfolutely, or to the returning two or three perfons 
to the Viiitor of the College, for his chufing one 
out of them. 

And as it is with a view to fuch eledion of a 
Head, that moft of the factions and intrigues in 
Colleges are formed, elections of Scholars and 
efpecially fellows di reded, and difcipline generally 
negleded : 

Since the only likely method of fucceeding in 
fuch elcdion is by a courfe of treating; by wink- 
ing at a youth, that may have a vote in a future 
eledion, in the commiffion of fuch faults as fall 
under College vifitations ; and the candidates giv- 
ing all poffible aflurances of his being no difcipli- 
narian, fhould he ever be chofe Head ; and, be- 
fides, few can pretend to exercife much difcipline 
over tholp to whom they ftand indebted for their 
Headlhip ; And by thefe means too many very un- 
worthy men are got to be Heads of houfes, and 
difcipline is under an univerfal decay : 

It is therefore propofed. 

That the perfon to be chofe Head of any Col- 
lege have the qualifications required by the ftatutes 
of the feveral Colleges ; but that henceforward the 
eledion of a Head be in the great Officers of State, 
and fuch of the Archbiffiops and Bifhops as fhall 
be thought proper. 

I propofe this rather than vetting it in the 
Crown; becaufe it is probable, fuch a body of. 
great men will in honour generally chufe a worthy 
perfon, if there be fuch an one, among the com- 
petitours ; whereas if this power be lodged in the 
crown, any one courtier may beg it for a friend. 
And this is not mere fpeculation ; becaule the 

Mathe- 
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Mathematick Profeflors in Oxford are c ho fen by 
fuch an honourable body* and have been generally 
men of great character in their profeflion. 

I think it would be proper to make the local 
Vifitor of every College one of the relpe&ive elec- 
tors for that Houfe. 

This method would in a courfc of years break 
moft College factions, revive difcipline, and engage 
men, to raife themfelves a good character in the 
world, that had any views to a Headlhip. 

2. The fecond thing I would confider under 
this head relates to Fellowlhips. . 

Whereas at prdent any one poflefied of a Fel- 
lowlhip continues in it, till he is preferred to a 
living of fuch a value, or marryed (which is often 
done and concealed for many years or till after 
death) and this occaiions many perfons fpending 
their whole life in a College, without doing any 
the lead fervice to their country, but to their own 
hurt, being generally, as they advance in years, 
over-run with fpleen, or taking to fottifhnefs ; 
and by thefe means there is not that fucceflion in 
Colleges, which would make thofe advantages ex- 
tend to greater numbers, it is propofed j 

That henceforward none fhall enjoy a Fellow- 
fhip longer than twenty years from his being ad- 
mitted a&ual Fellow 1 nor any Student of Cbrift 
Church his Studentlhip longer" than twenty two 
years from his proceeding Matter of Arts, 

And though it may not be reafonable to extend 
this to any already in poffeffion of a Fellowlhip, 
or a more advanced age than to be proper to make 
a pufh in the world, yet whereas very few that 
have had a Fellowlhip but five years can be turned 
pf thirty, it is propofed ; 

That all who have not been Fellows longer than 

five 
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five years, at the time of paffing fuch Ad, {hall be 
incapable of holding their Fellowlhip longer than 
twenty years from the commencement of fuch Ad. 

And whereas too many Fellows live on in the 
Colleges waiting for their turn of a College Liv- 
ing, without endeavouring to improve in learnings 
as -depending upon their being able to pafs a legal 
examination with the Bifhop : And whereas moft 
Colleges are daily buying in perpetual Advowfons, 
whereby this evil is likely to increafe daily ; and 
whereas by Colleges buying in Livings of greater 
value, Livings of 120 1 . .or 140 1 . per annum, 
which formerly ufed to take off Fellows, will be 
defpifed by them, and come to the {hare of thofe 
of lefs learning *, it is propofed ; 

That the ftature forbidding Colleges to buy per- 
petual Advowfons be made more effedual : and 
that every Advowfon bought hereafter by any 
College (hall be forfeited to the Crown : and that 
every Living, given or bequeathed for the future 
to any College, {hall fall to the Bilhop of that 
Diocefe, in which fuch living {hall lie ; with this 
' condition, that the faid Bilhop {hall be obliged to 
collate to.it fomc Member of the faid College. 

But at the fame time, for the encouragement of 
the augmentation of poor Vicarages, or erecting 
fufficient Redories, where there are now Impro- 
priations in the poflCbffion of any College, which 1 
efteem a folid foundation.to the Church and State, 
it is propoled ; 

That any College, that will endow with a fettled 
maintenance any Vicarage, or Redory in any Im- 
propriation, of which they are pofleft, {hall con- 
tinue perpetual patrons or fuch new eredcd Vicar- 
age or Redory. 

I have met with ao obiedion againft this feheme, 

V©!. II. H as 
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as far as relates to encouraging fome perfons to be 
Tutors in Colleges : that partly by their attending 
at the College to their pupils, they .cannot make 
thofe pufhes in the world that others have time to 
make y and that partly by being on their pupils 
account pretty much obliged to keep to Acade- 
mical learning, they cannot fo well purfue the 
ftudy of fome profdlion *, though I do not think this 
of fuch weight ; becaufe the generality that get out 
into the world without the afiiftance of relations, 
or by being preferred by the College, do it by 
fome acquaintance they have formed by being Tu- 
tors *, yet to obviate any inconvenience, it is pro- 
pofed •, 

That there may be allowed in every College two 
Tutors to be regiftered in the College regifter, as 
fuch who, upon having actually continued to keep 
pupils, and read to them in perfon for the fpace 
of fifteen years, fiiall be allowed to continue in 
their Fellowfhips, as if there was no fuch Aft as 
this y and that upon any fuch regiftered Tutor dy- 
ing, quitting the College, fulfilling his fifteen 
years, or renouncing any benefit of his being fo 
regiftered, another Fellow may fucceed to the lame 
benefit on the fame conditions. But that this lhall 
be no hindrance, but that any other perfon may be 
a Tutor, though without fuch benefit, as he might 
have been before any fuch regulation. 

And whereas in this fcheme of obliging every 
Fellow to try to get out into the world, there will 
be a necelfity oftheir being longer abfent from the 
College than is confiftent with the refidence re- 
quired of them by their feveral ftatutes, it is pro.- 
pofod } 

That fince probably there will be ConunUfio- 
ners appointed to infpeft and alter the Statutes, as 

they 
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thfey fliall fee proper, they may determine what 
refidence fhall be neceffary •, and on what occa- 
fions, and in what employments. Fellows may be 
allowed to be abfent. 

But that no fuch difpenfations with refidence 
may be of damage, either to the affairs, or difci- 
pline of the College, it is propofed •, 

That every Fellow fhall be obliged to take and 
execute the feveral offices in the College, in his 
turn, and to come and perform the feveral exer- 
cifes required of him in the College in his turn. 

And whereas there are feveral Fellows, who may 
be defirous to make a pulh in the world, but not 
having any fortune of their own, and, by abfence 
from the College, Wing what they are there allow- 
ed weekly for their diet', and that on the other fide;, 
Colleges may not be deferted by the Fellows, reap- 
ing the fame advantages when abfent, as when pre- 
fen t, it is propofed •, 

That any Fellow, defiring it, fh.aH have leave 
to be abfent from the College fix months at a time, 
fo as not to excufe him from any office or exercife 
that would come to his turn during thofe fix 
months, in order to puffi his fortune in the world j 
and fhall during that time have the fame allowance 
paid him by the College in' money, that he would 
have had a right to in provifions, if he had been 
refident all that time, and to all other profits, that 
•would have accrued to him during that time. And 
that he fhall have, if he defire it, fuch leave with 
fuch advantages renewed to him, v. g. ten times, 
but further than thole ten times, he lhall have no 
fuch advantage during his abfence. 

But becaufe it is of fervice to learning, that a 
good and folid foundation of knowledge be laid in, 
before perfons come to be taken off from their 

H ? ftudies 
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ftudies by the cares and bufinefs of life •, and that 
Fcllowfhips may not be turned into mere penfions 
for the affiftance of poifeifors •, it is propofcd •, 

That no Fellow Iball have any benefit of any 
new difpenfation for abfence, or any -new advan- 
tage, during the abfcnce he might before have ob- 
tained, in his refpe&ive College, till full five year? 
after, his being actual Fellow. 

And whereas I find by the difcourfes I meet 
with, that Several, partly through their ignorance 
of the true ftate of the Universities, partly through 
anger at the Clergy for their unhappy behaviour of 
late years, and partly to prevent, as they thjnk, 
the evil of the Clergy irtcreafing, as they do be- 
yond what there is employment for, propofe taking 
•away all obligations by the Statutes to go into Or- 
ders, and leaving all Fellows to purfue what pro- 
feffioh they pleafe ; I muft beg leave on that fub- 
je£t to offer the following obfervations.' 

That ffloft of our Founders defigned their feve- 
ral Colleges for feminaries for the Clergy, in which 
way they may with eafe be made very ferviceable 
to the Nation. 

That the too great increafe of the Clergy is not 
from the Fellows of Colleges ; fcarce one in ten of 
the parochial clergy or their curates having ever 
been Fellcws ; but from Servitors, Batchelors, and 
others who fpent but four or five years in the Uni- 
verfities. 

That the ill difpofition of the Clergy over the 
Nation is owing to the fmall fhare of fenfe, learn- 
ing, and knowledge of the world, that thofe per- 
fons muft be fuppofed to have from their lhort 
ftay in the Univerfity, and the meannefs of their 
circumftanCes, and to the great opinion they have 
of the judgement of the Univerfity, where they 
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Aid not live long enough to difcover, that the fe- 
nior part of the Univerfity are no fuch great men 
as they pafs for with the youth : and fo thefe men 
ate duly qualified to be the moft noify and zealous 
tools of faction in the hands of cunning men in 
greater pofts. 

• That tis feen that the Nobility, and Gentry, 
and ocher laymen, that come from the Univerfi- 
ties, prove as generally difaffeded to the prelent 
Government as thole in Orders, fo that it is not 
the going into Orders that fpoils men. 

That as only death or marriage vacates a lay 
place in a College, the more were allowed to keep 
out of Orders the flower fuccefiion wOuld be in the 
Colleges. 

That in thofe Colleges, where moll: liberty is 
allowed as to Orders, they have lent out as few 
Fellows into the fervice of their country, as where 
they were moft confined. 

That particularly in College, where 

there are Faculty places for Law, and 

• for Phyfick, of all the Fellows, who have 

been admitted fince the Revolution, there have 
been but two pradifing Phylicians, and not one 
Lawyer, befides which the College has lent out 

Mr. — 

and no other Layman from the Fellows in. that 
period. 

That generally fpeaking, thofe who have the 
Faculty places get them purely to avoid going in- 
to Orders, and that they may live a more gay life 
without defigning to follow any profeflion. 

That on this account they are too often filled by 
the younger Ions of families of good eftates ; and 
were this incumbrance of going into Orders taken 
1 fear, moft of the Fellowlhips would gradually 

come 
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conic into their hands, to the great detriment of 
learning, by excluding thofe from Fellowfhips, 
who really want fuch an help in their education. 

But however, if it fhall be thought advifeable 
to give greater encouragement to Law and Phyfick, 
it is propofed : 

That there might be allowed in every College 
an equal number of Fellows not in Orders, to the 
number of Faculty p'aces allowed by the Foun- 
ders ; that out of thefe, as vacancies happened, the 
Faculty places lhould be fupplied ; but that no 
perfon out of Orders, not getting into a Faculty 
place, fhould enjoy his Fellowfhip longer than ten 
years ; and that no perfon taking the advantage of 
iuch difpenfation lhbuld be allowed to continue 
any longer than thole ten years, though he fhould 
before their expiration go into Orders. 

Ten years would be fufficient to qualify them 
for their profeffion, if they really defigned to fol- 
low one -, and they might be very thankful for 
fuch a term, that was never defigned them by the 
Founder. And without being barred any advantage 
by going into Orders, the chief ufe that would be 
made of this relaxation would be flaying fo much 
the longer out of Orders without any deflgn to 
purfue fome other profeflions. 

3. The third thing I would propofe under this 
head is that ; Whereas in foreign Univerfities the 
ftudy of the law of nature and nations, has of late 
been very much encouraged, and is of great bene- 
fit to mankind, efpecially to fuch as deflgn for 
publick employments ; and there is no fuch Pro- 
feffor in either Univerfity : 

His Majefty would be gracioufly pleafed to 
found fuch a Profefforfhip in both Univerfities ; 
that fuch Profeffor might have v. g. 50 1 . per 

annum 
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annum certain falary, and be obliged to read v. g. 
twenty publick Lectures in a year ; and to prevent 
fuch ProfelTorlhip from turning into a finecure, as 
inoft of them are, he fhould have for every fuch 
leflure, producing a certificate, under the Vice- 
Chancellor’s and Prodtor’s hands, of the particular 
days when he read fuch ledtures, the fum v. g. of 
5 1, and be paid for no more than he had read. 

4. In the fourth place I would propofe : 

"Whereas in foreign Univerfities, befides reading 
publick ledhires, the feveral Profeffors go through 
courfes of the fciences they profefs, with clafles of 
youth at home, upon moderate rates ; and though 
what anfwers to this, is done by the Tutors in re- 
fpedt of Clafiick Learning and Philofophy, yet 
fince no fuch thing is done in relation to other 
ufeful parts of learning, and efpecially in relation 
to the great profeffions, but the youth are to get 
through the upper parts of learning as well as they 
can, without proper affiftance and inftrudtion : and 
the want of fuch help is found too often complain- 
ed of by the Bifhops, in refpedt of the grofs igno- 
rance, in the Scripture and Divinity, hTthe pandi- 
dates for holy Orders, and would no doubt be 
found the fame in thofe who take to the other 
profeflions, were they to undergo a like exami- 
nation: 

That it would tend very much to the advance- 
ment of learning * 

If there were found out one or more able Di- 
vines in each Univerfity, that were encouraged by 
the Crown, with a penlion of v. g. 50 1. per an- 
nuity to go through, at moderate rates from their 
fcholars, with clalfes at their chambers, courfes of 
, fyftematical divinity, cafuitlical or polemical, and 
of the harder places of the Scripture : 

That 
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That the fame might be done in relation to the 
Civil and Canon Law : 

To the Law of Nature and Nations. 

And I believe 30 1 . per annum would be a fuf- 
ficient encouragement to one to go through fuch 
courles of Anatomy : 

The fame for Chymiftry ; 

The fame for Mathematicks ; 

The fame for a courfe of Experiments in 
Natural Philofophy. 

And to prevent thefe penfions being paid, and 
nothing done for them ; that no fuch penfions be 
had without proper certificates, that the perfon de- 
manding fuch penfion, has within the fpace of fuch 
a time read to fo many dalles. 

II. The fecond general head is what force may 
be neceffary to cure the prefent difaffe&ion of the 
Univerfities. 

What I would propofe here is, that all violent 
methods, that propofe a fpeedy cure, can only ex- 
afperate the evil, and endanger the Government ; 
whilft wife, gentle, and Heady methods, with an 
allowance of time for the cure, can hardly fail of 
the defired effedt. It will prove but a vain expec- 
tation to fancy to do any great matters by a gene- 
ral expulfion of the difaffedted, and filling their 
places with thofe that are well affedted. For there 
muft be plain proof on this occafion of the dif- 
affedtion of any perfon to be ejedted. And where 
can this be had againft any tolerable number ? The 
difaffedted will never witnels againft one another : 
and the cry againft thole, that are moft likely to 
come in as evidence, will be, that they fwear to 
make places for themlelves to ftep into. 

And befides could any great nuniber be ejedtecS 

where 
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where Could proper perfons for Handing and learn- 
ing be found to fucceed them ? 

As the behaviour of the Univerfities, for fome 
time, is too great a proof of the difaffedfion of the 
generality there in power; fince they might, if, 
they had pleated, have eafily prevented thole dif- 
orders that have happened there ; and part of the 
misbehaviour of the Univerfities has been wholly 
in matters, that none but the upper part of each 
Univerfity were concerned in ; without fome care 
taken of them they muft neceflarily every day 
grow more and more difaffedted. 

As they have the difpofal of all Scholarships, 
Exhibitions, Fellowships, &c. none who Shew an 
inclination for the Government can hope to fuc- 
ceed in their pretenfions to fuch places. And be- 
sides it has an influence on the Clergy over the 
whole nation, who know they muft mifcarry in their 
attempts, to get their fons on foundations in moft 
Colleges, if their neighbours among the Clergy 
fend to the Univerfities fuch a character of them' as 
is not liked there. 

• And' thus the rewards of learning are turned into 
the encouragements of fadtion. 

And as the whole administration of the Univer- 
fities is in the hands of the fame disposition, they 
are able to opprefs all the youth, that dare appear 
againft the general bent of the Univerfities, by 
punishing of fuch youth more feverely than others, 
when they commit faults, by difcountenancing, or 
Setting slide the performance of their exercifes, and 
by keying them back from their degrees upon 
fought or piaufible pretences •, and this is to moft 
their ditfedfc ruin, in fome cafes disqualifying them 
For getting, or holding Fellowships, and in all 

Vol. If. - I . driving 
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driving them out into the world with a (tain upon 
their characters. 

What will therefore cure thefe evils is the taking 
out of the prefent hands they are in the difpolal of 
all preferments, in the difpofal of the Univerfities 
in general, or of the feveral Colleges and Halls, 
ana the eftabliihing fome power that (hall be a 
Handing check upon the exercile of all discipline 
in the Univerfity : The firft will take it out of 
their power to encourage the difaffefted, the latter 
will difable them from oppreffing the well af- 
feCted. 

And I doubt not but the lodging the dilpofat 
of all preferments belonging to the Univerfities, 
Colleges and Halls, and the power of controlling 
all their aCts of difcipline, as (hall be found need- 
ful, in a well chofen fet of Commifiioners, con- 
ftantly refiding in each Univerfity, and infpeCting 
the behaviour, and knowing the characters of all 
their members, will be of much greater fervice to 
the Government than any tranfient vifitation ever 
can be. 

And as there is an entire change in all that are 
not on the foundation in lefs than /even years, and 
as more than one third of thofe on the foundation 
are dead or gone in /even years, l would hope, that 
within that time, fuch an alteration would be 
wrought in both Univerfities, that no fuch force 
need be ufed towards them for a longer time than, 
that of /even years. 

But as the prevailing report is, that much wifer 
heads are employed in digeiting for an ACt of 
Parliament whatever is proper on this head — l 
(hall not prefume to go any farther on this fub- 
jcCt. 

111. TJie third general head * what gentle me- 
thods

thods may be of fervice to wirt the Univerfities 
over to the Government. 

i. And firft, I rank under this head whatever 
has been propofed in the former part of this dif- 
courfe, relating to the encouragement/ of learning, 
by founding a Profefforfhip of the Law of Nature 
and Nations in each Univerfity \ and by promot- 
ing the having clafies in Divinity, the Civil, and 
Canon Law, the Law of Nature and Nations,' 
Anatomy, Chymiftry, Nfathematicks, and the Ex- 
periments of Natural Philofophy. 

a. If all well affe&ed Tutors would direct their 
pupils as they grow up, and all Noblemen and 
Gentlemen Commoners under their care, that have 
learning enough for it, to go through a courfe of 
the Law of Nature and Nations, as has been pro-, 
pofed, and would look over them to fee what ad- 
vance they made iii it : 

I am of opinion, that if youth were thus in- 
ftru&ed in the folid foundations of right and 
wrong, and the true original and defign of all 
government, they would not entirely be perverted 
to notions in politicks, fo injurious to mankind, 
and ruinous to their country. 

3. With the fame view 1 could wilh there were 
ibme ihort and plain account of our conftitution, 
and the changes it has undergone from the times 
of the Saxons , with a general view of our Laws 
well wrote, that well affefted Tutors might ordi- 
narily read to ther pupils, at leaft to Noblemen 
and Gentlemen Commoners. 

4. If penfions of 20 1. or 30 1. per annum were 
given to about twenty Fellows of Colleges, efpe- 
tfially Tutors of learning and worth, to encourage 
them to ferve the Government with their pupils 
and others: 

I z aoor 
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20 or 30 1. per annum there with a Fellowihip 
makes a pretty eafy fubfiftance. 

5. If the Crown by itfelf, or the Great Seals 
would yearly give two or three Preferments, in each 
Univerfity, to well affeCted perfons of worth, pure- 
ly for being fuch. 

The Livings need not be more than 120 or 
140I. per annum; or if they were tenable with a 
Fellowfhip they would be very acceptable, if 
worth but 70 or 80 1. per annum. 

6. If the well affected Nobility, Bifhops, and 
-Gentry, would look out for well affeCted perfons 
to prefer, as Benefices fell in their gift. 

7. If to youths of parts in either Univerfity, 
when friends could hardly maintain them. Exhi- 
bitions were given from 10 to 20 1. per annum, 
till they got into Fellowihips. 

8. If the Government would pay for youths of 
parts going through courfes of fuch parts of learn- 
ing, as were proper for them, if they could hardly 
pay for it themfelves. 

9. If the Government would always return in 
each Univerfity two or more perfons, in whom 
they could confide, to recommend proper perfons 
-for the abovementioned preferments or bounty. 

And I doubt not but by the encouragements 
juft mentioned, on which the Government need 
not lay out more than from 1500 to 2000 1. per 
annum in each Univerfity, with the concurrence of 
the other methods before confidered, there would 
in a few years be wrought a very fenfible change 
in the affections of the Univerfities, towards the 
prefent Eftabliihment, befides a great increafe of 
learning. And I am the more confirmed in my 
opinion, becaufe by proper encouragements, in not 
many years, Archbilhop Laud turned the Univer- 
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fay of Oxford from Calvinifi to yfrminian j which' 
feems to have been a much harder undertaking 
than what is now intended. 

In conlideriog the methods, which may be fit to 
be ufed, in order to difpofe the Univerfity in gene- 
ral to become by degrees truly and heartily well 
affe&ed to his Majefty’s Government, it may juftly 
be thought to be more eafy, (as it ufually happens 
in cafes of this nature,) to obferve fuch as are not, 
than to point out fuch as are, mod likely to fuc- 
ceed. It is bdt too evident, that there is; very 
little reafon to hope, that thole members of it, 
who are of any confiderable age and Handing in it,, 
and are otherWife dilpofed at prelent, will ever be 
wrought upop by any favours, which, might be 
bellowed on them. For, befides that the great 
number of them, if there were no other difficulty, 
would render this impracticable j and that fuch 
will always be alhamed to relinquilh thole prin- 
ciples, and quit their intereft, they have fo long 
efpoufed,, whatever the grounds have been upon 
which they have efpoufed them ; and that they wil) 
be apt to interpret any kindnefs which the Govern- 
ment might Ihew them, to be done rather out of a 
fear of them, as being fuch a confiderable body of 
men, that it is neceflary for it to oblige and court 
them : befides all this, it is too apparent, that even 
the molt reafonable of them, who may be in. their 
judgement for the prefent Settlement, would ne:ver 
be fatisfied or contented, unlefs the publick admi- 
nistration of affairs were wholly changed, and put 
into fuch hands, as they have fancied to be fitteH 
to be trulbed with it, and from whom they hfvjc 
the greateft expectations of its being managed ac- 
cording to their humour. .... 

Since therefore it is yifible, that there is very 

little 
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little hopes of gaining fuch as theie by kindnefs, 
or indeed by any other means than that which was 
laft mentioned ; and confequently that the conver- 
fion of moft of them mayjuftly be defpaired of; 
it is next to be conlidered, what may be fit to be 
done, with hopes of fuccefs, to hinder others from 
being led by their example, and to influence the 
younger men, who are conftantly growing' up 
amongft them, and are much more capable of be* 
ing wrought upon and altered for the better. 

It is not to be doubted, but that any effectual 
means which could be ufed, for the better im- 

J jrovement of the Scholars of the Univerfity iii 
earning and virtue, would promote in fome mea- 
fure this good end amongft others ; that the more 
diligent they were in their ftudies, in the purfuit 
of ufeful knowledge, (inftcad of amufing them- 
felves with other things which do not belong to 
diem) and regular in their lives, the more fenfible 
they would be of the great happinefs they enjoy 
under the prefenc Government, and the more dif- 
pofed to pay a hearty and affectionate obedience t6 
it. Bat fince this muft needs be thought to be the 
work of time, and it is doubtlefs expedient, that 
any other ways fhould be tried, which are fit and 
likely to effeft what is defired fooner ; it is humbly 
conceived that the two following particulars may 
in fome degree be ufeful to this purpofe. 

t. The reftraining that arbitrary power, which 
die Univerfity, in the prefent conftitution of 
things, (as it has at large been fhewn before,) may 
exercile over its members, befides the good effefts 
it would have, in fecuring them from being injur- 
ed and oppreflfed by it in their private capacities, 
would make them alfo more likely to be difpofed 
to promote the true intereft of the Government in 

all 
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all their publick addons. There is nothing which 
fo much encourages many of thole to do otnerwife, 
who (by reafon of their being more numerous than 
thole who differ from them,) are polfelfed of this 
power at prefent ; nothing which fo much buoys 
them up and animates them to continue in the 
courfe they are in, as their being able, upon any 
occafion, to triumph and infult over thole, whole 
principles and p radices they do not like, and who 
are always moll likely, conlidering how much the 
fpirit of party now prevails, to be the objeds of 
their difpleafure. Every fuch trial of their ftrength 
which they make, and vidory which they gain, 
confirms them in their refolutions in perfifting in 
what they have begun. This tends hkewife very 
much to unite them to their party, and makes 
them more alhamed and afraid to leave it, though 
they lhould have a mind to do fo. Whenever they 
join together, in any vote or agreement, to inflid: 
any unreafonable cenfures or punilhments upon 
thole they have an averfion to, they are by that 
means more infeperably linked and attached to one 
another, and lefs free to follow their own reafon 
and judgement than before. 

And as this arms, and fortifies, and cements to- 
gether,, thole who are already entered into fuch 
meafures as have been mentioned, and difpofes 
them to perfevere in them, and purfue them, fo. it 
contributes alfo not a little to increale their num- 
bers, by inducing others to joyn with them. It is 
very natural, efpecially for young men, who live 
together in a body, and converfe with one another 
very much about the affairs of it, to love to be on 
the (Irongeft fide, and to be pleafed and delighted 
with the profped and advantages of vidory and 
fuccefs.' This may draw in fome. Others may be 

influenced 
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influenced by the fears and apprehenfions they are 
tinder of being difcountenanced, difcouraged, and 
Opprefied, or at leaft contemned and flighted, by a 
prevailing party. And both thefe caufes may con- 
cur in fome, to engage them in an intereft which 
they might not otherwife be inclined to elpoule. 

If therefore an effectual flop were put to the 
exercife of the power before mentioned j if a con- 
ftant method of relief againft it, that is, a conftant 
liberty of appeal from it, to fome fuperior juris- 
diction, in all cafes of moment and importance, 
(fuch as have been already fpecified,) were eftab- 
lifhed, in fuch a manner, as that it might not be 
too difficult or chargeable for the members^ of the 
Univerfity to have recourfe to it ; and that fatis- 
faCtion might be made them for the injuries they 
had received, by thofe whom they appealed from j 
this would weaken and difable thofe who have fo 
much influence over others ; they would by this 
means be difpirited and difarmed, as it were, by 
■ being deprived of that which keeps up their cou- 
rage and refolution at prefent : they would not 
then be able to keep their party fo much together*, 
and thofe, who are conftantly fucceeding in the 
rooms of fuch as dye or leave the Univerfity, 
would not have the fame temptations to joyn 
themfelves to them, nor be fo much afraid to le- 
perate from them and forfake them, and might by 
degrees come to have right notions and fentiments 
of things, and be very well difpoled to promote 
the true intereft of their country. 

But whatever be thought of this expedient, and 
the ufefulnefs of it in the Univerfity, to improve 
and increafe the true intereft of the government, 
it* muft needs be judged abfolutely neecffary to be 
ufed, to preferve and continue it as it is, and pre- 
■ • vent 
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vent the : diminution' of it. Whoever conflders with 
hirhfelf 'the face of affairs in this fociety atprefent, 
and how liable the loyal members of it are to be 
opprefled, by that arbitrary power which has beep 
already fpoken of, will be convinced, that they 
muft needs be under the greateft difcouragements 
imaginable, if they have not a fure and certain re- 
fuge to fly to upon all occaflons, where they may 
have relief againft any oppreflion they may have 
fuffered. Without fuch a provifion as'this, many 
of them may be hindered by their fears, from 
manifefting that zeal which otherwife they would 
be .ready to lhew, and few others will be. induced 
to efpoufe fo good a caufe, when they fee they are 
like to fuffer for it. 

2. But the nnoft effectual way to prrferve and 
increafe loyalty in the Univerfity, which would 
not be liable to any exceptions, and could not be 
complained of as any alteration of the conftitutions 
of it, would be, that the Government fhould ex- 
tend its care and kindnefs, in an efpecial manner, 
to thofe Colleges in which honed and loyal men 
have any intereft, in order to cherifh, and fupport, 
and ftrengthen it. And this might be done by be- 
ftowing Livings •, at flrft perhaps (where it appear- 
ed to be neceffary, by die reprefentation of thofe 
who are well affected in any College,) upon feme 
few of thofe who are difcontented, (being men of 
good characters for learning and morals,) in order 
to remove them from thofe Colleges, till the true 
intereft in them was become fuperior to all oppofi- 
tion ; and after that always upon thofe, (being men 
of the fame good characters,) whofe duty and de- 
votion to their Sovereign Were well known. 

if this method of rewarding thofe that were well 
afleCted, (regard being always had to their leara- 
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ing and morals) were fteddily purfued, fo that » 
concern for the publick good might exclude all 
other confiderations, which too often prevail, in 
preferring thole who are known to be difaffedted 
towards it •, thefe Colleges at leaft would become 
feminaries, not only of learning and virtue, but of 
loyalty alfo and obedience to the King, and hearty 
affedtion and zeal for his fervice ; fince, as fall; as 
any were preferred out of them, others of the fame 
principles and difpofitions would be chofen, in the 
room of thole who were removed. 

And this would in all likelihood have a good 
influence by degrees upon the reft of the Colleges, 
m which the younger men would be encouraged, 
by the- rewards they faw bellowed upon the loyalty 
of others, to qualify themfelves for them in the 
fame manner. And whenever it Ihould be thought 
fit to extend the like favours to them, which it 
would be feafonable to do a$ loon as they appeared 
to deferve them, this could not well fail to increale 
the number of them, and to make the oppofite 
intereft much lels confiderable than it isat pre- 
sent. 

But though it Ihould be thought, that the kind- 
nefs, which the Government might lhew the loyal 
Colleges, would not have fo much effedt upon the 
others, it is certain it would be of very great ufe 
to the Church and Nation in general. For (befides 
that it is of very great importance to them both, 
that the Univerfities Ihould be loyally difpofed, 
where youth are educated, and often imbibe fuch 
principles as influence them ever after, and there- 
fore whatever would tend to difpofe them fo, mull 
needs be looked upon as a matter of great con- 
cernment and advantage,) by this means there 
would be a much quicker fucceffion of men; and 
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more of them, to be engaged in the fervice of the 
Church, who would have a good influence upon 
the people, than there could be, by preferring 
others, though of the fame principles with them, 
who are already employed in that fervice, out of 
the Univerfity'; fince every one of thofe who 
would be removed out' of thefe Colleges, would 
certamly .be fucceeded in .them by one like him- 
felf, which would not fo often happen in the other 
cafe. And this would beralfo a great- encourage- 
ment to thofe in the Nation, who are hearty in the 
intereft of the GQvernment * When they faw, that 
by fending their children or friends to thofe Col- 
leges, they lbould have a very good profpedl not 
only of their being educated in right principles, 
and being foon chofen into : Scholarships’ and Fei- 
lowlhips there, but of obtaining likewife by. that 
means Preferment in . the Church. Tlds would 
induce them to breed up more of their, youth in 
learning, than they do at prefent, which would 
produce more Scholars well principled, .who are 
very much wanted in the Nation ; and, the ad van- 
tages which would hereby accrue to them in their 
families, would animate them to ihew their zeal in 
the fervice of their Country, and increafe the nmn* 
. ' ber of thofe that do.

Bijbops of Durham Evidences. 

The Bilhops of Durham in the Saxon times did 
undoubtedly enjoy very great pofieflions; the 
greateft part whereof they claimed to hold under 
Royal Charters from the Saxon Kings ; and they as 
certainly granted feveral Eftates to the Halivere 
folk, betwixt T tefe and Weer, to be held ad Defen- 
fion. Corporis Sti Cuthberti. 

Several of thefe ancient Charters' made to the 
Bilhops, and feme of the Bifhops Grants to others, 
we find recited in the old Hiftory of this Church j 
but I have never yet met with one Original before 
the Conqueft, nor any reference to any fuch, nor 
any Infpeximus ever made of any one of them, fave 
that which was made to Saint Cuthbert of Cnke 
and CarliJUy by King Egfrind t which has fince the 
Conqueft been confirmed by feveral Charters of 
Infpeximus, now to be found upon the Tower 
Rolls. 

The Bifbops Evidences fince the Conqueft, 
have not been fo well kept as thofc of the Priory, 
nor entered into Cartuacyes or Regifters j but there 
• Voi. IL N are 
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are feveral of the originals, and fome of them an- 
cient, ftill preferved in Chefts and Boxes. 

I have in my cuftody, an Abftrad or Catalogue 
of above ioo Charters, and Evidences, and an- 
cient Writings ; upon which is indorfed **13 Jani 
1619. * Charters contained in the lefler wooden 
Box, which was in the iron Cheft in the Gatehoule 
of Durham Coftle they feem to be fully abbre- 
viated, and brought into the Compafs of 12 half 
lheets of Paper ; levcral of which are figured or 
numbered, and many of them ancient and very re- 
markable. 

I have alfo an Abftraft of about 500 more, re- 
duced into the Compafs of 4 half fheet fides of 
Paper; amongft which are fome very- ancient.' 
There is one of them abbreviated in thefe Words ; 
“ One Writing {hewing how Biihop Pilkington re- 
ceived this Box of Writings of Tho. Dolman, by 
the Commandment of the Lord Treafurer, 3 Eliz. 
ann. 1 §6.1 the Abftrad feems not to be intire, 

but as if fome part was wanting. 

I have alfo the copy of an ancient agreement, 
an. 1231, betwixt Biihop Richard Poor and John 
de Bailtely about the homage of the town of Long 
Newton , and barony of Gamford, which is faid to 
be remaining with the Biihop, and that it was 
taken out of the iron Cheft by Mr. Archdeacon 
Craddolk. 

This laft mentioned deed, is not abftrafted in 
either of the before mentioned Catalogues ; which 
makes me fuppofe that there is fome other Cheft or 
Box to which it has belonged. 

And if all the private evidences belonging to 
the Bilhops, which are now dormant and undif- 
covered, were brought to light, we might be there- 
by in hopes of redeeming a confiderable part of 

the 
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the evidences belonging to moft of the eftates in 
the County, which have been granted from the 
Bilhops •, the Counterpart of which original grants 
are fomewhere latent in the Bilhops cuftody.

Centry Garth * : The Priors and Monks of 
Durham , till the time of Prior Forcer were buried 
in the Centry Garth. 

All the Priors had a fairTrough-ftone laid upon, 
their Tombs; fome of Marble and fome of Free- 
ftone ; and diverfe Gentlemen of good Worlhip, 
out of delire that they might be buried nigh Saint 
Cutbbert, were buried alfo in the Centry Garth. 
Alfo the reft, as Mr. Rackety Gentleman of wor- 
lhip, who was buried nigh the Altar door over 
againft Saint Cuthhert's Ihrine, had a fair white 
Marble Stone above his Tomb, whereon his pic- 
ture, in brafs, in his Coat Armour, - and fword 
girded about him, were curioully wrought, and at 
every corner was one of the four Evangelifts in 
brals: and there was alfo buried there one Mr. 
Elmeden, and diverfe other Gentlemen, whofe me- 
mories are now periihed, and all their Monuments 
defaced and gone. Thefe ftones Dean Whittingham 
caufed to be pulled down and taken away •, who - alfo 
broke and defaced all fuch ftones as had any Pic- 
tures of brafs, or any Imagery work or Chalice 
wrought and engraven upon them ; and the refidue '

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ke took away and employed to his own ufe ; tod 
^Irs. Wbittingham , after the death pf the Dean her 
huflband, carried away ; diverfe of the faid grave 
ftones, when (he built her Houfe in the Nertl^ 
Baley y over againft the Dean’s Orchard, at the Eaft 
end of the Church ; fome of which (he laid in the 
threlholds of the door, and two great ones lay 
without the door over againft the wall before the 
front deed.

The Bifhpps of Durham , till the time, of Anto- 
ny Beaky were buried in the Chapter houfe, a? 
appears by their Names engraven in done,, with 
the fign of the crofs annexed ; The feveral Bilhpps 
Interred, See Davies’ Catalogue. 93. 

Monuments within the Church, 

Bifyop Antony Beak was the firft that attempted 
to be buried in the Church, to view thp facred 
Body and lhrinc of Saint Cuthbert ; after which fe- 
deral other Ijlilhops were buried there; as appears 
by DavieSj’ Catalogue of them and their Epitaph, 
# true } and, after Prior Forcer * feveral of the 
Priors were alfo buried in the Church, by Davies' 
Catalogue of them. There are the famous Monu- 
rnent and (hrines of Saint Cuthbert . at the Eaft end 
behind the Altar, and Saint Bede at the Weft in 
the Confiftory Court*, Langley Tomb under the 
Throne; and the Nevills ’ Tomb defaced by the 
$cots. 

Our Anceftors had diverfe ways to tranfmitt the 
Memory of things to pofterity ; as by Infcriptions, 
or Monuments, or Tombs; Infcriptions or Pictures 
on Church Windows; Infcriptions, and Arms upon 
Seals*

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MEMORIAL St, 

I. Council Brevitts , though of no authority in point 
©f Evidence, yet for Information are often ufeful ; 
difcovering to us what fuits have formerly depend- 
ed *, dire<3t to the Records ; and often explain theif 
[meaning ;] giving us the feveral pleadings and 
proceedings therein ; with the beft difcovety of the 
merit and myftery of the caule. 

Thofe moft ufeful are Brevitts upon EjeCtments, 
which is the common ACtion now brought at LaW 
for the tryal of titles : and therein Wfe have often 
difcovered the moft confiderable Titles •, the Pedr- 

§ ree and defcent of Families, with the private evi- 
enc-e relating to them ; and we have often the like 
difcoveries in Brevitts upoh Replevihs, and fomfc 
actions of trefpafs and other actions j ilTues direct- 
ed out of Chancery. 

2 . Brevitts. Chancery and Equity Caufes are 
Very ufeful, giving an abbreviation of the Bill, 
Anfwer and Depofitions ; the mbit confiderable 
Caufe is either beginning or ending in equity ; and 
upon them Decrees of Chancery -are generally 
drawn up. 

The Attorneyes or Sollicfcots, who keep theft 
.Brevitts after the Caufes are determined, are tHe 
perfons capable of fupplying us ; particularly thofe 
«jf the greateft bufinefs, they havihg rtloft of them ; 
the beft of them are thofe that have been drawn Up 
by the moft lkilful Attorneyes. 

Thofe at Durham , that have the beft. Collections 
. ©f them, are Mr. Spearman , Mr. Mickietdtu, Mr. 
Gothland, Mr. Mafial y Mr. Martin. 

Mr* Spearman (their prefent under Sheriff) whilft 
he was a PraCtifer, was concerned in Caufes of the 
jgreateft Confequence, in his time y and his Judg-

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ment in abdraCling Tides, and drawing them up, 
with ingenious Obfervations and Remarks upon 
them, is well known in his bufincfs. His brother 
Mr. Robert Spearman , and his Son Gilbert , have 
fucceeded ; and they alfo have pofleflion of fuch 
as belong to Mr. C. Mckleton t Mr. Barkes , Mr. 
Lodge , Mr. Brown : Mr. Gowlani has a great Col- 
lection of thofe of his own time, which [were] 
moftly drawn by himfelf with great Care, Clerk- 
ihip, and Knowledge : he has collected the molt 
confiderahle that belonged to his Mailer, (Mr, 
Hawdon ,) and fome that belong to old Mailer 
Skepper , who was Mailer to Mr. Hawdon. 

Mr. Mafcall, who fucceeded in his Father’s Bufi- 
nefs, had great practice for many years ; [and] has 
both his own and his Father’s Brevitts. 

The moll confiderable praClifers, that flourilhed 
in the lad age, and who, as they fucceeded in the 
bufinefs of thofe before them, its probable, poffelT- 
ed themfelves of moll of the valuable Brevitt pa- 
pers, and other Collections, were Jo. Ricbardfon y 
Chr. Mickl(ton % Mofes Skepper , William Barkas > 
G. Kirby , C. Hawdon , Hillons t L : and Cutb: Ra. 
Adamfon , Thomas Mafcally An. Lodge. Amongft 
their papers there are to be found fome things of 
very great ufe, and thole that have been the moft 
eminent praCtifers, (now living) are Mr. John 
Spearman , Mr. Ra.

Oral Traditions and Customs. 

Saint Bede , and feveral of our following Hilio- 
rians have taken care to record what were the tra- 
ditional dories and opinions of their own times ; 
giving us fome realbn at the fame time, that we 
lhould not depend infallibly upon them \ the in- 
genuity 
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genuity therein may ferve to excufe whatever we 
may find that appears incredible ; but it might be 
wifhed that thole Authors would have taken the 
pain$ to have done us fomewhat befides their mira- 
culous jraditionall Legends. 

Cuftom is no fmall branch of the Laws of Eng- 
land : how many are there that hold their Eftates 
by cuftom and ufage, which extends itfelf to pub- 
lick right as well as private. Many of our rights 
and liberties, that are not eftablifhed by fucceeding 
Records and other Evidences, were before fuch 
eftabliftiment only fupported by an ancient ufage^ 
■which was probably difputed for want of fome au- 
thentick Memorial as well as difufe ; and if Me- 
morials were taken with care and judgement it 
might in time, in conjunction with a continued 
ufage, prove an evidence and good confirmation 
of fuch enjoyment, and might prevent many un- 
neceffary fuits. 

How defirous ftiould our Gentry therefore be, 
and thofe efpecially concerned in publick privi- 
leges, that depend on ufage and bare enjoyment, 
to have an account taken of the feveral rights. 
There are few Gentlemen of any bufinefs, and few 
Corporations, Parilhes, and publick Communities, 
.but they are intitled to Commons, Ways, Liber- 
ties, and Privileges of diverfe kinds, by this foie 
right of a long enjoyment; others intitled to a 
right of exemption from contribution of diverfe 
kinds, and to a right of charging others. 

But befides the convenience of having a publick 
Memorial taken of thefe things, the general cuf- 
toms of Mannors and Courts, which influence 
the inheritance and property of moft men, might 
be hereby fettled -and certainly known. There are 
alfo other traditional matters ; though they be not 
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of fo great confequence, nor any 'ways concern ritSr 
right and titles, yet are worthy of being known, 
and produce feme matter of Curiofity : as the ob- 
fervation and folemnity of feafons, pradtife of the 
age, feveral ftories of Perfons and places, and 
things that have happened and are now reported to 
have been done formerly, and feveral things tranf- 
adted at this prefent time ; fome of them concern- 
ing matters of fome Confequence. 

A good obfervator might even in matters of fadfc 
remark as much as all our Records, Evidences and 
Hiftories fupply us withall. 

Herein it will be neceffary to take the afilftance 
of thofe that are moft knowing, and have greateft 
experience in our County ; fuch as Mr. Rowell , a 
, man of Univerfal knowledge in moft of the pUb- 
lick and private affairs, reports and traditions, as 
well of his own as former times ; who knows afl 
places as well as perfons in the county of Durham. 

The Bilhops of Durham in the Boldon Bake, and 
the Prior and Convent by their Mejfanby Buke , en- 
deavoured to afcertain their feveral and refpedtive 
rights' and privileges : but the commonality as yet 
have taken little care to have a juft Memorial 
taken of the refpedtive rights that have been grant- 
ed to them. 

There are infinite numbers of hiftoricaTtranf- 
adtions, as well as remarks in natural Phtlofophy, 
and in the feveral fciences relating to our County, 
which methodical hiftory, rightly divided and drf- 
pofed, will put them in mind of what they e’re 
have been told ; fome afiiftance may be coiledted 
together, and ferve to inform us in all £arts of 
Learning and Knowledge. 

Records 
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'Records at Rome. 

If we confidence Jurifdi&ioa the Pope and 
Q?urt of Rome, had here in fonne temporal as well 
a$ ecclefiaftical caufes of grqatefi; moment, we mull 
conclude there ate Records, Sentences or Afts re* 
ipaining there,, of the greateft confequence, which 
wiU much iUoftnate the Hjftory of England. 

In Saint Bede's time, it’s very clear, they wet* 
cafefuj to preserve, ia their Archives at Rome, 
Tranfiyipts or Enrolments of fiaeh of their Rolls 
a£ were tranfmitted into England* and from thence 
our venerable Saint Bede procured copies of fucb 
of them as . he, found neceffary for his Ecclefiaftical 
Hiftoty at that tune. 

TJ'he causes they handled were numerous * being 1 
either originally commenced there, or by way of ap- 
peal. T he election, and depri vatiqn of all Hiftraps, 
Abbots, Priors, and other Ecclefiaftical Perfons, 
QonfoUdapOO and Appropriation of Churches, Di- 
yifions, of .Patifites, Right of Tythes, and all other 
Ecclefiaftical canfes ; fome of which were deter* 
rpined ati ; others here by commiffion to De- 
legates * but all the proceedings tranfmitted there v 
and: the. Sentences of the Courts put ia execution 
by way of Roll.. 

Xho moll of thofe Rolls relating to, the Priory 
of Durham, we. have ftill.preferved, from the topic 
of the Foundation in the Conqueror’s time, till tho 
diflolution in Henry ■WD* but the reft are difperf* . 
cdi. andthoiftbefarc-the Cnnqucftnow loft;

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Ecclefiafiical Hifiory. 

As the Jurifdi&ion of the Biihops, before the 
Conqueft, was annexed to the Jurifdi&ion of our 
temporal courts, fo I doubt not, but that the 
Bilhop of Rome, upon appeal, at la ft failed not 
likewife to exercife lome temporal Jurifdiction too*, 
the great devotion of our Saxon Kings, and their 
obedience paid to the Church of Rome, makes 
this conje&ure the more probable: and the fcarqity 
of the Records and Evidences in thofe times is no 
fmall argument to confirm me in it. The defeat of 
our Englijb-Saxon Hiftory, the fmall account they 
give of our Kings, Biihops, Nobility and Clergy, 
or of the foundation, or eftablilhment of the right 
of Churches, many of which we are alfo to trace 
down with thofe times, induce me to think, that 
the materials to fupply us with the knowledge of 
them, ftill are lodged in the Roman Archives, and 
that our Englilh Hiftorians have left this part of 
our Englilh Hiftory thus defective, either for want 
of thought, opportunity, intereft or ability to 
purchafe the fight of thcfe records. 

One would have thought our Bilhop of Sarum, 
in his late Vifitation, might have given us a re- 
mark of the ftatc of thefe Records, and hoW they 
are preferved, and how depofited. But we hope 
Mr. Wanley, if his defign is encouraged of taking 
a particular view of foreign Libraries, and what 
they have that relate to us, will not omit to make 
a.fcrutiny in their Archives too. 

If our Biihops and Archdeacons had any thing 
but a delegated Jurifdidtion, and if the Pope had 
not a concurrent Jurifdi&ion, at leaft might not 
delegate the fame to others' 1 .

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And having this Opportunity, I afn obliged tb 
make requeft to you, on behalf of a Friend of 
mine in London, who mightily wilhes a corfelpon- 
dence with you ; he’s of our County of Durham , 
and [has] bellowed fome pains in inquiring into the 
■ Antiquities of the County, and Church of Durham ; 
and in order thereunto has endeavoured to inform 
himfelf of all the Manufcripts now extant, which 
before the fupprefiion of Monafteries in Hen. VIII 
time, belonged to the Church, and been fince dif- 
perfed into fcveral hands and places throughout 
the Kingdom *, whereof he has round many in the 
Cotton Library at London , and the Bodleian Library 
at Oxford , and other out publick Libraries here ; 
■which he has carefully fearched with thofe at Dur- 
ham: but there are fevtrah famous Books that he 
meets with fome dark account of, but cannot find 
out the Books themfelves ; particularly one which 
ufed to be called Liber Summi vel magni Altaris, 
■which was an old Book containing the Original 
Endowments of the Church of Durham , both in 
the Saxon time and fince the Conqueft ; which ufed 
to be chained upon the high Altar, and opened 
with a lock and key on folemn occafions. This 
Book, in refpeft of the Charters and Privileges 
contained in it, was fubfcribed by many of the 
Kings of England, as alio by many Popes and 
Cardinals ; and upon thofe occafions been fre- 
quently carried to Rome ; and he heard it was noW 
in the Vatican or fome of the other publick Libra- 
ries in Rome \ together with feveral other ahcieftt 
Hiftories and Manufcripts relating to the Antiqui- 
ties of our native place. I qudtion noE, Sir, but 
Vol. IL P the 
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the refpeft and affedtion you ftill bear to the re- 
membrance of Durham , and your County friends, 
may incline you to a fcrutiny about thofe matters, 
and help to redeem its Antiquities ; which I know 
you are capable of ; as alfo to fupply the defedts 
of our Durham Hiftory, which labours under great 
difficulties from the time that . Saint Bede writ his 
Hiftory, with the lives of Saint Cuthbert, and the 
Abbot of Garroe and Wearmoutb , which was about 

the year till the time of the Conqueft an. 

10 66, For fince that time, when the Priory of 
Durham was founded, the Hiftory may be made 
pretty perfect from the Hiftories, Cartuaries, Re- 
gifters, Bulls, Charters, Inftruments and Records 
that are ftill remaining at Durham , and the other 
publick Libraries and Offices in England: but 
from the time of Bede till the Conqueft, our ac- 
count of the ftate of the Church, of the privileges 
and endowments of Saint Cuthbert- Knights, and 
people called Halliver folk, together with the 
foundation of moft of our pariffi Churches before 
the Conqueft, and the Bulls made to them in thofe 
centuries ; the accounts of thofe things I fay are very 
lame ; and my friend knows not how they can any 
ways appear ; unlefs the original Bulls, whereby 
they were endowed with thofe privileges, or feme 
Entries, or feme Memorials of them be ftill re- 
maining and preferved at Rome. Saint Bede in his 
time was much affifted in compofing his Hiftory, 
and his preface tells you what account he received, 
from the Bulls that then remained in the Popes 
Conclaves ; and it is not to be doubted, but there 
are ftill remaining there [feme] of greater Antiqui- 
ty, though perhaps of feme difficulty to find out ; 
but I Ihall, Sir, think myfelf much obliged to you 
for the beft account you can get me of thefe mat- 
ters. 
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ters, or what matters elfe you have there, that gives 
you any light to thefe elder times, or that relate to 
our Terra San6ti Cuthberti. Could you find any 
Bull before the Conqueft, about the privileges of 
the Hallivere Folk, and the Creation of that order, • 
which feems to have been an ancient order of 
Knighthood, inftituted ad defendendum Corpus Sanfti 
Cuthberti , it would be a piece of curiofity very 
grateful to our Northern gentry ; many of which 
derive their defcent from the Hallivere Folk, and 
would prove them of the ancienteft order of 
Knighthood now in Cbriftendom ; but the declenfion 
of them [was] about the time of the Conqueft, as 
Seculars degenerated from the Monaftick Order. 



fbe Dean and Chapter of Durham : 
Evidences. 

Here we have the richeft Treafury of antient 
Evidences that are now extant : perhaps no Church 
of England can lhew the like. 

Here are an infinite number of Popes Bulls, 
Royall Charters, both from the Kings of England t 
and Kings of Scotland , Archiepifcopal Charters, 
Charters from the Bifhop of Durham , as well as 
poflefiions and privileges granted and confirmed to 
the Prior and Convent: as grants made by the 
Bifiiop to others and confirmed by the Chapter ; 
Charters touching the Archdeacons privileges of 
Durham and Northumberland j grants and confirma- 

P 2 tions 
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tions of pofteffions from private perfons to the 
Prior and Convent ; with the antient Evidences, of 
the faid Eftates granted therewith ; Counterparts 
of grants from the Prior and Convent; multi- 
tudes of Inftruments and agreements with the 
Bijhops of Durham , touching both the Ecclefiafti- 
cal and temporal privileges ; Leagues with Scot- 
land •, the Evidences belonging to feveral Families 
and their Eftates, fuppofed to have been lodged, 
here for fecurity in times of War. And as the 
pofteffions of the Prior and Convent \yere ancient- 
ly very considerable, and extended themfelves into, 
diverle parts both of England and Scotland , lo they 
have occafioned a vaft Colle&ion of ancient Evi- 
dences relating to all the faid places and perfons. 

Thefe are Originals, and all carefully repofited 
in Archives, in a ftrong and' fecure Treafury with- 
in the Cloifters, kept by 'the Treafurer for the 
Dean and Chapter. 

I may date the beginning of them from the 
foundation of the Priory in the rime of William 
the Conqueror ; from which time the Colledtion is 
conftantly fet down to this very day, fave the In- 
jury fome of them have fufferedi by the length of 
rime. Rats, Moths, and fuch like Misfortune^ 
incident to Records and ancient Writing^. 

To thefe Originals there’s an Excellent Repo!}? 
tory Ikilfuljy compofed. 
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Of the firft Building of this City, anno 995, 
upon Biihop tranflating his See hither from 

Cbefter in the Street , and for fixing Saint Cutbbert'% 
Body, &c. Prior Turgett gives us a full account, 
with a defcription of the place, which is prettily 
ittuftrated with an account of the fituation by Mr. 
Heggs. 

How famous it was in the Saxon times appears 
by the Defcription in Saxon Verfe, of which Mr. 

— ■ ■ ■ has given us a Latin tranflation, now 

printed in the Decern Script ores. 

Neville Earl of Weftmorland’s Evidences . 

The confxderable Eftate which was poflefled by 
this antient and noble Family, as well within the 
County of Durham as elfewhere - 

(They having by Marriage fucceeded in the 5 k/- 
meF s Eftate at Branfpetb , about 23 Henry It, to 
which the Lordlhip of Rahy ti . with the faid adjoin- 
ing Townfhips became — - - - - united by the 
Marriage of Ifabell de Neville to Robert Fitz Mal- 
Jred> Lord of Raby y whofe Son alfumed the fir* 
name of his Mother de Neville :) I fay, thefe two 

S eat and extenfive Lordfhips, out of whole feveral 
lefne Manors, Townfhips, Hamletts and free* 
hold Eftates, were panted to diverfe of their free- 
hold Tenants, before the time of the attainder of 
that great Earl in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth , 
muft needs fare produce a multitude of Grants, 
Charters, Records and other Evidences. 

, Thefe two Lordfhips were originally as, large as 
the relpe&ive parilhes of Branfpetb and Staindrop ;

which comprehend a confiderable part of the 
County Palatine : and the many grants, that have 
been made thereout, do partly appear by the Ex- 
tents and furveys made of thofe Lordlhips, and of 
feveral Lands held thereof; the Copies of which I 
have now in my Cuftody. 

The antient Evidences of this noble Family I 
have made drift inquiry after ; both becaufe they 
may be of great ufe to the feveral perfons who now 
enjoy the feveral parts of the Eltate, and for that 
I find this Family were intruded with the Cudody 
of fome of the Evidences and Charters, relating 
to the privileges of the County in general ; parti- 
cularly that notable Charter of privilege from 
King John to the Hallivere Folk ; as appears by 
the reference from the Copy thereof entered in one 
of the Cartuaries of the Dean and Chapter ; and 
which I find was afterwards produced in Parlia- 
ment againd the Bifhop upon the difpute that hap- 
pened about his privileges in the - - - Henry VI. 

I have fearched for them in the Remembrancer’s 
Office for the City of London , the faid Edates be- 
ing granted to the City by King Charles the fird ; 
as alfo the Evidences now belonging to Sir Henry 
Bellafife', but neither of them have the ancient 
Evidences ; nor can 1 underdand that my Lord 
Barnard (the Pofleflor of Raby) has any of them. 

One bag of them I lately found out in the Aug- 
mentation Office, amongd which there were fome 
very ancient : its probable many more of them 
may be found there ; Mr. Maddox, one of the keepers 
of the Records of the faid office, having, in his late 
Treatife, obliged us with Tranfcripts of others of 
them, for their Curiofity, which he had met with 
elfewhere. 

Yet 
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Yet it feems that at that time of the Attainders 
of Queen Elizabeth’s Reign, and for feveral Years 
after, fome of the antient Evidences of the faid 

Eftates were not in the hands of the - : 

for when the faid Eftates were pofiefled under 
King James the firft’s grant to King Charles the 
firft, when he was prince of Wales , I have in my 
Cuftody a writing intitled, “ Remembrances for 
the Noble Prince his Highnefs’s fervice within his 
Caftles, Manors, and Lordlhips in the County 
Palatine of Durham on the backlide whereof is 
indorfed, “ Things propounded by Mr. Ricbardfon 
to be redreffed in the Bifhoprick of Durham, Ja. 

1619:” and under the faid lndorfement is* writ 
further, “ Mr. Emerfon is appointed .by the table 
to certify his opinion and knowledge in thefe par- 
ticulars, and what he conceiveth moft fit to be 
done therein, 25 Feb. 1619.” 

The eighth Article of which faid writing is as 
follows, viz. 

8. “ That fome prelent courfe might be tak,en to 
examine who have the Cuftody or keeping* or 
otherwife have in their hands and pofieffions any 
old Charters, Writings, Evidences and Court- 
Rolls concerning the faid Lands, or any part 
thereof, as namely, the Executors of Sir George 
' Trevill , Knight, (who had the keeping of Raby 1 
Caftle) the Executors of John Allen \ Henry and 
Ambrofe Maifon , who were Officers at Barnard 
Caftle j the Executors of John Ewbank of Raby ; 

Mr. William Clopton , (whofe Father was Receiver, 
and himfelf after him, of his Majefty’s Rents there) 
and the Executors of one John Bujfy and Jerrard 
Burthead , (who were Stewards of the Courts of 
Branfpetb ,) and many others that may be difeover- 
cd to that purpofe. 

9. “ That 
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9. ** That all the Stewards and Clerks of thefe 
Courts within thefe Manners, may fhew all the 
Court Rolls and Books, remaining in their Cufto- 
dy, that perfect Inventories may be taken thereof ; 
whereof one part may remain with his Highnefs* 
keeper of Records ; and that hereafter every Clerk 
may provide a fair Book, therein to enter all their 
proceedings at their Courts, which may be examin- 
ed by the paper Rolls, by his Highnefs’s Re- 
membrancer 5 as alfo a Book to be made, being a 

Call Rook of the names of all Freeholders, 

- - Suitors of all forts at their Court leets ; that it 
may appear to Succeflion, who do owe fuit and 
fervice at thofe Courts ; for they have been ufually 
kept in loofe papers. 

Nor do I find by the Brevitt, in the Caufe upon 
the great difpute betwixt the Prince and Bifhop, 
touching the Jurifdidtion and privilege claimed by 
the Prince under the grant of James I, that there 
is therein any references to the antient Evidences, 
or where they remain, though the fame is compos- 
ed by an ingenious hand, with learned remarks on 
behalf of the Prince upon the Bifhop’s privileges 
and antient grants •, and the arguments ufed by 
the Bifhop’s Council to fupport the fame. 

Earl of Richmond’s Evidences. 

The Earls of Brittany and Richmond , who had 
all Richmond/hire granted to them by William the 
Conqueror, and enjoyed the honour of Richmond , 
till the fame came to the Crown tempore Hen. VII, 
granted and parcelled great part thereof into 'Ma- 
nors, Townfhips, and Farmholds to be held of 
the laid Honour by diverfe Services. 

The 
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The dcfcription of the feveral Manors and 
Townihips within the faid Honour appears by 
Doomfday Book ; and how the fame was granted 
from the faid Earl to feveral perfons, and after- 
wards from one to another, till the time of King 
Edward I: appears by the Book called Kirkby 
Queft tempore Edw. I. 

The Copies of the “part 'of Doomfday Book and 
Kirkby Quejl, relating to the faid Honour, are alfo 
entered in a Manufcript in the Cotton Library, in- 
titled, Regiftrum Honoris de Richmond , in which is 
.alfo entered Copies of feveral Grants, Inquifttions 
and Records relating to diverfe Lordlhips within 
the laid Honour: It’s a noble Manufcript and 
curiouity writ* j and yet I am informed by Dr. Hut- 
ton, that he has feen another Copy pf it at York, 
which is much finer ; the one of thefe l take to be 
the fathe Book, which is referred to [in],thejluryey 
of the Honour of Richmotidi and Lordfoip of Mid- 
diebOtn, taken 16 Joi; I, now remaining in the 
King’s Remembrance Office in the Exchequer, by 
the name of the Book by fome called Doomfday 
and others.

Eftates held of him, within this County, but we, 
find that Robert de Hilton , one of the Anceftors of 
the fame Family, in 23, 24, 25 Edw. I. had Sum- 
mons of Parliament amongft the Barons of this 
Realm ; and Alexander de Hilton had the like Sum- 
mons in the 6 and 9 Edw. Ill : and the Name and 
Title of Baron is ftill to this day continued down 
and appropriated to the Heirs of this antient 
Family. i 

Their Eftate was anciently very great, viz. 
Hilton Aljton Moore. 

Henry Hilton Eftp, by his Will, 2 6 Feb. 16 Car.* 
I. and 1640, devifes 960 1 . per ann. for 99 Years* 
out of hi$ Eftate to the poor of the feveral parifhes 
mentioned in his will ; viz. 18 in the County of 
Durham 24 1 . each, Newcaftle 24!, City of Dur- 
ham 48 1 , to 14 in Suffex 24I. eafch, 'to 5 in Surry 
24 1 . each, and Saint Clements 24 1 ; devifes alfo 
to the Heir at Law of his Brother John iool. per 
ann.' and 50 1 . per ann, to the Vicar of Monks 
Wear mouth. - -i . 

Jarroe and Wearmouth. 

The Evidences remaining of thefe ancient Mo- 
nafteries, are to be furveyed amongft thofe in the 
C.uftody of the Dean and Chapter ;• they r; having 
been united to the Priory of Durham from the 
time of the Foundation, and enjoyed as Cells to 
the laid Priory ; thefe two Monafteries were 
founded and endowed by .King Egfred , about the 
year 674 ; fome of their originals and ancient 
Charters being fet forth by 2 W* who was a - - - 
and Monk of the fame Monafteries, in his Hifto- 
ries of the lives of the Abbots thereof. But the 
, ■ .Saxon 
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Saxon .grants are now loft ; and no wonder they are 
fo, if we confider the ftate to which thefe ancient 
Monafteries were reduced by the Pagan Danes ; 
and the poor condition which the Monks - - - - - 
found them in at the time of the Conqueft, 



Conyer’s 'Evidences. 

This ancient Family, deriving its defcent from 
Roger de Conyers , who came into England with Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, an. 1066, being anciently 
.poflefled of feveral Lordfhips within this County, 
viz. Houton , Norton , Duidjhall, Holme, Hangue, 
Bijhopton , Sokeburn , Grifeb , and Stainton, has been 
all along famous and honourable for their Service 
to this County, true to the Intereft of the Bithops 
of Durham ; fo [were] the Conyers Barons of the 
firft rank, they holding Sokeburn by the Tenure of 
meeting the Bifhop of Durham in the middle of the 
Jiiver Teafe , upon his firft acceflion to the Bifhop- 
rick of Durham , and prefenting him with a faulkon 
■ in token of his Jur. Regal, within the County Pa- 
latine. 

Of this Family there are ancient Evidences. I 
find in their pedigree references to ancient Charters 
made to them by Bifhop William. There were 
anciently differences betwixt the King and Bifhop, 
touching the Guardianfhip and Cuftody of the 
heirs of this Family, by having Eftates that were 
held of the King as well as the Bifhop. 

There were alfo feveral ancient Records, which I 
have feen, relating to them •, but doubtlefs the 
chief Antiquities of this family are to be fearched 
for amongft the Evidence now poflefled by the 
prefent owners of the Eftates. 

Q^2 Bowes 
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Bowes Evidences. 

This ancient Family, which Cambden tells us, 
takes it name from the Town of Bowes within the 
Honour of Richmond , have been the pojleffors of 
feveral confiderable Eftates within this County, 
which are now branched out into feveral hands. 

Streatbam and Cleatham, Barnes, ‘Thornton. 

Sir William Bowes, in his Evidence room at* 
Streatbam Caftle , is faid to have a good Collection of 
ancient Evidences, and his Anceftors Sir ff. Bowes 
regn. Eliz. Sir T allot Bowes , in the Reign of King 
James I, having been much concerned in publiclc 
affairs, and frequently made a Commiffioner, in 
Commiflions awarded in behalf of the King, much 
employed in the Country bufinefs, and another of 
the Family delighting in matters of Antiquity, 
particularly Heraldry, doubtlefs there may' be 
found amongft them many remarkable Curiofities. 

The Evidences of Barnes and Rybopp were for- 
merly kept in an Evidence Room in Jjh in York- 
shire, the ancient feat of one of the branches of 
the Family of Bowes ; for in the year ------ 

Upon difputes which happened with the ReCtor of 
Bijhop Wearmoutb % touching the Tythes of Barnes 
and Rybopp , there were then found in the faid Evi- 
dence Room feveral antient acquittances, touching 
the Tythes of Barnes and Rybopp, which were made 
ufe of in the laid Suites. 

But this Eftate of Barnes and Rybopp falling into 
the hands of one Haddock , by Marriage with the 
Sifter of the laft heirs male of the faid Barnes* 
Family, who being an ignorant illiterate perfbn, 

, ' " ' ' - diminished 
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d.minifhed and confumed the faid Eftate, and molt 
probably the Evidences of it; for though they 
have of late been moft induftrioufly fearched after, 
by an ingenious perfon Mr. Anthony Et trick, the 
prefent owner of a moiety of Barnes , under his 
Fathers purchale from the faid Haddock , and by 
Mr. Jenkins , the owner of the other moiety, oc- 
calioned by a Suite with the faid Dr. Gray , Re&or 
of Bijhop Wear mouth, touching perfons Clofes, 
and the true and ancient model of Barnes and Ry- 
bopp , yet they do allure us upon their Oaths, that 
the ancient Evidences are all loft : however the 
pains that has been taken by Mr. Ettrick , in giv- 
ing us the Succellion of the Reftors of Bijhop 
Wearmouth , from the beginning of the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth , as alfo the feveral owners of 
Barnes from the fame time, with remarks relating 
to the title of the faid Eftate, will give us a good 
light towards making a further difcovery. 



Tinmouth. 

This Monaftery, in the Saxon times, was deftroy- 
ed by Hingron and Hulba ; and the Monks burnt m 
a little Church thereabouts, to which they retired : 
the Body of King Offen, (the King and Martyr) 
which was preferved in this Monaftery, occafions 
its being endowed with great pofleflions. The 
Priory of Durham claims this Church of tinmouth 
as granted to them. 

But Robert de Mowbray , Earl of Northumberland , . 
prevailed againft them, and granted it to the Mo- 
naftery of Saint Albans, to which it was afterwards 
accounted a Cell. 

Hexham. 
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Hexham. 

Here we have the relidts not only of an ancient 
Monaftery, but of an Epifcopal See in the Saxon 
time. 

The Bilhoprick of Durham , viz. Int. Tine and 
Teafe, then was comprehended within Hexham Dio- 
cefe, and if the Charters and Evidences of that 
See, or the Monaftery of Hexham had been ftill 
perferved, we might probably have found amongft 
them feveral relating to the Churches at leaft with- 
in the Bilhoprick. 

But thefe all perilhed by the barbarous Danes : 
the See being quite extindt till it 'became united to 
Durham Diocefe. 

As to the Evidences belonging to the Monaftery 
of Hexham , after the Conqueft, I find a Charter 
made by King Edw. I, confirming their poffeffions ; 
which recites, that all their Evidences had been 
burnt by an Invafion of the Scotts, in 25 Edw. I. 

But its probable after that fire fome of them 
again were relerved ; for that I find an Infpeximus 
of one of them made about ten Years afterwards, 
which I found upon the Tower Roll, and happens 
at this Day to be' of great ufe, in a caufe wherein 
I am at prefent concerned for the Right Honour- 
able the Earl of Derwentwater. 

There is alfo an ancient Ledger Book, purely 
belonging to the Prior and Canons at Hexham t 
which appears to have been writ, anno — - — - 
which is now kept at Hexham , and commonly call- 
ed the Black Book of Hexham ; in which Book is 
contained an account of their pofleflions and of the 
Boundaries of fome of their Lands, &c. 

Kypye& 
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Kypyer Hospital. 

This Hqfpital, founded by Bilhop Rwulphtu, 
anno 1 1 12, had the towns. of Caldicotes Clifford, And 
-IveJlonfi Hunftanworth, AymundeJloH, Froflerly lands 
in Epplingoton Hottleworth , Quitlelys and Slonelys r, 
j Clayton . , Berntccrock , Soutcreft in Giles gate, Crun- 
xrock with Altonfied , and the Wood called the Frig, 
tythe of Clifton , portions of tythe in Newbottle, 
■Houghton, Refbcp Eajington , Seggefield, Schireburn , 
Queringdon, Newton , Cejler, Wafhington, Boldon, 
Clivedon, Cwy chant, Ripton , and Derlington , one 
Sheave of Corn out of every plough land of the 
Bilhops Demefnes, and of Holford, the tythes of 
all the Bilhops grounds, newly reduced to tillage 
by Bilhop Hugh , quarter for thraves of Corn in 
Bedlirtgtonjhire.

I have extracted the references to the feveral Re- 
cords relating to Durham , and Northern parts ; • 
and have fronj the Parliament, Patent, and dole 
Rolls, and the Inquiiition bundles, perufed the 
moll of them, and abftra&ed them, and placed 
them all as they came in the order of time ; to 
which I have added feveral that I met with, u£on 
fearching and perufing the Rolls, which are omitt- 
ed, out of the repertories by the help of my refe- 
rences and abridgments. 

ChAncery Records are the moll numerous, 
and more divided and difperled than the Records 
of any other Court. In the Tower are kept the 
Clofe and patent Rolls till Hen. VII time, with 
many Eftreat Bundles down to the time of . 

And up in the White Tower are lodged the 
Bundles of Bills, Anfwers, and Depofitions, or 
diftributed into feveral Hanapers. 

And up in the Gallery of the White Tower is 
a large confufed heap of Chancery Writts and 
Commiflions ; with the returns of feveral War- 
rants for Grants to the Lord Chancellor. 

In the Rolls Chapel are lodged the Clofe Patent 
Rolls, from the time of Hen. VII (where they 
end in the Tower) down to this very time. The 
Bills, Anfwers, and Depofitions, from the time of

lodged in the White Tower, or Cafars Chapel ; 
and thofe fince are lodged in a Room above the

In ancient time, all Ads of Parliament were in 
form of Petitions, till the beginning of the Reigri 
of Hen. VII. (which was after Printing came to us, 
being invented in Germany, an. 1441, and came 
^to us tempore Hen. VI.) The Aits thus palled at 
every Parliament, were tranferibed into Parch- 
ment, and by the King’s Writt di reded to the 
Sheriff of every County of England, reciting the 
laid Statutes ; he was commanded that he fhould 
caule them to be proclaimed, and obferved in all 
places of the Bailiwick, as well within Franchifes 
as without ; and the ufage was to proclaim them at 
his County Court, &c. and there to keep the tran- 
feripts of the Ads ; that whofo would might read 
and take Copies thereof ; which faid Writt was 
iometimes in Latin, and fometimes in French, as 
the Statutes then were. fo. 26. 

For that many times the Rolls of the Parlia- 
ment have not been truly ingrafted, at the requeft 
of the Commons, certain of them are to be ap- 
pointed who fhould be prefent. fol. 25.

In the King’s Office, kept at the bottom of the 
King’s Bench Walks, in the Inner Temple , where 
the Prothonotary or Matter has his Seat, which is 
now officiated by his fecondary Mr. Clerk , and by 
his fecondary’s deputy Mr. £r onfield, the Cuftos 
Brevium, Clerk of the Papers, Clerk of the De- 
clarations, Bill of Middlefex, Clerk of the Rules, 
Philazer, Marlhal and Clerk of the Errors, Clerk 
of the Docket, Clerk of the Bailes have their 
Seats and plea Rolls made up every Term by the 
entering Clerks. 

Thele plea Rolls confift of Pleadings and Judg- 
ments in all Adions perfonal, concerned in Protho- 
notary fide of the Court of King’s Bench, either by 
Lat. bill of Middlefex, original in Chancery, Scire 
fac.

• Of the Books ufed in Churches and Mo- 
naileries, &c. here in England before 
the Reformation. 

ByJ. Lewis,, Minijier of Margate.. 

I. A LEGEND} in which were Written the 
Leffons to be read- at Mat tins, which were 
Ibmetimes taken out of the Canonical Scriptures 
and Apochrypha; at other times from the Sermons 
or Homilies of the Fathers, and the Lives of tbe 
Saints* As thefe laft were moil admired by the 

common 
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common people, lo it feems as if in procefs of time 
this book contained nothing elfe but thefe roman- 
tick and fabulous tales of lying wonders. In the 
inventory of the Juellys of the church of Cran~ 
broke in Kent, taken 24 Henry VII, anno Domini 
1509, it is called Sanftorum Legentts. Of thele there 
feem to have been two different books. One enti- 
tuled Legenda avrea Jacobi Januenfis ex ord. pradi- 
eat. Hifioria Longobardica : imprejja Parifiis per 
Udalricum Gering, Martinum Crancum et Mi- 
chaelem Friburger. anno Domini 1475, prima Sep - 
tembris. Another called Nova Legenda Angliae im- 
prejf. Londini, anno Domini 1516. Of thefe Lives 
we have the following character given by a Cardi- 
nal of the Romijb Church *. “ Hiftorias Sanftorum 
quaedam tarn incultse, et tarn fine dele&u fcriptae 
habentur — ut nec autoritatem habere videantur 
nec gravitatem.” Our learned Mr. Wharton thus ' 
defcribes them •, — “ Fabulous Legends which in 
this refpeft only differed from the rabies of the an- 
cient Heathen poets, that they were more incredible 
and lefs elegant.” To the fame purpofe Melchior 
Canus, “ Dolenter hoc dico potius quam contu- 
meliofe multo a Laertio vitas Philofophorum feve- 
rius fcriptas quam a Chriftianis vitas Sanftorum j 
longeque incorruptius et integrius Suetonium res 
Ctefarum expofuiffe, quam expofberunt Catholici, 
non res dico Imperatorum fed Martyrum, Vitgi- 

num, et confefforum. Noftri enim plerique, vel 

adfedtibus inferviunt, vel de induftria quoque ita 
multa confingunt, ut eorum me nimirum non fo- 
lum pudeat, fed etiam teedeat.” Much the fame 
complaint of the manner of writing thefe Legends 
or Hiftories of the Saints is made by Ludovicos

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Fiver*, “ Quae de iis, Apoftolis, Martyribus, &c. 
funt feripta, praeter pauca quaedam, rnultis funt 
comtnentis feedata, dum qui feribit affe&ui fuo 
indulget, et non qu« egit divus, led quae ille egifle 
cum vellet exponit, uc vitam didlet animus feri- 
bentis non veritas.” 

Out of thefe two books, Legenda Aurea> and 
Legenda nova Anglia:, Teems to nave been compof- 
cd that which they called 

II. The Festival ; lo called becaule it gave 
an account of all the Feftivals of the year, with a 
Sermon upon each Feftival. The prologue tells 
us, “ That for the help of fuch Clerks this book 
was drawn to excufc them for default of books, 
.and by fimplenefs of cunning; and to Ihew unto 
the people what the holy Saints fuficred and did 
for God’s fake, and for his love; fo that they 
fhould have the more devotion in God’s Saints, 
and with the better will come to the Church to 
ferve God, and pray his Saints of their help.** 
Thefe Sermons were in Englifb. It may’nt, per- 
haps, be improper to transcribe a part of one of 
them, to fhew the way of preaching in ufe here in 
the times of Popery, and with what jultice Dr. 
JVtclif , and his followers, called it * “a ferving of 
fables, chronicles, and lelings, a preching fables 
and flattering lelings to deceive the people in 
faith and good life, and robb them of their worldly 
goods, &c.” Thus then they entertained the peo- 
with the moil trifling tales and infipid (lories : 
“ Four men Hale an Abbot’s ox to their larder d . 
The Abbot did a fentence, and curled them: So 
three bf them were lbriven and alked mercy. The 
. fourthldied; and was not afloiled, and had not for-

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giveoefs. So when he was dead the fpirit wefct by 
night, and feared all the people about, that none 
durft walk after fun-down. Then as the parilh 
prieft went on a night with Goo’s body to houfel * 
a fick man, this fpirit went with him, and told 
jiim what he was, and why he went, and prayed 
the prieft to go to his wire, that they fhould go 
both to the Abbot, and make him amends for his 
trefpafs, and fo to afioil him, for he might have 
no reft. And anon the Abbot affoiled him, and 
he went to reft and joy for evermore.” 

III. An Antiphoner. ; fo called from the An- 

thems it contained; though they were not the 
whole of it. Since betides them there were in this 
book the Invitatories, Hymns , Refponfes, Verffcles, , 
Colletts, Chapters , and other things pertaining to the 
chaunting of the canonical hours. Two of thefe 
.books. Sir Henry Spelman tells us, coft, in the year 
1424, twenty fix Marks, or 17/. 6 s. id, a. great 
fumm in thofe days. But, 1 fuppofe, thele books 
were the dearer on account of the long or mufical 
notes which required both tkill and care to tran- 
feribe. In the inventory of Juellys of the Church 
•of Cranbroke are reckoned no fewer than five Anti- 
fenars. - 

IV. A Gradale or Grail, fo. called from the 
Gradales contained in it. This book ought to have 
had in it, “ The office of fpringling holy water ; the 
beginnings of th t Majfes, or the offices Kyrie, with 
the verfes Glory he to God on high ; the Gradales, 
or what is gradually fung after the Epiftle ; the 
Hallelujah and Tratis, the Sequences , the Creed to be 
fung at Mafs, the Offertories , the Hymns Holy, and 
Lamb of God, the Communion , &c. which' relate 
to the choir at the finging of a folemn Mafs.”

V. A 
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V. A Psalter, or Sawter , or Pfalm-book. 

VI. A Tropery, or book of Sequences. It was 
called in Englijh a Toper, and was a book on which 
they ufed to fwear : — “ f ipfe attulit in curia mea 
quendam Toper , et juravit fuper ilium.” 

VII. An Ordinal ; in which was ordained the 
manner of faying and folemnizing divine offices. 
This book feems here in England to have been 
called the Pye : the reafon of which has been vari- 
oufly guefled. The compilers of our book of 
Common Prayer thus reprefent it : “ That the 
number and hardnefs of the rules of it, and the 
manifold changings of the fervice was the caufe 
that to turn the Breviary only was fo hard and in- 
tricate a matter, that many times there was more 
buOnefs to find out what ihould be read, than to 
read it, when it was found out.” The like com- 
plaint had been made before by Cardinal Fran. 
Quignonius : “ * Accedit tarn perplexus ordo, tam- 
que difficilis precandi ratio, ut interdum paulo mi- 
nor opera in requirendo ponatur quam, cum inve- 
neris, in legendo.” 

VIII. A Missal, or Mafs-hook ; in which is 
contained the order of celebrating Mafs j with the 
proper Maffes of particular Saints. 

IX. A Manual : fo called becaufe it was al- 
ways at hand. In it were contained all things 
which concerned the miniftration of the Sacraments 
and Sacramentals : h as “ The bleffing of fait and 
water j the fprinkling of holy water at Eafter ; the 
bleffing of the bread on the Lord's day*, the

tion , which is chaunted on the night of our Lords 
Nativity ; a lefTon to be chaunted alternately the 
fame night the chaunting of the Gofpel, And it 
came to pafs, to be chaunted on the night of the 
Epiphany ; the bleffing of the light on the feaft 
of the Purification of Saint Marie ; the fervice of 
the four times on AJh-fVednefdajt with the bleffing 
of the aibes ; the bleffing of the leaves on Palm- 
Sunday •, the fervice on Cana Domini ; the fervice on 
the vigil of Eafter ; the order to make a Catechu- 
men ; the bleffing of the Font; of Baptifm ; of 
the Purification of Women ; the order of Matri- 
mony ; the fervice of Pilgrims ; the bleffing of a 
Knight’s new fword ; the bleffing of meats on Eaf- 
ter day ; the bleffing of flefh, cheefe, butter, eggs 
or Pafchal cakes ; the bleffing of new fruits ; a 
bjeffing for all things whatfoever you pleafe ; the 
bleffing of feed; the bleffing of apples on Saint. 
James the Apoftle’s day ; the bleffing of the alms ; 
the bleffing of the fhield and ftaff for a Duel; the 
bleffing or weak or fore eyes ; the bleffing of a. 
fhip ; the bleffings of the table, and graces ; the 
fervice of thofe who are to be fhiit up in Monaf- 
teries, &c. the Prefaces; the canon of the Mafs 
with the rubric ; the bleffing of the Pafchal lamb, 
of eggs and herbs on Eafter day ; the order for 
vifiting the fick ; the extreme unftion ; the com- 
mendation of fouls *, the rubric of the vigils of the 
dead ; the vigils of the dead ; the pfalms to be 
chaunted at the commendation of fouls, the Mafs 
for the dead; the Burial of the dead; the bleffing of 
the tomb ; the Mafs of the holy cnofs ; the Mafs of 
the blefled Marie ; the epiftle and gofpel of the 
Trinity ; the Mafs of the Holy Ghoft ; the con- 
firmation of children ; the bleffings of all ecclefi- 

aftical 
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aftical things ; a blefling for all things *, a blefling 
of a bell ; Compotus, or certain rules according to 
the fmall computation of the RomanCh\iTc\ with 
many other documents ; the manner of ejecting or 
leperating the unclean leprous from the clean ; the 
form of a will •, the form of letters teftimonial 6f 
the publication of banns.” Lyndvoood tells us that 
under this title of Manual , are contained thofe 
things which are ufed in Ecclefiaftical Proceflions, 
whenfoever they are made ; fo that alfo a Proceffi'o - 
nal book may be called a Manual. So we find it in 
the prelent Roman Ritual , that the order of Procef- 
Jions is a part of it : But there is nothing of Procef- 
Jions in the Manual of which I have now given an 
account. 

N Out of thefe two books has been compofed, 
fince the Reformation, a little portable book in 
Quarto with the following title : Mijfale parvutn 
fro Sacerdotibus in Anglia i finer antibus. Ordo etiam 
baptizandi altaque Sacramenta miidfirandi et OfficiU 
qtuedam Eccleftaftica rite peragendu Anno M. D. C: 
XXII. 

X. A Breviary. This book is faid to have 
been, at firft, only the Rubric of the feveral Of*, 
fices : and the name indeed imports it to be a fort 
of abridgment or compendium. But whatever it 
was at firft, its now a large book, divided into 
four parts according to the four feafons of the 
year ; viz. Pars Hiemalis , Pars Verna , Pars Mfirod 
and Pars Autumnalis. This its largenefs is owing a 
good deal to the prodigious encreafe of Holy days* 
for all which there are diftindt Offices and Le- 
gends, befides thole for the feveral Sundays 
throughout the year. We are told by Pope Pius V* 
in his Bull, prefixed to this book, that it was firft 
of all conftitutcd or compiled by the Popes Gela- 

. T % fas* 
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Jiusy and Gregory I. and reformed by Pope Gregory 
VII when by length of time it had fwerved from 
the antient inftitution. Pope Clement VII encou- 
raged Cardinal Fran. Quignonius to reform it after 
the form of the antient Fathers, fo as to enlarge 
the Leflbns taken out of the Holy Scriptures. 
How much it needed fuch a reformation may be 
concluded from what the Cardinal fays of it, and 
what indeed Pope Pius owns in his Bull to be 
true ; that “ paulatim a fanftiffimis veterum Pa- 
trum inftitutis difeederetur or in the Pope’s 
yrords, that “ diuturnitate temporis ab antiqua in- 
ftitutione deflexiffet that by degrees and length 
, of time it had been altered from its ancient infti- 
tution. The Cardinal particularly inftances in the 
manner of reading the Holy Scriptures, and the 
Hiftorigs of the Saints, which are appointed to be 
.read for Leffons on peftivals. As to the fir ft he 
obferyes, “ That the books of Holy Scripture 
ufed antiently to be read through at ftated times 
of the year *, whereas now they were left off being 
read when they were fcarce begun : or that com- 
monly when any book of the Bible was begun, af- 
ter three or four chapters were read out, all the 
reft were unread.” Then as to the Stories of the 
Saints, he laid, “ That fome of them were fo rude, 
^nd written with fo little care, that they were not 
only of no manner of credit or authority, but very 
filly and ridiculous, and fitter to provoke laughter, 
than to make men ferious.” The Cardinal added, 
“ That the order of the book was fo perplexed, 
and the manner of praying by it fo difficult, that 
fometimes little lets labour was required to find 
{fiat out, than to read it when it wa$ found,” Hq

therefore* 
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therefore, at the earneft entreaty of the Pope, ap- 
plied his utmoft diligence to put this book into a 
' better method. He took particular care, that all 
the Scriptures fhould be read over once a year, 
and the whole Pfalter once a week : The Verficles, 
Refponds, and little Chapters, he omitted, as 
making the fervice too tedious and laborious ; for 
the fame reafon he quite left out the office of the 
Virgin Mary , and fuch Hiftories of the Saints, as had 
been introduced by the particular ralhnefs of fome 
perfons, and which were no way equal to thole he 
retained either for probability, or gravity: fince 
thele were taken out of approved Latin and Greek 
Authors, and were now written a new by the Car- 
dinal in a more correct ftile, and difpofed by him 
throughout the year. By thele means the Cardinal 
reckoned the breviary , thus reviewed, had thele 
following advantages above that in ufe. 1. They 
•who prayed by it had more lkill and knowledge in 
the Holy Scriptures. 2. The book was more ufe- 
ful and expeditious, on account of the great lim- 
plicity of its order, and its brevity. 3. The ltories 
of the Saints were fo written, as not to have any 
thing in them that could give offence to any feri- 
ous and learned perfons who heard them read. 
Pope Paul himfelf acknowledged, that fome were 
enticed jjy the appearance of a more commodious 
Office, to betake themfelves to the Ihortnefs of this' 
New Breviary. 

Pope Clement , who had entreated the Cardinal to 
make this review, dying before it was finilhed, it 
was fo far approved of by his fucceffor Paul III, 
as to be publilhed by his command. But by a 
Pull of Pope Pius V, 1 568, was this New Breviary , 
as it is there called, taken away and abolilhed, and 
all other Breviaries publilhed by Bilhops in thei 

diocefes/ 
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diocefes : who had their Ufes and proper Offices, 
it being a part of the epifcopal Office to provide 
the Liturgy in their feyeral churches. But now, it 
ieetns, the Pope- claimed a power paramount to 
them; and 1 afferted that it was very decent, that 
there fhould be in the church of God but one 
manner of finglng, and one rite of celebrating 
Mafs, and that every where all fhould obferve and 
embrace the things delivered to them by the Holy 
Roman Church, the Mother and Miftrefs of the 
other Churches : i. e. the Pope. 

This book deems to have been called here in 
England a Portuafs , and Portal ; k Sir John Saun- 
ders, Prebendary of JVingham, and Parfon of Dim- 
iburcb , and Vicar of AJh in Kent, by his will dated 
1509, bequeathed to the Chapel of Ricbborougb , 
dependent on the church of AJh, one Portias print- 
ed, with a Mafs- book, which was Sir 'Thomas the 
old Prieft’s. Sir Robert Car Prieft in the parifh erf 
Feverjbam , by his will dated July 16, 1526, gives 
to Sir Thomas, Porcbe a Portal. 1 In the barbarous 
Latin its named Portiforium. Out of this book 
Was compiled another with the following title: 
Hor* diurn a Breviarii Romani. 

XI. The Prymer of Salysbury use, with 
many Prayers , and goodly Pictures in the Kalender , in 
the Matty ns of our Lady , in the boures of the Croffe, 
in the six Pfalmes , and in the Dyryge, 1532, 1 555.

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XII. Chartularium, A Cbartulary •, fa called 
from the Charters it contained. It was a book 
wherein were Tranfcripts or Copies of the evi- 
dences relating to the eftate of the Religious 
Houfes, &c. as of the Charters of our Kings 
ejther by way of Grant, or Confirmation of the 
Grants of others; of the Donations of. private 
perfons, and the Archbifliops confirmations of 

- them ; of the Popes Bulls, and their definitive 
fentences, concerning the difputes arifing about 
their lands and tithes. This book was likewifa 
called a Leiger book, perhaps from the French le- 
guer to bequeath : The gifts and eftates bequeathed 
to the Monafteries, Hofpitals, &c. being here re- 
giftered. It feems likewile to have been called a 
Coucber , which was a general Regifter book. 

XIII. A Martyroi,ogy, Calender, or Journal ; 
in which were regiftered the names of thole to 
whom the Religious granted their Letters of Fra., 
ternity, “ Ac etiam nomen veftrum in Martirolo- 
gio Capituli noftri, ob perpetuam rci memoriam* 
fpecialiter intituletur.” 

Moll of thefe books are thus named in ** an 
Aft for abolilhing and putting away diverfe books, 
&c.” 3, 4 Edit). VI. c. 10. Antipboners , Grailes , 
Proceffionals , Manuals , Legends , Pies, Portuajfes , 
Primers , Ceucbers , Journals, Ordinals. To which 
are added in the Aft, 3 James I. c. 5. Rofaries , 
Lady P falters and Catecbtfmes. 

Rofaries and Lady Pfalters. “ They confided of 
1 50 Ave Maries and fifteen Pater Nojlers, which 
are faid to have made together fifteen parts of an 
ordinary Crown, and are to be repeated once a

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week by every one who is admitted into the fel- 
lowihip of the Holy Rofarie, who is to contem- 
plate the fifteen divine Myfteries of Jtfus Cbrift, 
and of Marie his Mother, each of them in the ie- 
veral parts of the forefaid Crown or Rofary •, of 
which Myfteries the five firft are called Gamious 5 
the fecond five Dolorous ; and the third five Glori- 
ous. Father " Peter de Medrano tells us, that the 
Rofary is therefore called a Pfalter, becaufe the 
number of 1 50 Ave Maries agrees to or is the fame 
with that of the 150 Pfalms of David: and pre- 
tends, that the rite or ceremony of reciting the 
Marian Rofary , had its beginning from the firft be- 
ing of the Church, and took its rife from the 
Apoftles, out of obedience to the Virgin Mary her- 
felf : though he owns, that the more folemn fefti- 
val of our Lady of the Rofary had its original 
from a famous viftory obtained over the Ti urks at 
fea in the time of Pope Pius V, October 7, 1571. 

Befides thefe I find mention made of the follow- 
ing books. 

j. An Obfequial or BenediSlional ; which, I fup- 
pofe, contained the forms of the profellion of obe- 
dience made to the Pope by Patriarchs, Arch- 
bifhops, Bifhops, Abbats, &c. and of the Bene- 
dictions ufed on this occafion. 

2. A Diurnal, perhaps the fame with the Journal. 

3. A Confefftonal, containing the rules to be ob- 
ferved in hearing and making Confeflions. 

4. A Book of Homilies , perhaps of the fame na- 
ture with the Feftival. 

5. An Obituary , in which were regiftered the 
deaths of the Abbats, Priors, &c,

Of /^ Vestments in ufe in the Church of 
England before the Reformation : 

By the fame . 

I. rpHE Principal Vestment. This is the 
J_ firft mentioned by our Canonift Lyndwood 
of thofe Veftments, which were to be found or 
provided at the charge of the Parifhioners : and 
was to be ufed, as he informs us, “ on the principal 
Holy-days.” It was a Cope made clofe on both 
fides, and open only at the top and bottom •, fo 
that when tne prieft had occaiion to ufe his hands 
he took up the Cope before. This garment was 
richer or finer than ordinary, being fometimes made 
of gold tiffew, of purple or crimfon velvet, &c.- 
as we find by the Inventorys we have of the Jewels 
of parifh churches in thofe times of ignorance and 
fuperftition. Under this Principal Vefimcnt , on 
luch principal days, the Prieft wore 

II. A Chasuble or Chesible, which in the 
Pontifical is called the Sacerdotal or Prieftly Veft- 
ment, as if it was peculiar to that Order. Lyndwood 
tells us, that it was ** called a Cbefible *, becaufe like 
a little cottage it covered all the man.” It was a 
Cope fhorter than the principal Cope, and not 
dole as that was, but open on each fide ; fo that 
the Prieft who ufed it had the free ufe of his hands. 
On the fore and hind part of it there was a large 

a Cafula. 

V6l. II. Z . Crofs. 
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Crofs. It was worn at Mafs, not only by the 
Fried, but by his affiftant Deacon and Sub-deacon ; 
only with this difference, that the Pried’s Chefible 
was rounded at the bottom, whereas the Deacon’s, 
&c. was fquare. This garment was likewife called 
a Planet , to didinguifn it, I fuppofe, from the 
Chefible worn by the Deacon, &c. This the * Ex- 
planation of the Garments, wherewith the Pried is 
habited during the time of Mafs, calls the upper- 
mod Vedment, and obferves, that it exprefies or 
“ fignifies the purple garment the fouldiers put on 
Jesus Christ, Mark xxv, and the heavy crofs 
alfo that Christ carried on his blefled Jhoulders 
to Mount Calvary.” But our Bifhop Cbrijloferfen e 
calls the “ Tunicle the upper Vedment, which the 
Pried putteth upon him lad of all, and which,” he 
fays, “ reprefenteth the purple robe, &c.” 

III. A Dalmatic. The Vedment worn by the 
Pried at Mafs under the Cbafuble. It was a fort of 
¥ itntCy and, very probably, what Bifhop Cbriftofer- 
fon calls a 'Tunicle ; being a garment with fleeves 
like thofe of a Night Gown, and fo long as to 
reach down to the feet, and girt round the wad 
with the Surcingle. 

IV. A Tunic, which was fomewhat fhorter than 
the Dalmatic, and was worn by the Sub deacon, 
when he attended on the Pried at Mafs. 

V. A Cope for the <$uire. This was of the fame 
form, with the Principal Vefiment , or bed Cope. 
Lyndwood obferves, that this garment “ was worn by 
the Pried in the Quire out of Mafs-time, when he 

' performed or celebrated divine Offices there, efpe-

daily 
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daily when he miniftered incenfe at the Altar, or 
faid the Collects there.'* To this Cope, he fays, 
there were thefe following Appendices : , 

1. The Amict or Amess, which the Prieft wore 
on his head. It had a crofs embroidered on that part 
of it which came over the Prieft’s forehead. Of 
what it was made, whether linnen or woollen, 1 
don’t know, but in our Canons of 1572, it is 
called the Gray-Amift, which looks as if it was 
made of woollen cloth. In a Popifh book called 
a Manual of devout prayers , See. its decribed to be 
“ a linnen cloth which the Prieft pulls over his 
face, and fattens in his neck 1 *.” It fignifies, fay 
they, who explain the ceremonies of the Mafs, 
“the Rag of linnen wherewith the Jews blinded 
Christ our Saviour in mockery, when they fmotc 
and buffeted him.” 

2. The Surcingle, called alfo Cingulum empo- 
rium. This Lyndwood reprefents as white, but of 
what materials it was made I know not. It was 
twitted as a rope, and knotted at each end with 
tailels. The name of Surcingle feems to have been 
given to it on account of its being tied over the 
Dalmatic , or Tunicle. It reprefents, the explainers 
of the ceremonies of the Mafs fay, “ the Whip 
wherewith Christ was beat by Pilate .” 

3. The Maniple or Flannel is a ftrip of 
linnen or filk embroidered with crofles, and fring- 
ed at one end j which the Prieft at Mai's twitted 
about his left arm. The Heathen ’ Priefts, when 
they facrificed, ufcd to wear on their left arms, like 
our cooks, a napkin to wipe away the fweat occa- 
fioned by their labour in killing and flaying the 
beaft, and burning its flelh on the altar. In imi-

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ration of them thofe Chriftian Elders, who fancied 
themfelves facrificing Priefts, wore this Maniple , 
though it ferved them more for ornament than for 
tile. The explainers of the ornaments uied at the 
holy facrifice of the Mafs tell us, that this ** Mani- 
ple or Flannel figureth the Rope, wherewith the 
jews did bynde our Saviour Jesus when they 
brought him before Annas ' ’ 

4. A Stole, is a broad piece of white linnen, 
or of filk fringed at both ends, and fometimes 
embroidered with Crofles, worn by the Prieft 
about his neck over the ¥ unicle , fb that it hung 
down before to the middle of the leg. Sometimes 
it was crofs’d upon the Prielt’6 bread, fo as not to 
reach much lower than his knees. The Greeks 
called it Orarium •, and they who explain the myf- 
tical ufe of thefe ornaments tell us, that “ the 
Stole , which the Prieft putteth about his neck, re- 
prefenteth the cord or rope, wherewith our Savi- 
our was hound, when he was beat with whips,” 
By all which it appears, that thefe four laft, 
though mentioned by Ljndwood, as appendices of 
a Cope which was worn in the Quire or Chancel 
out of Mafs-time, or when Mafs was not celebrat- 
ed, are part of the Mafs- habit. Accordingly they 
are all mentioned in the prefent Roman Miftal, 
among the directions for the Prieft’s drefling him- 
felf when he is to celebrate or fay Mafs *. Firft, lie 
puts on the A t mi£l % then the Albe, which he girts 
with the Suraeglf j after that he puts the Maniple 
on his left then fits the Stole about his peck, 
and laft of all takes the Planet or Cbafuble. 

VL An Albe or Aube, ft) called from its being 
made of white linnen, was a garment made full 
and gathered about the neck like a Surplefs, only 
* f>e prspirationc Sacerdotis celcbr^tur}- 

to 
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the fleeves were clofe at the hands, like thofe of 
a Night-gown, or gathered like a Ihirt- fleeves. On 
them were fquare flaps, . as likewife at the bottom 
before and behind to flgnifle, as the explainers of 
tbefe rites tell us, “ the four nails driven into 
Christ’s hands and feet.” The Rubric in the 
Mals-book orders it to be adjufted, when its put 
on, as that it fhould flow equally, or all rounds 
0 'finger’s breadth or therabouts above the ground.” 

VII. A Sur<pleSs, fo called becaufe worn over 
the Pelles, the lkins or furs with which the Monks 
and Priefts were habited, is an Alb, with large 
open fleeves, that hung down almoft to the border 
of it. It uied to have a Crucifix embroidered on 
the back of it, and to be laced round the neck 
and fleeves. For which reafon the firft Englijh Li- 
turgy orders the Prieft to wear a plain Albe or Sur- 
plefs. Every parifh was ordered to have three of 
thefe Veftments ; viz. one for the Prieft, Deacon, 
and Sub-deacon. 

. VIII. A Roc^ex ; which differs from a Surplefs 
and Albe , in that it is without fleeves, and is or- 
dered to be worn by the Clark that minifters to the 
Prieft, or by the Prieft himfelf, when he baptizes 
and wants to have his arms at liberty and difen- 
cumbered. 

Thefe were Veftments, which by Archbifhop 
Arundel's Conftitution, A. D. 1305, the parifht- 
oners of the feveral parifhes were to find at their 
cofts and charges. But by the Inventories of the 
Church Jewels at that time we find there were be- 
fides all thefe Hoods, which were worn by the 
Priefts over their Surplices f Thefe were lined and 
furred, according fo the degree, I fuppofe, of the 
perfon who wore them. By whom thefe were 
found it is not faid : but they not being to be 

provided 
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provided at the cofts of the parilhioners, they muft 
Jiatfe been either bought by the Priefts, or be the 
gift of fome devout benefa&or. ; . 

All thefe Veftments above mentioned in general, 
and in particular, God was invoked to “ purifie, 
blefs, fan&ifie and confecrate, by the virtue of the 
Holy Ghojl, and to water or bedew from above with 
his Grace : n to effeft which the Pfieft made the 
lign of the Crofs on them, and fprinkled them with 
Holy Water.

Lenten- Altar-clef hs; becaufe they were to be ufed in 
the feafon of Lent. 

2*. Towels; cz\\ Houjling Towels. ' Of thefe there 
were three. Thus the Rubric before the Mafs 
book appoints : “ Hoc altare operiatur tribus 
mappis feu tobaleis mundis viz. the upper one 
oblong, and reaching to the ground, the other two 
Shorter, or one of them doubled. Thefe were all 
to be blefled by the Bilhop, or by feme one who 
had power fo to do.

The Rubric of the Mafs-book orders, that 
the Prieft,when he approaches to the Altar, ftiould 
itand before the lowermoft ftep of . it, and pro- 
foundly bow to this Crofs, placed above Upon the 
altar : “ Cum pervenerit ad altare, flaps ante illius 
infimum graduni, caput detegit, et aitari; feu imagini 
crucifix* defuper pofita prof unde inclinat .” 

34. Two Gandlefticks with lighted Candles, one 
: at each end of the Altar. 

35. A Cloth for the Redtor’s Stool. 

36/ A Monfir ante of filver. By its name it Ihould 
, be fpr lhew. 

Such were; the trinkets or implements- of 
^Churches in. thofe days of ignorance, and fupertti- 
• tion, when toys and baubles to pleafe and divert 
children were admired and valued, as if they -vvere 
the principal part of Religion.

given us, that in fucli pages of Mr. Collier’s Eccle- 
laftical Hiftory, Vol. II, as are there mentioned, 
the Bilhop’s “ miftakes, defective reafonings, and 
partialities” in his I and II Volumes of the Hiftory 
of the Reformation are plainly difcovered : and 
that thefe “ mifperformances” of his are “ appa- 
rent and undeniable.” This, I fuppofe, the Ad- 
vertifer thought to be the ftiortelt way with the 
Bifhop, and a moft compendious method of de- 
ftroying his credit and reputation. And fo indeed 
. It Would be, was what he fo confidently affirms as 
implicitly and without any examination be ieved.

Colfaf’s foond Volume here referred to wa^ 
publiifoed long enough, before the Bifhop’s death 
Ifer his I;prdftHp to pe?vde, Accordingly theBilhop 
gave thi§ charade* of is, that “ the learned Writer 
feds his Hjftory often? in his. way, — — bu£ 

deftgosal! through to fet fuch Remsrkson his, as 
if- they were well grounded, muft deftrpy the credit 
it: has hitherto obtained-” 

Without apy breach of charity we may welj 
fuppofe this was Mr. Collier's defign ; but with 
what luccefc he has managed it 1 leave you or any 
One to judge, after haying considered the following 
Qbfervations on the places particularly fpeciSed id 
thft forementioned Advertifement, 

The. firft is page io, n : where our learned 
Church Hjftoriao rallies the Bifiiop as the author 
pf ‘ v a. veryi feyere charge upon the then Church of 
England , and guilty of a miftajce in matter of 
fad,” in faying, that when Popery prevailed here 
Parents “ teaching their children the Lord’s 
Prayer, the Ten ; Commandments, and the Creed* 
in the Vulgar Tongue, was crime enough to bring 
them to the ftake.” To juftify this cenfure of thfl 
Rifhop, Mr. Collier tells us, “ The B?ithop cites 
Fox. for his authority, and that Fox cites no other 
authority than one Mother Hall." Let Fox now 
be turned to Vo!. II, p. 40, there you’ll -find Bilhop 
Longland’ s Regifter tranfcribed to prove, that feve- 
ral were delated for teaching and learning the Ten 
Commandments, Pater Nqlter, Ave, and- Creed in 
E»gltfi>,w\ were forced to abjure thejr doing fo to 
h«ve thshr liberty,. Why were they tq “ abjure,” 
if? their learning- the Ten Commandments, &c. in 
Engii/b wn# no crime ? I dpnt find that Mr. Collier 
offers to aflcrt, that there was at this time any 
Tranflation of the Ten Commandmept?>. $tc. into 
A a z Engttjh 
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Englijh allowed of by the then Church of England. 
"What Tranflation there was of them feems to -have 
been made by that famous Reformer, Dr. John 
Wiclif. Now by a Conllitution of Archbifhop 
Arundel any who read any little book or Tradl of 
'John Pffclif, without its being firft examined and 
approved by one of the Univerfities, was decreed 
and ordained to fuffer as a promoter of fchifm and 
herefy : in other words, this was “ enough to bring 
them to the flake.” As to what Mr. Collier adds, 
c * That the Lollards {truck at the fundamentals of 
the Church, and had very dangerous opinions 
both with refpedt to faith and property ” whatever 
truth there may be in the former part of the cen- 
fure, if by Church he means the then Church of 
England , there is none in the latter, as Mr. Collier 
would have known had he kept to his matter j 
Juvat integros accedere fontes. 

P. 19. C. a. Mr. Collier refers to Anthony liar- 
mar , whom he calls “ a learned Remarker, as ob- 
lerving, that what the Bifhop fays of the Religious 
in his Hiflory, Part I. pag. 22. is a very hard cen- 
fure upon a whole Order of men.” But that this is 
no falfe cenfure is plain from the writers quoted by 
the judicious Bifhop Sanderfon, ad Populutn Ser- 
mon. IV, who gives this character of the Monks, 
& c. “ Evil beafls, flow bellies, flail-fed Monks 

and Friers who by their fenfual wallowing 

in all eafe and idlenefs, and fulnefs of bread, and 
(the fruits of thefe) in abominable and prodigious 
filthinefs and luxury, became as Proverbs and 
By-words in the mouths and pens of men of all 
forts.” The Bifhop has not run a greater length 
of fatyr than this, upon the inflgniflcancy and mif- 
behaviour of the Religious. Its reporting a falfe 
fadt to affirm, as Mr. Collier does, that the Bifhop 
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^‘refers to the reign of King Edgar*, for the Monks 
fettlement here in England” His Lordihip only re- 
fers to thofe days for the beginning of the increafe 
of Monkery here. “ From the days of King Ed- 
gar” fays he, “ the ftate of Monkery had been 
ftill growing in England” The time his Lordihip 
refers to, of their mifbehaviour and “ giving them- 
felves up to idlenefs and pleafure, is, when they 
were fettled in molt Cathedrals of England, and 
were every where poflelfed of the beft Church- Be- 
nefices •” which every body knows was long after 
King Edgar's days. 

P. 531 Col. I. Mr* Collier reflefts on the Bilhop, 
as “ charging the Oxford Antiquary with giving 
credit to a lying ftory let down by Saunders ” 
whereas, he fays, “ tis plain Wood makes no life of 
Saunders' s authority, but cites the Records of the . 
Univerfity for the main of his narrative.” Let 
Wood be confulted and the reader truft his own 
eyes, if he dare do it. Its true Wood does not 
name Saunders , but he tells the ftory which Saun- 
ders tells, and that, as the Bilhop fays, “ without any 
proof.” So far is Wood from citing the Records of 
the Univerfity for the main of this narrative of an 
?* afiembly called in the night,” &c. o^ “de clandel- 
tino Togatorum purpuratorum conventu,” that ho 
does not cite them at all for any part of this ftory. 
Mr. Collier adds, that the “ inftrument to which 
the Univerfity fet their feal was agreed on in a 
Convocation of all the Doctors and Mailers, as 
well Regents as Non Regents, giving power to the 
Doctors and Batchellors of Divinity to determine 
the matter, &c ; the original whereof, the Bilhop . 
fays, Lord Herbert faw, though that Lord calls it 
an original in one place, yet after the recital he 
makes no more of it than a blurr’d’ copy.” But 
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Mr< Collier^ feems not to have minded what he was 
writing, fince he obferves that “ Lord Herbert 
makes no fcruple to confefs thai< t» not probable 
that it ihould be intended for the King in that 
manner.’* No nor in any other manner. For what 
ufe could an inftrumeat be of to the King, which 
was only to empower the Do&ors, 8tc. to anfwer 
the King’s queftion, and to ict the: leal of the Unk 
yerfity to their conclufion ? 

Col. 2. Mr. Collier remarks, that the- Bifhop 
miftook in guefling Dr. Edmonds to be Bilhop Bob* 
ner , which is true. 

. Pag. 68, 69. Mr. Collier finds fault with the 
Englifls, Tranflation of the oath of obedience, which 
the Popifh Bilhops took to the Pope. But he hunts 
on a falfe feent. 

1. He miftakes it for tho Bi (hop’s tranflation : 
whereas his Lordlhip copied it from Hall with 
feme few corrections of undoubted miftakes. How 
his Lordlhip , would have tranflated it may be feen 
in the Appendix to the “ Vindication of the Ordina* 
tions of the Church of England ” 

a. Mr. Collier finds fault, with its bring “ tranftat* 
ed refifi and perfecute whereas, he fays, the words 
“ in the Original ,ar tprofeqmr,et impugnabo” W hat he 
calls the Original I don’t know : But in Pope Gre- 
gory's! form this claufe was entirely, wanting j as it 
was in that in Archbilhop Chichele's life. In the 
form which the Bilhop tranferibed the words arc 
rtfift* and perfecute \ as the reader may fee with hi$ 
own eyes by, turning to fol. 205, of Hall's Chron.

Our learned 
Hiftorian follows his ftroak by adding, that in

Page 9 6. Col. i. Mr. Collier charges the Bifhop 
with “ mifreprefenting the Univerfities, Clergy and 
Religious, and wrongfully chargbg them with 
conftant oppofition to the Reformation.” . 

And yet Mr. Collier himfelf fays,' Page'45. Col. 

1. that the leading Churchmen thought till in- 
novation dangerous, and that the fundatnentals.of 
Religion might fuffer this way.:” which to me 
feems exactly the fame account that is given by the 
, Bifhop ; ,Hifiory, &c. Voh I. p. 83. See likewifc 
Hall’s Chf-pi). fol. 188, 189, R. Hen. VIII. 

Page 104, Col. 1. Mfi Collier infults the Bifhop 
for, his calling Cromwell’s office of “Viccr.gereht and 
Vicar-generai two different places j” affirming they 
“ were held by two different commiffions, and not 
recollecting his miftake.when his Lordfhip met' 
with Cromwell’s commiflion for Vicar-general.” But 
there is this to be faid for his Lordfhip \ that it 
appears by the King’s commiffion . to thofe' whom 
Cromwell had deputed to. be the King’s commiffa- 
ries, under him, that Cromwell, was ftiled Vice-ge- 
rent ^ Vicar-general , Special and Principal Com- 
miffary and Official. Now its plain from Lyndwood 
that “ Vicarioxum generdliitm poteftas differt ab Of- 
ficialium Principalium potentate,” Why might not 
then the power of a Vice-gerent differ from, that of 
a Vicar-general ? The ACt 31 Hen. VIII, c. 10. 
appoints the Vice-gerent to fit upon the fame 
Form that the Archbifhop of Canterbury fittsth on, 
and above the fame Archbifhop. Bifhop Stilling- 
feet feems to have thought the offices of Vice-gerent

and Vicar-general two different offices : Thus he 
expreffes himfelf : “ By virtue of this ACt 26 Hen. 
VIII, c. 1. Cromwell was made Vice-gerent and 
Vicar-general, for both are in the fame eommif- 
fion.” And yet it appears that Cromwell was fum- 
moned to Parliament by the title of the King’s 
Vicar general in Spirituals. As to the Bilhop’s 
“ meeting with Cromwell' s Commiffion for Vicar- 
general,” it does not appear that his Lordfhip ever 
met with it. Mr. Collier very roundly affirms, that 
** it is {till extant,” and refers to a copy of it in his 
Collection. But befides that what we find there is 
only a piece of a Commiffion, Mr. Collier himfelf 
calls it “ King Henry the eighth’s Commiffion in 
allowance of the deputation made by Cromwell Vi- 
car-general.” 

Page 108. Col. 2. Mr. Collier accufes the Bilhop 
of faying, that “ about the end of the eighth cen- 
tury the Monks poffeffed themfelves of the greateft 
part of the riches of the Nation, — the belt part 
of the foil of England .” But this is very foul mif- 
reprefentatioti. The Bifhop’s words are “ about 
the end of the eighth century the Danes began to 
make their defcents into England, and made every 
where great depredations * and finding the Monks 
Jiad poffeffed themfelves, of the greateft part of 
the riches, of the Nation, they made their moft 
frequent inroads upon thefe places where they 
knew the richeft fpoyl was to be found.” 'I hefe 
words of the Biftiop, fairly conftrued, cannot 
be underftood precifely of the time when the Danes 
began to make their defcent, viz. 750, or as others 
write, 754, 870. Thefe defcents of theirs con- 
tinued till 1009 : during which time our Hiffo- 
rians affure us, that they did plunder many of the 
iMonafteries, and take from them a great many 
Vol. II. Bb valuable 
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valuable things, both in Gold and Silver, to wit, 
Crofies, Chances, and Candlefticks. See the Saxon 
Chronicle. What the Biihop fays pf the Religious 
having ** the beft part of the foil of England. , is 
in his preface to the Second Volume of his Hiftory ; 
where nis Lordihip writes of “ the Difcovery of 
the Impofture of pulsatory,” which muft refer to 
the time of the Reformation ; when Bifhop Saun- 
derfon tells us, they were “ Lords of little lefs than 
one half the Temporalties [Lordfhips, &c.] of the 
Kingdom.” 

Page 109. Col. 1. Mr. Collier' calls the Bifhop’s 
faying, that the tranflation of the Scriptures into 
the. Vulgar tongue, continued till the ftate of 
Monkery rofe : And then, when they engrofled the 
Riches, and the Popes the Dominion of the World, 
it was not confiftent with thefe defigns, nor with 
the arts ufed to promote them, to let the Scriptures 
be much known,” a fevere accu/ation and attempts 
to difprove it. But how ? Why by Ihewing what 
nobody denies, that the Holy Scriptures were 
tranflated into the Saxon tongue. But is it not a 
notorious fadt, that afterwards they were read in 
the Churches in Latin, and the people denied the 
life of them ? Can Mr. Collier fay that the Scrip- 
tures were tranflated into the Englffh fpoken after 
the Conqueft, till Dr. Wiclif undertook it, viz. 
above 300 Years ? No •, its a juft obfervation made 
by Mr. Wharton , that the ** means of greater 
knowledge were ftudioufly hidden from the people, 
the ignorance of the Laity was fo advantageous to 
the intereft of the Clergy.” Infomuch that we are 
affured by Richard Fitzraugh, Archbilhop of Ar- 
magh, 1357, that he had “ lent 3 or 4 of the Rec- 
tors of Parilh Churches in his Diocefe to Oxford 
and that they were forced to return back to their 
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own Country Ireland , becaufe they could not buy or 
have a Bible to ufe, or any other Books of Divini- 
ty ; they being all bought up by the Friers, &c.” 
Page 170. Col. 2. Our learned Church Hifto- 
rian accufes the Bifhop of “ mifreporting Bonner” 
becaufe his Lordfhip intimates he was of the “ Po- 
fijh party,” when he took out the King’s Commif- 
fion for his Bifhoprick, 1 539. “ Fox” our Hif- 

torian fays, “ has given feveral inftances to prove, 
that Bonner , till the Fall of Cromwell, was a zealous 
promoter of the Reformation, which is likewise 
afterwards confefs’d by the Bifhop who fays of 
him, Hiftor. part I. p. 299, “ Now Bonner began 
to fhcw his nature. Hitherto he had a< 5 led another 
part. For being moft extremely defirous of pre- 
ferment, he had l'o complied with Cromwell and 
Cranmer , that they had great confidence in him,*’ 
Juft as John Duke of Northumberland afled in the 
next reign. Does Mr. Collier himfelf really believe 
that ever Bonner was not of the Popijb party, or 
that bond fide, and by principle he was a “ zealous 
promoter of the Reformation ?” 

Page 173. Col. 2. Mr. Collier fays of the Bifhop 
that he “ cenfures our Hiftorians without proof.’* 
Becaufe his Lordfhip fays, “ fome of our own 
writers deferve a very feVere cenfure who write, that * 
the Abbots of Glaftenbury, Reading ', and Cokbefter, 
were attainted of high Treafon for denying the 
King’s Supremacy for which his Lordfnip givos 
this reafon, which one would think was a good 
one, that “ the whole Clergy, but moft particular- 
ly the Abbots, had over and over again acknow- 
ledged the King’s Supremacy.” But there’s no 
luch thing as the Biihop’s pleafing Mr. Cottier. But 
a few pages before he blames the Bilhop for inifre- 
prefenting and wrongfully charging the Religious 
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as conftant oppofers of the Reformation, when they 
had made “ a general renunciation of the Popes 
Supiemacy.” 

But now the tables are turned, and we are told 
that “ peoples opinions alter fometimes, and Con- 
fcience and Courage improve,” for a proof of 
' which he inftances in Gardiner , who had “ folemn- 
ly renounced the Pope’s Authority, but notwith- 
ftanding all his declaiming, there were violent pre- 
fumptions that he had fecretly reconciled himfelf 

• to the Pope.” To which inftance he might have 
added that of Frier Foreft , one of the Obfervant 

■Triers, who, its faid, declared that “ he tooke the 
Oath with his outward man, but his inward map 
never confented thereunto.” Rare examples of 
Confcience and Courage improving !” 

Page 181. Col. 1. Mr. Collier contradi&s the 
Bifhop’s faying that “ it is certain Lord Cromwell 
was a Lutheran ;” and will have it that he “ died 
in the Communion of the then Church of Eng- 
land And ytt he “readily grants that Cromwell 
was no Papift at his death ;” But then, fays he, 
its pretty plain he was no Proteftant neither.” So 
that it feems “ the then Churdh of England , or the 
Religion profefled by King Henry the vmth,” was 
^neither Lutheran, Popijh, nor Proteftant. 

• Pape j 87: Col. 1. Our learned Hiftorian ob- 
ftrves, "that the Bifhop “ goes too deep in his cen- 
tre,” when he fays, that “ in the time of Popery 
there had been few Sermons but in Lent, — and that 
the people had ; been little afcquainted with the fun- 
'damentals of Chriftianity.” i! ’ 

' Mr. {Vbarton feems to me to fay fomething like 
this when he'oblerves, that 41 all genuine and ra- 
tional knowledge -of Religion, had generally given 
■blace to fabulous Legends and' Romantic Stories.”

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For a fpecimen of the preaching then ufed, fee 
the Feftival printed for Wynkyn de Worde 1532. 

Col. 2. Mr. Collier tells us that the Bifhop’s 
“ taking notice,” ‘ that none were to preach with- 
out a particular Licenfe from the King, or his 
' Diocefan, &c.’ ‘‘ is plainly miftaking the matter.” 
But with fubmiflion it is not. The. Aft 34, 35 
Hen.VlU, c. r, provided, that “ no manner of per- 
fon, &c. ffiall take upon him or them to read, 
preach, or teach openly to other in any Church, 
&c. unlefs he be fo appointed thereunto -by the 
King’s Majefty or by any Ordinary.” 

Page 219. Col. 1. Mr. Collier correfts the Bilhop 
for faying, that “ by King Henry's Letters Patent,” 
granted to the.Biffiops for holding their Bifhop- 
ricks, it is clear, that the Epifcopal Funftion 
was acknowledged to be of Divine appointment.?* 
“ The Commiffion,” fays Mr. Collier , “ fcems to 
be embarrafied and inconfiftent.” Suppofing it is, 
he owns, that “ the claufe per” as, he mifreads it,, 
' for prater, “ et ultra ea qua tibi et facris Liter is divi~ 
stilus commijfa ejje dignofcuntur, does impart a Divine 
Authority.” A Divine Authority to do what ? 
Why to exercife the Epifcopal Funftion. Is not 
thisfo acknowledge the Funftion to be of Divine 
Appointment? 

Page 220. Col. 2. Mr. Collier, in exprefs contra- 
diftidn to the Bifhop, who had faid, that “ the 
Privy Council’s Authority had. been raifed fo high 
by 3 1 Hen. VIII, c. 8, that they were impowered 
Sufficiently for difplacing” the Lord Chancellor or 
putting him out of his Office, affirms, that “ if 
the Privy Council had- no other , warrant to fupport 
their proceedings than this Aft* ’us pretty plain 
■they^ exceeded their Authority : The Statute,” he 
fays, ‘‘relates only to proclamations > and it is 
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exprefsly provided, that the words, meaning and in- 
tent of this Alt be not underfood, &c, that by virtue 
of it any of the King’s liege people, &c. Jhould have 
any of bis or her Inheritances, lawful Poffeffions, Of- 
fices, Liberties , Privileges, Francbifes, Goods or Chat- 
tels taken from them. Which word “ Office,” the 
learned Hiftorian fays, “ brings the Lord Chan- 
cellor's Cafe fully within the faving of the Statute.** 
As if after the making this ftatute the King’s 
Highnefs with the advice of his Honourable Coun- 
fell, could not difpoffefs a Lord Chancellor of his 
Office, or that the Office of a Lord Chancellor was 
*n Office of Inheritance. But for this I refer my- 
felf to chafe who are learned in our Laws. 

Page 247. Col. 1. Mr. Collier oppofes the learn- 
ed Dr. Hammond to the Bifhop, as of “a different 
Sentiment” from his Lordlhip ; who affirmed, that 
** it is certain that confeffion to a prieft is no where 
.enjoined in the Scripture.” Of this I Ihould have 
taken no notice was it not one of the places referr’d 
to in the Advertifement ; it being nothing to the 
Hiftory of the Reformation, what the Sentiments 
are of Dr. Hammond or Bilhop Burnet. But to 
prove that Confeffion to a Prieft is fomewhere in- 
joined in Scripture, Mr. Collier tells us, “ Dr. 
Hammond obferves, that the King’s MS. has the 
-particle & therefore , and that this plainly refers the 
Exhortation to the 14th Verfe, where the Sick per- 
son is dire&ed to call for the Elders of the Church” 
To this I think it fufficient at prefent to fay, that 
the Do&ors of this Church are gefterally of a 
** different Sentiment,” particularly the Compilers 
of the feeond Tome of Homilies , $6 c. in die fecond 
part of the Homily of Repentance. 

In the 2d. CoL The Bilhop is chaftifed for giv- 
ing “ > reafon that is not ftrong enough w fopport 
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Aflertion.” The Aflertion is, that in the- M pri- 
mitive Church there vtas no obligation to confefa 
fee ret Sins.” The Reafon given by the Bifhop 
for this Aflertion is, that “ all the Canons were 
about publick fcandals.” Does Mr. Collier deny 
this ? or does he produce any Canon obliging men* 
&c. to confefs their fecret Sins, make a difeovery 
of their Lives, open their minds, and lay even 
their thoughts before a Prieft ? No. How then 
does it appear that there was in the Primitive 
Church any obligation to confefs fecret Sins ? 
Why Mr. Collier fays,“ They who confefled private- 
ly were ordered to do open penance.” But by what 
Authority were they fo ordered, if all the Canons 
were about public Scandals ? The words quoted 
by Mr. Collier don’t prove this Aflertion of his j 
eas autem flare fine communione jujferunt donee implc- 
relur Temptis penit entire. Surely Men and Women 
may abftain from the Communion for a time, and 
yet not do public penance. Mr. Bingham aflures 
us, that “ as to private crimes they laid no neceflity 
upon the Confciences of men, to make either pub- 
lic or private Confeflion of them to any befides 
God, to qualify them for the Communion.” 

Page 248. Col. 1. Mr. Collier tells us, that the 
Bilhop “ fomewhat miftakes matter of Fad:,” in 
reporting, that at the time of the Reformation 
there was “ a total difufe of all publick Cenfure 
and proves it by Jane Shore's doing public penance 
in King Edward V time. Then he obferves that 
Heylin gives a different account from that of the 
Bifhop of the reception of the New Communion 
Book. The Bifhop- had faid that “ it was received 
pver England without any oppofition.” Heylin tells 
us, that “ in Obedience unto the Lords of the 
Council’s commands, to caufe the laid Book to be 

delivered

delivered to every Parfon, Vicar, &c. as all the 
Bifhops did not perform their parts alike, fo many 
Parifh Priefts, not being willing to advance fo 
good a Work, laboured to difaffedt the people to 
the prefent Government. And to that end it was 
endeavoured in their Sermons to poflefs their Au- 
ditors with an ill opinion of the King.” But the 
Bilhop obferVes that “ complaints were brought 
of Gardiner, that he did fecretly detract from the 
King’s proceedings, and that the Popilh Clergy 
began generally to have it fpread among them, that 
though they had acknowledged the King’s Supre- 
macy, yet they had never owned the Council’s Su- 
premacy.” But for all this it may be true, that 
however the New Communion Book might be fe- 
cretly difliked, it might be received without any 
let or public oppofition. 

Page 262. Col. 1. The Bilhop is charged with 
“ a miftake in affirming that the Englijh Clergy 
were not by any vow precluded from Marriage'* 
To prove this, the Bilhop obferves, that “ the 
Rites of the Roman Pontifical did not oblige them 
to ccelibate. The words were. Wilt thou follow 
Chafiity, and Sobriety ? to which the Subdeacon 
anfwered I will. But that there was no fuch Quef- 
tion or Anfwer made in the forms of the Ordina- 
tion of the Englijh Clergy.” What now does Mr. 
Collier fay to this ? Why that “ by a Canon of the 
Council of JVinchefter held under Lanfrank , thole 
who were ordain’d Priefts or Deacons had a form 
preferib’d them for renouncing Matrimony.” And 
is not this a demonftration that the Englijh Clergy 
were obliged at their ordination to profefs Chafti- 
ty ? The learned writer of the Dreatije of the Celi- 
bacy of the Clergy, would have Ihewn Mr. Collier , 
that neither the Canon of Lanfranc , nor the prohi- 
bition 
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bition of’yinfelm, in' relation to the Clergys marry* 
ing, were regarded by the Englijh Clergy : that 
many of them Ihut up the doors of their Churches 
„ and omitted all Divine Service : and that the ufe 
of Marriage was yet retained by the Clergy of the 
Church of England in the middle of the 14th Age. 
What a heavy charge muft this be on them, if 
they were precluded from Marriage by any Vow at 
their Ordination ! Mr. Collier adds, that “ as to 
the charge of the Licentioufnefs of the Priefts, *tis 
to be hoped the Bifhop has fet it too high.” Tho* 
all his Lordfhip fays, is “ that thefe laws againft 
the Marriage of the Clergy had brought a great 
deal of uncleannefs into the Church.” Mr. Collier 
himfelf allows, that for the practice of “ their en- 
tertaining Women under the Character of Concu- 
bines, the Clergy had Licenfe from their Bifhop 
and it appears by the Ads of the Metropolitical 
Vifitation of Archbifhop IVarham , that in the two 
little Diocefes of Bangor 5 nd Saint Davids , above 
80 Priefts were adually prefented for Inconti- 
nency. 

Page 281. Col. 2. The “ Anfwer,” reported 
by the Bifhop to be made in defence of Bonner's 
Deprivation is by Mr. Collier found fault with as 
“ Teeming fhort of Satisfadion.” But this is to dif- 
fuse not to write Hiftory t or however to be an Hif- 
torian of Opimons r not of Falls. Mr. Collier has a 
mind to let us know that his. opinion is, that an 
Englijh Bifhoprick is a pure “Ecclefiaftical Charge,” 
without any Temporal Jurifdidion. 

Page 282. Col. 1. The Bifhop is accufed of 
“ mifreporting matter of Fad in the account” he 
gives “ of the Emperor Conjlantine's proceeding 
againft the Bifhops.” Mr. Collier won’t allow the 
' Emperour ta have any -thing to do to Judge of the 
Voi. II. C c Sentence 
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Sentence patted oh a Biihop, but that he Ihould 
Only “ fettle matter of Fafr, fee the records in- 
fpeCted,” and execute the Church’s Judgement. 
But Socrates exprefsly aflerts, that Paul Biihop of 
Conjlantinople was deprived of that Bilhoprick by 
the Emperour Conjlantius , who, he fays, appointed 
Eufebius in his room. 

Page 305. Col. 2. The Bilhop’s faying that 
♦-* the Canon Law not being rectified, and the 
King’s being in the Pope’s room, &c. feems an in- 
sufficient defence” of the proceedings againft Biihop 
Gardiner. But it does hot appear that the Biihop 
Over defigned this obfervation for a defence of them, 
lince he fays that thefe circumftances “ rather ex- 
cufed than juftified, this hard meafure Gardiner met 
■With.” 

Page 316. Col. 1. The Biihop is reflected on 
for faying that “ it was generally believed, that all 
this pretended Confpiracy, upon which the Duke of 
Smerfet was condemned, was only a Forgery.” But 
-thus Grafton , who lived at this time, tells us, that 
“ the Duke being condemned, the people fpake 
*diverfly and murmured againft the Duke of Nor- 
Cumberland, and agaihft forrie other of the Lordes for 
the condemnation of the faid Duke, and alfo, as the 
Common fame went* the King’s Majeftie took it not 
•in gobd part.” This fure is fufficient to Ihew what 
■Wa i then the general belief. / 

y Page 317. Col. 1. “ The Character,” which the 
‘Biihop here gives “ of the Duke of Somerfet” Mr. 
Collier fays, “ runs him on a ftrong inconliftency 
With what he had writ before.” The Biihop had 
obferved, page 134,- That “ it was alfo faid, that 
a courfe of unufual greatnefs had raffed the Duke 
too high, lb that he -did not carry himlelf to the 
: Nobility with that Equality, which they expetted 

from 
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•from him;” And here he fays, that “ he was 
humble and affable in his Greatnefs •” fo he might 
jbe, and yet “ not carry himfelf toward the Nobi- 
lity with that equality which they expected.” Grafton 
lays, “ He was of Nature very gentle and pitiful, 
and was beheaded to the lamentable fight and grief 
of thoufands, that praifed God for him, and en- 
tirely loved him.” 

Page 317. Col. 2. The Biftiop is faid by Mr. 
Collier , to “ run out into a general invedtive againft 
all Bifhops who concern themfelves with affairs of 
State, and Civil Jurifdidtion.” But this is mif- 
reprefentation. What the Bifhop argues againft is, 
■** Bifhops forfaking their fees to undertake fecular 

affairs, their being chiefly employed in all 

affairs and offices of ftate. their thrufting 

themfelves into the courts of Princes, and arnhiti- 
oufly pretending to the Adminiftration of Matters 
, of ftate.” And let Mr. Collier , if he can, recon- 
cile fuch behaviour to the Holy Scripture, their. 
Ordination vows, or the Canons of the Church. . 

Page 318. Col. 1. Its infinuated as if the Bilhop 
confuted himfelf -by faying that “ the ignorance 
of thole ages of Charles the Great and his Son, 

• made it in a manner neceftary t that the Bilhops 
fhould have a lhar.e in all public Councils, and be 
chiefly employed in all affairs, and offices of 
ftate.” As if there was no difference betwixt its 
being neceffary y &c. and their thrufting themfelves 

. into thefe “ eccentric” employments. • 

Page 348. ,Col. 2. Our Bifliop’s veracity is dif- 
pUted in faying that “ one Beal informs us that in 

• many places of the Country, Men were cholen for 
i Queen Mary's firft parliament by force and threafs, 
&c.” But we have the fame account given us by 
Mr. Fox, and .Me. Strype of one John Hales , who 
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in an Oration fpoken to Queen Elizabeth told her 
Majefty fo. 

Page 354. Col. 1. The Bilhop is charged with 
** writing wide of matter of Fa< 5 t,” becaufe his 
Lordlhip fays, “ it was refolved that Cranmer 
lhould be ftill efteemed Archbilhop, till he was 
folemnly degraded according to the Canon Law 
"Whereas Mr. Collier fays, “ immediately after Cran- 
mer' s attainder his See was declared void, &c.” 
But the Bilhop was not fo ignorant as not to know 
that, according to our Law, Cranmer was look’d 
upon as diverted of his Archbilhoprick, being a 
perfon attainted. The Queftion was, whether he 
was fo reputed by the Pope’s Canon Law ? If he 
was, one would think the Pope would not have 
made out a procefs againrt him, cited him to ap- 
pear at Rome, and pronounced a formal fentence of 
deprivation againrt him. 

Page 365. Col. 2. A Charge of “ mifinforma- 
tion” is brought againrt the Bilhop, for writing 
that “Bilhop Barlow was never married Where- 
as, fays Mr. Collier , “ Barlow had five Daughters, 
married to five Bilhops. He had likewife a Son.” 
This he took from Harmer : But if Mr. Strype be 
right, Harmer was mifinformed, as well as the 
Bilhop, for, according to him, “ Barlow had j even 
Sons and five Daughters.” 

Page 3 66. Col. 1. Again the Bilhop is reflected 
on as “ mounting the rigour” ufed to the reformed 
Clergy in Queen Mary's reign, “ beyond matter of 
Fa£t Becaufe his Lordlhip fays, that “ the mar- 
ried Clergy were all fummarily deprived.” No, 
fays Mr. Collier , “ a years time was allowed the 
Clergy to abjure their herefy and put away their 
Wives : there are many procefies and deprivations 
of Married Clergymen entered in the Canterbury 
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Regifter : from whence it follows, the cuftomary 
Forms were obferved, and that they were not all 
fummarily deprived.” But the Learned Hiftorian 
feems not to know the meaning of this Law Term 
Summarie. He fhould therefore have confulted 
Lanfranc de Oriano Pradlica Judiciaria. TheBilhop, 
its plain, exprefled himfelf in the very terms of 
the commiflions granted on this occafion. viz. Ne- 
gotio illis fummarie et de piano, fine ullo Jlrepitu et 
figura judicii expo fit 0 et declarato. — per fummariam 
examinationem et difcujfionem negotii per vos fiendam. 

Col. 2. The Bifhop is faid to make “ a hard 
refledfcion on the Honourable Houfe of Commons’* 
1554: becaufe he tells us, that “ Gardiner had 
before hand prepared them by giving the moft 
confiderable of them Penfions.” As if this was 
more than the learned Heylin had faid of Edward 
VI firft parliament, viz. that “ the Cards were fo 
well pack’d by Sir Ralph Sadler , that there was no 
need of any other fhuffling till the end of the 
Game.” 

Page 398. Col. 2. Mr. Collier tells us, that the 
Bilhop “ makes a Tragical complaint of the Ra- 
fure, and Deftrudtion of Records in this reign.” 
His Lordlhip’s words are, “ It is not upon record 
how they executed this Commilfion, to fearch all 
Regifters, to find out both the profeffions made 
againft the Pope, and the Scrutinies made in Ab- 
bies, but the effedts of it appear in the great de- 
fedtivenefs of the Records, in many things of Con- 
fcquence, which are razed and loft.” 

Mr. Collier's bufinefs is to lhew that t( there was 
no fuch Rafures.” He is pleafed toobferve, that 
“ the defign of this fearch was to inform the 
Queen of the Contents of fuch lnftruments, and 
that they might be coofidered, and difpofed of as 

her 
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her Majefty thought fit.” But it appears by the 
Commifiion, that the Contents of thefe Inftruments 
were already come to her Majefty’s knowledge and 
under Jl (Hiding. What now could be the meaning qF 
this Commiflion to have brought before the Com- 
miflioners, all and Jingular the J aid Accounts, Books , 
Scroles, Injiruments, or other writings concerning the 
premijjes, but to prevent the fuppofed mifchfef of 
them, which is faid to be the tending to fubvert 
and overthrow all good Religion, and Religious 
Houles ? Mr. Collier particularly inftances in fome 
of thefe Accounts, Books , &c. being extant after 
the execution of this Commifiion. But the Bifhop 
does not fay, that the records were all razed and 
loft, but only that “ many things of Confequence” 
in them were razed : And truely this is too fure to 
be ferioufly denied. 

Page 404. Col. 1. Mr. Collier queftions the 
truth of the Bilhop’s faying, that “ he found it 
faid that fome advifed that cpurts of Inquifition, 
like thofe in Spain, might be fet up in England'* 

. This the learned Hiftorian treats as a falfehood of 
the Bifhops own Invention. “ He is not pleafed,” 
fays he, to tell us by whom *tis faid, neither can 
be meet with this Advice in any pf our Hiftorians : 
“ Nay even Fox himfelf,” as if he ftuck at nothing 
to blacken the Papifts, “ is fijent in the cafe.” And 
is not this demonftration that the Biihop is a Liar ? 
The learned and faithful Hiftorian goes on in.pb- 
ferving, that “ the Queen declared her refolution 
to maintain the prerogative and Conftitution. King 
Philip* s, Gonfefiors declaimed againft perfeeution in 
the pulpit to which he “ adds the gentlenefs, 
and unconfefted good nature pf Cardinal Pool. 
Cpnfideriflg thefe things,” fays he, “ one would 
think the projed of an .inquifition looks very im- 
‘ ' probable.” 
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probable.” See Memorials of Archbilhop Crewmen 
The Bilhop might, and I believe did, fihd it feid 
in fome of the written memoirs of thofe times, that 
an Inquifition was projected and advifed -by fome 
hot, fiery fpirits. If a man’s honefty may be quef- 
' tioned, drily becaiife he does not- produce hii 
Vouchers for every thing he fays, though of no 
Confequenoe to the Pliftbry he writes, what a cha- 
racter will molt Hiftorians have, particularly Heylm 
and Collier ? 

Page 424. Col. i. Again is the crimen falfi at- 
tempted to be fixed on the Bilhop. His Lordfhip 
had Wrote that “ the Bill for reftoring of all per- 
fons, that were deprived of their Benefices, becaufe 
bf their Marriage, was ordered by the Queen to 
be laid alide.” But, fays Mr. Collier , “had this 
been matter of fa< 5 t, — but this Author is fome- 
what miftaken.” Mr. Strype intimates there were 
“ tWo Bills of the feme import/’ and that the old 
one. that had been twite read Was thrown by. 

Page 435. Col. 2. All that I find laid to thfc 
Bilhop’s' charge is, that his Lordlhip “ appears in- 
clined to juftify the Queen’s Commiffions for a 
Royal Vifitation all over England '.” - 

Thefe are the feveral places of- Mr. Collier's Ec- 
clefiaftical Hiftory, to which we are referred by 
the Adyertifer , , to prove the Bilhop guilty of “ ap- 
parent arid undeniable mifperformances,” and one 
who deferves no manner of credit to any bare af- 
firmation of his. But befides 1 thefe we are directed 
to fee Mr. Collier's “ Arifwers to fome exceptions ip 
Bilhop Burnet's third part of the Hiftory of the 
■Reformation.” With your leave therefore I’H take / 
a view of that lb far as the Bilhop is concerned 
in it. *• - ;! 

Page 4. Col. 1. The Bilhop is reprcfented as 

% doing 
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doing “-incomprehenfible juftice in giving fentence 
without hearing the caufe ; cenfuring an Author 
without reading him ; efpecially when he refers to 
evidence, &c.” All this Satyr is occafioned by his 
Lordlhips faying, “ A Voluminous Author, who 
has lately pretended to have written our Ecclefiafti - 
cal Hijlory , feems to have carried one defign in his 
mind from the beginning to the end of his Second 
Vol. (/ have not read bis firjl) to foften and excufe 
the Corruptions of popery , &c.” But his Lprd- 
ffiip had no occafion to read the firjl Volume, to 
know that Mr. Collier had “ foftened even ’Thomas 
Becket ' s behaviour,” with fo mild a Cenfure as that 
“ his conduct in this difpute, was not altogether 
defenfible, and that he was far from being guilty 
of that grofs mifmanagement, with which he is 
charged by William Thomas ; viz. that upon his re- 
tiring the King and Kingdom was excommunicated 
and put under an Interdict upon his account.’* 

But Mr. Collier is fo hardy as decifively to pro- 
nounce this relation altogether a miftake. 

Let him therefore hear Fitz-Stevens. “ Iterum 
jubet [Rex] fubtilius praecavens tandem, ut nul- 
lus in Angliam transfretaturus recipiatur, nifi habeat 
Regis Literas ; ne forte aliquis lnterdidti Senten- 
tiam quam feiebat Archiepifcopum habere in Ang- ^ 
liam deferret.” . 

This the Bilhop knew full well : but becaufe 
His Lordlhip thought it needlefs particularly to 
prove fo notorious a Fa£t, our learned Hiftorian 
declaims againft him, as “ affording no more than 
bare affirmation for the point : If, fays he, we 
won’t refign to implicit belief, wink againft evi- 
dence, and' take his word for the controverfy ; we 
muft keep our old opinion, for here’s no light let in 
to inform us farther.” 
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•' l*age 296. Col. 2, of his Hiftory, (a place it 
ieetiis which had efeaped the Advertifer’s notice) 
Mr. Collier obferves, that “ here as it happens the 
Bilhop has been led into a miftake •, ‘ in mention- 

- ing the difference between the Ordination Book, let 
but at that time *549, and that we now ufe.* The 
two firft editions of the Ordinal made in King Ed- 
ward’s reign, have none of the different rites men- 
tion’d by this (jentleman ; M quoth Mr. Collier. He 
now owns [P. 6. C. 1.] that “ the Ordinals he pe- 
rufed, printed in 1552, were not the firft:” and 
[in the Poftfcript] that “ upon perufal of the ordi- 
nal printed Anno 1549, of which at laft he had a 
fight by the favour or a Gentleman, uncommonly 
v wdl furnilh’d with CUriofities of the prcfs, he 
-finds the Bible laid on the Bilhop’s neck, , the Paf- 
torat ftaff put in his hand, and the Chalice with 
Bread in it, for the Prieft, fome of the'Confecrat- 
ing, and Ordaining Ceremonies.” But he comforts 
himfelf with this confideration, [P. 7. C. 1.] that 
he “ can better afford to be fomewhat miftaken 
.than the Bilhop : for granting him right in this 
remark, he is plainly wrong in all the reft.” How 
true this is, let any one judge who confiders what 
has been laid of Thomas Becket. But as if it was 
the defign of providence by permitting Mr. Collier 
to bunder as he does, to teach him humility, he 
miftakes even after reproving the Bilhop, and in- 

- fpe&jng the Book, or “an oyer of the record.” 
Let him look once more: He’ll find that ^the Cha- 
lice with the Bread in it" is not one of the “ordain- 
ing ceremonies” for a Prieft. The words of the 

‘ Rubric are : “ The Bilhop lhall deliver to every 
one of them the Bible in the one hande, and the 
Chalicey or Cup with the Bread in the other hande, 
and faie.” It feeiTts taken from the Roman Ponti- 
• VoL. II. Dd fical 
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fical de Ordinatione Prejbyteri : "Where the Bilhop 
is thus reprefented : “Turn tradit cuilibet fuccei* 
five Calicem cum vino et aqua et patendm fuperpoft - 
tam cum Hojlio.” One would think Mr. Collier 
might have known, that though putting the bread 
in the Cup be a Mafs-Ceremony, it is not an or* 
daining one.

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{The earlieft Vifitation in the Library of the College of 
Arms is that of Worccjlerjbire , Berks , Oxon, Wilts, Gloucejler - 
Jhire, and Staffordshire , by Benoit , Clarencieux, in the year 
>1528—9; and the lateft Commiflion of Vifitation bears date 
the 13th of May, 2 James II, 1686. This Commiflion was 
granted to Sir Henry Saint George, Clarencieux, and authorif- 
ed him to vifit his Province, from time to time, as often, and 
when, he lhould think meet and convenient for the fame. In 
confequence of this Commiflion Sir Henry began his Vifitation 
on the 8th day of July , 1686. In 16S7 he vifited the Wards 
of Billingsgate, Cafile Baynard, and Cornkiil, and afterwards 
regiftred fome Pedigrees which bear date fo late as the years 
1 700, 1703, and 1704. 

When the Powers of the Curia Militaris, or Earl MarihaPs 
Court ceafed, by reafon that no Conltable of England was ap- 
pointed, the Officers of Arms could no longer maintain their 
authority, enforce their commands, or puniih delinquents : 
fo that Commiffions for Vifitations which had been occafion- 
ally granted from the 20th of Henry VIII, to the year 1686, 
were no longer applied for.

The Spirit of Chivalry, fo fertile of generous and 
honourable atchievfcments, maintained itfelf not a little by 
the d!iilin£Uons of Rolls and family Bearings : thefe were 
made at once the guerdons of valour and the guardians of 
property* — There was a time when our Heralds were oqr 
cenfors : — now, they muft ferve to affifl: our antiquarian re- 
fearches.

Sir William Pole , of in this county, bart. high-flieriff 

of Devon, alt. Elizabeth, wrote, with great judgement and 
faithfulnefs, “ a Defcription of Devonjhire," of which the 
late John Anftit , Efq; had a tranfcript written in his own 
hand, and fold amongil his other MSS, at public au&ion in 
1768. Dr. Millet caufed a copy to be taken from this tran- 
fcript, which is now in his polieffion. Sir William left alfo 
a very large folio of deeds and charters, arrtis and pedigrees ; 
and an account of Knights fees, 3 1 Edw . I, and the charters 
of the abbey of Newnham in Devenjbire. This volume was, 
not many years ago, in the polfeffion of 'thomat Carew, of 
Crocon/ 6 t, ia the county of Somerfet, Efq; 

Prince alfo mentions a thin volume of arms of the Devon- 
Jhire gentry, drawn with a pen by the fame author. This, I 
prefume, is different from a MS. of Devonjbire pedigrees, by 
him, how in Queen's College Library, Oxford , which feems 
to be only a rough draught of the hiftory ©f their defcehts. 
Another folio, mentioned by Prince , contained feveral collec- 
tions, charters of the-abby of Torr , &c. His parochial anti- 
quities of cllitm were alfo in the hands of Mr* Anftit . Other 
MS. collettibns by him and his fon Sir John, who made ad- 
ditions to the Defcription of Devon , were loft during the civil 
wars; nor does it appear what is now become of the reft.

The original copy of this vifitation now in the College orf 
Arms, is a great curiofity, being one of the firft that was 
figned, each pedigree being certified with the wretched fcrawl, 
or mark (for many of the Gentry could not write) of the re- 
presentative of the family. Befides the pedigrees, Glover , 
whofe taite for antiquities led him to notice every thing curi- 
ous, collected all the churfch notes, returns of the Gentry that 
had been made at various periods, from the time of Henry IL 
to his days, and extra&s of deeds and other records Serving to 
iliuflrate the defcent of property in the county. 

At the beginning of the laft century Bichard Gafcotgn ^ of 
Bramkam-Biggin y Efq; a gentleman of ancient defcent in this 
county, made great colleflions of its antiquities. He was 
Second fon of George Gajeoigne, of Oldhurft , Efq; (by Mary 
Stokeley) who was fixth ion of John Gajeoigne of Parlington 9 
Efq; anceftor of the prefent Sir Thomas Gajeoigne , of that 
place, bart. 1778. He was an intimate friend of Camden* s, 
who calls him an accompliffied antiquary. Fifteen volumes 
of his MSS. in quarto came into Vincent* s pofTeflion, arid were 
given with the reft of his valuable library by Ralph She ldorp % o( 
Beoley , Efq; 1684, to the Herald’s office, where they now re- 
main, bearing the numbers from Vincent 400 to 415 inclufive. 
In onp of thefe volumes he has written this note, “ A cata- 
€< logue of all fuch knightes-baronetts, knightes, efquires, 
* ( gentlemen, or any of meaner qualitie whofe evidences, 
“ cowcher or legeard bookes, olde rooles or ancient tranferipes 
“ I have, mera gratia et pleno favore (ad libitum) perufed 

and copied, by my alliance, acquaintance or mediation of 
* € any of my worthy friends, to enrich my poore underftand- 
• €t inge with worme eaten antiquities. I profefff not heraldrie 
gt (non equidem tali me dignor honore) to marciall any man’s 
“ rancke, but as I had excefle, and ever (Deo gratias) good 
“ fuccefle, I entend here to enroll them.” Here follows a 
moft refpeiftable lift, whereby it appears that he had accefs 
to the evidences of moft of the capital families in the county*

Account of the antient Altars «r the 
i - Chapel. 

T HERE were eight Altars ; viz. the High 
Altar, fix in the Nave of the Chapel, and 
one in the Veftibule. 

The High Altar is particularly fpecified in the 
Book containing the Expences of the Building of 
the College ; and jn all probability was very richly 
forniih’d. It was either incomplete in the begin- 
ning of the fixteenth century, or was then rebuilt; 
for Gotdwelt Bithop of Norwich in 1504 left a legacy 
of 50/. to the College “ circa aedificationem fumml 
Altaris.” 

As to the fix Altars in the Nave, there is an 
antient Indenture concerning them among the Ar- 
chives made about the latter end of the fifteenth 
century. 

The beginning of it is as follows :

A Letter to Mrs, West, See, on the Edu- 
cation of her Son. 

Y OUNG people do not fee far'; and, what is 
worfe, they are not to be advifed by thofe 
who do : They will not be the better for our ex- 
perience. I fay to myfelf very frequently, what 
wou’d I give to be twenty again, with the know- 
ledge of the world which 1 have now ? — Your Son 
is at that age, and my knowledge is at his fervice ; 
why -cannot we together produce what I figure to 
myfelf poffible were I at his age ? — He has no for- 
tune ; — I mean fcarce enough to keep himfclf 
clean, unlefs in retirement, which I know (though 
perhaps he does not) he will never chufe. — What 
then can be done ? — My cafe and his were much 
the fame. — I had but fmall expectations of for- 
tune, and perhaps pretty good parts. Thefe re- 
commended me to the belt company ; or, in plain 
Englilh, they were pleafed, I was flattered. What 
then ? Why, fays my poor Father, (who was an 
excellent Mathematician, but who knew no more 
of the World than his Son,) My Boy ftiall qualify 
himfelf for the Grande Monde , and he lhall get in- 
to great places, and fo forth. — 1 was therefore put 
to Italian, French, and every thing that is called 
modern polite Literature ; and with the improve- 
ments of Dancing, Fencing, Riding, Drawing, 
Fortification, Heraldry and Mufic, and what not, 
I was to be made as fine a Gentleman as any living. 
Poor miftaken Man 1 Inftead of giving me a Pro- 
feffion, any knowledge that was ufeful, or abfolute-

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ly neceflary to mankind, I was to be fumilhed only 
with the fuperfluities of life and, without a for- 
tune, was to be brought to live as if I had one, 
and to create a relifli, a habit of living, which, if 
1 did not fucceed, muft make me mjfcrable. Few 
people, all agreed, of fmall fortune, were fo fit 
for foreign employments. 1 was now fhut up for 
two years, and, by the direction of a very great 
and wife man, was recommended to read Englijh 
Hiftory, that of Europe in general, Domat , Gro- 
tius , Pufendcrf, &c ; very dry, but neceflary au- 
thors ; and laft of all, four folio Volumes of Trea- 
ties. The next thing was to find a Patron. — This 
was not very eafily done. — My-great friends were 
not uled to hear me fpeak of wanting employ- 
ments. They liked my Wit and my Odes. How- 
ever they kept finding on for fome time, till my 
Father’s pocket grew low, and drefs and chair hire 
became too expenfive. Luckily a Patron was 
found : — one who underftood what wit and parts 
were, and excelled himfelf in that way but who 
well, knew that was not enough. I was therefore 
to convince him that I had more material furniture 
in my head. I fucceeded in this too, from the 
pains I had taken in thofe two years. — We went 
abroad together ; his own weight in the world, his 
prodigious virtue and goodnefs, &c, gave me rea- 
fon to expert all the advantages that could attend 
fo flattering a beginning in public bufinefs. What 
hindered ? Why the commoneft thing in the world v 
my Patron was turned out,, and confequently Mr. 
Secretary was to leek for another. With better 
luck than ordinary, in two years more another was 
found; Envoy ait the fame Court. Two or three 
great mens recommendations procured me his Ex- 
cellency’s favour j and my little boat was let afloat 

again. 
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again. The gale was profperous, the weather fine 
for a whole twelvemonth, (an age 1 can a flu re you 
for human affairs.) — What’s the matter ? Why a 
mighty ordinary matter; — the Envoy died. Thefe 
changes aflonilhed me. I was a young man, and 
did not think that people were to die or be turned 
put ; but my Father was older, and might have 
heard that fuch ftrange things do fometimes hap- 
pen. What was to be done now ? No money, and 
my former Patron in difgrace ! Friends that were 
in favour not able to fervc me, or not willing to do 
jt ; — cold, timid, careful of themfelves, and in* 
different to many whofe difappointments had made 
them lefs agreeable. (For want of fuccefs you muff: 
know, is a fault in the eyes of molt men, though 
it be owing to accidents ever fo foreign to your 
own merit.) In this condition, i. e. in want of 
every thing but a fine coat and laced fiiirt, (the 
remains of former luxury,) I languished on for 
three long melancholy years ; fometimes a little 
elated ; a fmile, a kind hint, a downright prgmife, 
dealt out to me from thole in whom I placed fome 
filly hopes, now and then brought fome little re- 
frelhment, but that never laded ; and to fay no- 
thing of the agony of being reduced to talk of 
one’s misfortunes and one’s wants, and the baled, 
lowed of all conditions, the flavery of borrowing 
to fupport an idle ufelefs being ; my time for thofc 
three years was unhappy beyond defcription. In 
this wretched fituation, retired eighteen miles from 
London into an obfcure village, in debt to Taylors, 
butchers. Bakers, and Chandlers (hops — one fine 
morning I received a letter from a School-fellow, 
that he had the day before killed the King’s hand 
for a very great Employment, and offering me the 
bed place in his gift. Guefs at my joy and grati- 
‘ tude y 
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tude ; I cannot exprefs it any more than my griefj 
except by the tears which are now in my eyes, be- 
caufe that friend is now no more. *— He overlooked 
my unfitnefs in the Law ; — he gave me the beft 
place in his difpofal. Once again I forgot that men 
were mortal. His youth, and my own, 1 imagin- 
ed, promifed us riches and pleafures for many years 
to come •, [t was permitted that he lhou’d die too. 
You and your Son too well know the fequel of my 
Hiftory. — I mean only to make him fenfible, that 
without the knowledge of fomething which man- 
kind cannot be without, no wit, no parts, no 
friends, nor patrons can fecure him from want, and 
the terrible confequence of it Contempt. He can- 
not eafily fet out in life with more hopes of fuccefs 
than I did. He may be more fortunate, but it is 
ten thoufand to one that he is not. — And what led 
me into this particular way of thinking at prefent 
is, that fuppofing the Law fhould not pleafe him, 

I was imagining if Sir R lived, he might pof- 

libly become Secretary to fome Minifter at a fo- 
reign Court. But even this cannot be obtained 
without the necefTary knowledge I have been fpeak- 
ing of ; as troublefome, as difagreeablc to the full 
as the Law of England, and as remote and diffe- 
rent from Wit, Poetry, and thofe purfujts with 
which he has too long amufed, or rather abufed, 
his good parts. Now my intent was to fhew him 
that fuppofing all this, he wou’d not be in half fo 
eafy, fo comfortable a condition to a man of fenfe, 
who knows what this world is, as if he was in a 
three pair of Stairs Chamber at the Temple in a 

way of getting 200/. a year. -If he thinks my 

cafe particular, he does not know, (as how fhou’d 
he ?) what pafies about the Court : where, befides 
the changeable nefs of things, there is hot one place 
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of any kind, for which there are not five hundred 
competitors •, many of whom are as well or better 
qualified than he can be thefe two years, let him 
ftudy never fo hard. In fbort, all places are from 
the accidents which I have related, fo extremely 
precarious ; — the attendance about them fo meati 
and unmanly-, — refufals and delays are fo infup- 
port'able { and the lofs of them, when obtained, fo 
dreadful to; one who has not a good foundation in 
his own fortune, that he muft be weak who wou’d 
propofe fuch a purfuit to a friend. — ■ — It is for this 
reafon that I have troubled you and him with this 
account of my miftakes, that I may deter him from 
falling into them ; — that I may ufe this one effort 
more to convince him that any Profeffion is infi- 
nitely better than a thou land Patrons. -God 

knows how zealous I am for his fuccefs in the 
world, and how grieved I am when I recoiled, 
that he is now near twenty two and has not read 
one book, fince he left Eaton, for which he, or his 
family, will ever be the better as long as he lives. 
«— — I love him, dearly love him, and therefore 
thefe pains, and this plainnefs help me to do him 
good. — Defire him to add my years, my experi- 
ence, to his own good parts, and I will, with my 
life, anfwer for his fuccefs. But tell him that his 
parts will be his ruin, if he will not fubmit them 
to the condud of thofe, who have gone through a 
good part of the road of life to him utterly un- 
known, — and therefore dangerous. 

See how far my love has carried me. — I will 
not be fo full of words again foon. God knows 
they come from a heart mod fincerely, moft.anxi- 
oufly difpofed to do all fort of good in my power, 
to you and your children.

ExtraElfrom Sir William Blackstone's 
Reports ; Page xivth of the Editor’* 
Preface containing Memoirs of bis Life : 
Relating to the following Memoir & Anfwer. 

M TN November 1759 he (Mr. Blaekftone ) publiflied 
X a new Edition of the Great Charter and Charter 
of the Foreft ; which added much to his former re- 
putation, not only as a great Lawyer, but as an ac- 
curate Antiquarian, and an' able Hiftorian. It muft 
alfo be added, that the external beauties in the 
■printing, the types, &c. reflefted no fmall honouf 
on him, as the principal Reformer of the Clarendon 
Prefs, from whence no work had ever before iflued 
equal, in thofe particulars, to this.” 

“ This publication drew him into a controversy 
with the late Dr. Lyttelton , then Dean of Exeter, and 
afterwards Bifhop of Carlifle : The Dean, to affift 
Mr. Blackjtone in his publication, had favoured 
him with the collation pf a very curious, ancient 
Roll, containing both the Great Charter and that 
of the Foreft of the 9th of Henry the Hid, which 
he and many of his friends judged to be an Origi- 
nal. The Editor of the Charters however thought 
otherwife, and excufed himfelf (in a Note in hi* 
Introduttion) for having made no ufe of its various 
Readings, 4 as the plan of his Edition was confin- 
ed to Charters which had pafled the Great Seal, 

* or elfe to authentic Entries and Enrolments of 

* Record, under neither of which dafies the Roll 

* in queftion could be ranked.* 

“The 
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** The Dean upon this, concerned for the credit 
of his Roll, prefented to the Antiquary Society a 
Vindication of its Authenticity, dated June the 
8th 1761, and Mr. Black/lone delivered in an Anf- 
wer to the fame learned Body, dated May the 28 th 
1762, alledging as an excufe for the trouble he 
-jr. gave them, ‘ that he fhould think himfelf wanting 
'***' * in that Refpett, which he owed to the Society, 

* and Dr. Lyttelton , if he did not either own and 

* corredt his miftake, in the ottavo Edition then 

* preparing for the prefs, or fubmit to. the Society’s

Dam Lyttelton’s Memoir concerning tie 
Authenticity of his Magna Carta, from the 
Minutes of the Antiquary Society.

T H E Dean of Exeter exhibited a very antient 
parchment Roll, containing the two Great 
Charters of 9 Hen. III. viz. Carta de Lib b “’, et Carta 
de Forefta. This Roll had been exhibited leveral 
years ago to the Society before they were incorpo- 
rated, when M. Folkes , Efq ; was Prefidenr, and 
was then unanimoufly adjudged to be an Original ; 
but being communicated as fucb to Dr. Blackftone 
of Oxford, when he was compiling his Hiftory of 
Magna Carta, this Gentleman, it feems, declined 
the publication of it, upon an opinion of its being 
a Copy only, and gives the following account of it 
' in a marginal note at p. xlvij of the Introdu&ion to 

“The 
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The Editor has been favoured with the colla- 
lation of a very curious and apparently cotempo- 
rary Roll, containing both the Great Charter, and 
of the Foreft, of the 9 Hen. Ill, which formerly 
belonged to the Abbey of Hales Owen in Sbrcfjhire^ 
and is now in the poffeflion of the Rt. Hon. Ld. 
Lyttelton. But as the plan of this Edition was con* 
fined to Charters which had palfed the great Seal, 
or elfe to authentic Entries and Enrollments of Re- 
cord, under neither of which claffes Ld. Lytteltorfh 
Roll can be rank’d, its various Readings Were 
forced to be omitted.” 

The Dean of Exeter therefore,; though inclined 
to pay great regard to this very learned Gentleman's 
opinion, yet as it differs fo much from the opinion 
of the late Mr. Folkes , and other very judicious 
and able Antiquaries, who pronounced this Roll 
an Original, has fubmitted it again to the infpe&ioA 
of the Society, together with fuch reafons as weigh 
ftrongly with him to think, that this Roll 18 
not a Copy but an Original, and confeqdently that 
its various readings ought all to have been inferted 
in Dr. Blackfton? s work, as well as the remarkable 
paflage he has cited from it in p. 51. in the margin. 

The Dr. allows the Roll to be cotemporary with 
the Magna Carta of 9 Hen. III. And indeed there 
is no one the Dr. obferves, that is acquainted with 
antient Records and MSS but mutt perceive by the 
form of the letters, the abbreviations, dec. that k 
was wrote in that age. The Roll having belonged 
to Hales Owen Abbey is no flight evidence of its 
being an Original, though the great Seal at this 
time is not appendant to k, (which is the foie ob- 
jection Dr. Blaekfiene makes to its Authenticity.) 
The method of promulgating antient Statutes, the 
Dean obferves, was not only to tranfmit authentic 

Y y * copies 
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copies of them to the Sheriffs of Counties, but alfo 
to the feveral Cathedrals and great Religious Houfes 
throughout the Kingdom. Agreeeble hereto we 
find the chief, of thole which Dr. Blackflone has 
printed as Originals, come out of Durham Cathe- 
dral and the Abbies of Gloucefter and Lacock ; not 
to mention that which the Dr. takes notice of as 
having been formerly in the pofleffion of Sir Na- 
thaniel Powel , which came from Battel Abbey in 
Sujfex, Mr. Tyrrel alfo in his Hiltory of England 
fpeaks of an original Magna Carta of Hen. Ill, at 
that time repofited among the Archives of the 
Church of Salijbury , though not now to be found 
there, as the Dean is informed. 

The Dean farther obferves that the Convent of 
Hales Owen was founded by King John, or rather 
by Peter de Rupibus, Bp. of fPtnchefter, to whom 
that Prince gave the great Lordlhip of Hales on 
purpofe to found and eftablilh an Abbey there, 
as is exprefled in the Grant. From hence he in- 
fers that it feems very unlikely that the Bp. of Wtn- 
ton, who was Chief Juft ice of England in the 9 of 
Hen. Ill, the very year when this Roll bears date, 
fhould not lodge an Original Copy of the Great 
•Charters in a Convent under his own immediate 
protection, when others that were not fo, as La. 
.eock. Battel , &c. were furnilhed with them. 

The laft and mod cogent reafon which the Dean 
offers, and what puts the queftion almoft out of 
doubt is that another Skin of Parchment appears 
evidently to . have been tacked to this Roll, the 
threads with which it was fewed to the Roll remain- 
ing to this day. As the two Charters are quite 
complete on the Roll, what poftible ufe could ano- 
ther Skin of Parchment be of, but to contain the 
great Seal ? ' 

This 
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This, ci'rcumftance alone weigh’d fo ftrongly, he 
informs us, with two of the Judges now living (Mr. 
Juftice Noel and Mr. Baron Lloyd ) to whofe in- 
fpe&ion he had fubmitted this Roll, that they both 
declared, if its authenticity had been litigated be- 
fore them in a Court of Juftice, they (hould have 
judged it an Original and not a Copy. 

The Society returned Thanks to the Dean 
of Exeter for his very learned and curiou.s 
Communication, and exprelled great Satis - 
faction in the Proofs adduced by him of the 
Authenticity of this Roll.

A Memoir in Anfwer to the late Dean of 
Exeter, now Bilhop of Carlifle. 

29 May 1762. 

O N JuneS, 1761, the Right Rev. and very 
learned the Bilhop of Carlifle (then Dean 
of Exeter ) commmunicated to the Society a Vindi- 
cation of the Authenticity of a Parchment Roll 5 
which belonged formerly to the Abbey of Hates 
Owen , and contains the Great Charter and Charter 
pf the Foreft of 9 Hen. III. And as this was com- 
municated to Mr. Blackftone , when he was prepar- 
ing his Edition of thofe Charters in quarto, which 
was publilh’d at Oxford A. D. 1 7 59, his Lordlhip 
Infers, that the various Readings of this Roll ought 

.to have been infer ted in that Edition j as Mr. Black - 
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fitne was miftaken in fuppofing it to be only a co- 
temporary Copy, and not an Original. 

After to ferious an appeal to the learned in An- 
tiquities, Mr. Blackftone , would think bitnfelf want- 
ing in that refpeCt which he owes to the Society 
and. his Lordihip, if he did not either own and 
correct his miftake in the Odlavo Edition which is 
now preparing for the prefs, or fubmit to the So- 
ciety’s judgment the reafons at large upon which 
his fufpicions are founded. He hath rather chofen, 
perhaps injudicioufly, the latter. 

His Lordihip, to prove the Authenticity of the 
Roll, has vouched the Opinions of the late Mr. 
Folkes , of two of the Judges, and of this learned 
Body in its favour. So far as Authority can or 
ought to extend, in deciding a point of Learning, 
Mr. Blackftone acknowledges this argument to be 
quite unanfwerable : But he has been taught that 
no Authority , however Aveighty, lhouid put a Hop 
to the fpirit of enquiry ; and he believes that a clo- 
fer examination of the inftrument in queftion, than 
is ufual upon public exhibitions, might have fur- 
nilhed a few obfervations tending to a contrary opi- 
nion. 

His Lordihip is pleaied to fuggeft, that the foie 
objection which is made by Mr. Blackftone to the 
Roll’s Authenticity, is becaufe the great Seal is not 
now appendant to it. Mr. Blackftone made no fuch 
objection : he declared his opinion that this Roll 
never had palled the great Seal, but did not fub- 
join any realons •, and the contents of this paper 
will Ihew that he had other and Wronger objeftkxns. 
Nor could be indeed, conftftently with himfelf, 
have relied on fo trifling an argument *, having cited 
in his Introductory Difcourfe, many Charters as 
dearly authentic, to which no lea) is now remaining. 
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His Lord (hip obfcrvcs that the method pf pro- 
mulgating antient Statutes was not only to tranfmit 
them to the Sheriffs of Counties; but alfo to Ca- 
thedrals, and the great Religious Houfes ; — that moft 
of the original' great Charters now extant belonged 
to Cathedrals Or Abbeys — and that the Abbey 
of Hales Owen had as fair a tide, as any, to be ho- 
noured with an original great Charter, fince that 
Convent was founded by Peter de Rupibus , Bifhop 
of Wtncbefter , and Chief Juftice of England in the 
pth of Hen- HI —the very year when this RoH 
bears date. 

The method of promulgating Statutes, by tranf- 
tnitting them to Religious Houfes, is perfe&ly 
new to Mr. Rlackjhm. He knows it was ufual to 
fend them to the Sheriffs, to be proclaimed in their 
.County Courts ; and he is aware that by the ftatute 
entitled Confirm atio Cartarum, 25 Edw. \ y the 
Charters of Hen. Ill are commanded to be fent to 
all Cathedrals , and read twice a year to the people : 
which fairly accounts for the Charters that were 
found in Cathedral Churches. And, as for thofe 
that have been difcovered in one or two Monafte- 
ries, they were probably depofited there for fafe 
cuftody by fome fpecial concurrence of circum- 
ftances ; as was manifeftly the cafe at Lacocfe , whofe 
Foandrefs’s Hufband, the Earl of Salijbitry , was 
Sheriff of Wiltshire in the 9 of Hen. Ill, arid, as 
fbch, had poffeffiow of the Charter there found, 
which is endorfed as belonging not to the Monas- 
tery of Lacock , but to the County of Wilts at large-, 
etc depafito Militum Wiltefcire. 

The Abbey of Hales Owen was therefore not etr- 
tjded to she cuftody of an Original Charter, mere- 
ly upon the general i footing of being a great Religr- 
tw Houfe •, nor guv Mr. Bkekfione allow theparti- 

cular 
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culai* probability of tranfmitting an Original to 
that Convent on account of the relation it bore to 
Peter de Rupibus, as its Founder. In the firft place 
he apprehends, that in the 9th of Hen. Ill, the 
date of the prefent great Charter, this Prelate was 
not Chief Judiciary, but Hubert de Burgh, who 
witnefies the Charter as fucb •, as appears from all 
the Originals, and even from the Hales-Owen Roll. 
Nor, according to Spelman and Dugdale , was he 
ever Chief Judice in the reign of King Hen. Ill, 
but only, for a very ftiort time, in the reign of 
King Join ; and during that period, by his tral* 
adminidration in his office, (according to Ralph de 
Coggejhale and the Annals of Waverley) was one 
caufe of the Batons’ Infurrcdtion. And; fince fome 
claufes of King John’s Charter were perfonally 
pointed at him, ana others of King John’s and King 
Henry’s were intended to curb the exorbitant power 
of his Office , he was not probably over anxious to 
* perpetuate thofe memorials of his own mifcondulh 
His Lordlhip obferves that the two Charters are 
quite complete on th.e Roll ; and yet another Skin 
appears evidently to have been fewed to the bottom 
of it, the threads dill remaining at this day ; and 
then afks, of what poffible ufe could another Skin 
of Parchment be, but only to contain, the great 
feal ? And this circumdance is relied on as a mod 
cogent reajon, in favour of the Rolls Authenticity. 
But herein Mr. Blackjlone has the misfortune to dif- 
fer with his Lordfhip, and to think it a decifive 
proof, or at lead a very violent prefumption, that 
this Roll never pars’d the great Seal. For he will 
venture to affirm, and appeal to the experience of 
the Society, that no indance can be (hewn of a Slip 
of Parchment being tack’d on to another Skin, 
merely to hold the Label of the great or any other 

Seal} 
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Seal ; (which might be then taken off at pleafure, 
and fatten'd by the fame operation to another in- 
ftrtfment ;) but the Label of the Seal always paflfes 
through the fubftance of the Skin, whofe authority 
it is meant to atteft. 

He will not dwell on the very Angular circum- 
ftance, that two diftinCt Charters (hould be written 
on one Roll of Parchment, in order to fave the 
King’s Wax, by fealing them with a Angle 9eal. 

But he cannot help obferving how uncommonly 
the Charter of the Foreft concludes, fuppofing' it 
an original inftrument ; viz. “ Teftibus fupra nO- 
minatis,” without mentioning either names, time, 
or place. This is ufual enough in Copie s, but every 
Original and every Infpeximus of this Charter, which 
Mr. Blackftone hath hitherto feen, have the date at 
full length, and the names qf the witneffes fub- 
joined j who though fo much alike as might eaAly 
miflead a copy ill, are by no means numerically the 
lame with thole which are fet to the great Charter j 
fince the Bilhop of Salijbury is a witnefs to one and 
not to the other of thofe Inftruments. 

But then it is alked -of what poffible ufe could 
Another Skin of Parchment be? A queftion that 
admits of no very difficult folution. The truth of 
the matter feems to be, the that -Roll in difpute is 
onl jpart of a Statute Roll begun (as the hand 
writing Ihews) in the reign of King Henry I'll, and 
intended to contain a Collection of ACts of Parlia- 
ment, with the two famous Charters at their head, 
and to be carried on from time to time, by lew- 
ing freffi parchment at the bottom when the upper 
part was full. Such Rolls, of a conAderable length, 
continued down in different hand-writings, were 
frequent in Religious Houfes ; and very many of

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them are preferred in the Britijh Mufeum , the Bod- 
Itian, and other publick Libraries. 

There yet remains another principal reaion that 
induced Mr. Blackftone to confider the Roll as copi- 
ed i viz : its extreme inaccuracy, which, in many 
places totally obfcures the fenfe. A few fpecimens 
of which are the following. In Ch. 8. of the Great- 
Charter, for “ aut reddere nolit cum poffit,” the 
Roll reads “ vel reddiderit nolit cum poffit:” In Chi- 
26. for “ brevi inquijttionis,” the roll has it “brevi 
adqtqfitionis.” In Ch. 36. for ** Si quis— fuper hoe 
convincatnr” the roll reads “ Si quis— fuper hoc 
cmmoveatur In the atteftation, for the Earl of 
•* Hertford” the Roll reads “ the Earl of Hereford? 
though another Earl of Hereford appears within 
five names afterwards. In the Charter of theForeft, 
ch. 14, inftead of cbiminagiutn ,” or way money 
(a term well known in the Foreft-Law) the Roll 
fubftitutes “ cbuignagittm? more than once, a word 
without any meaning at all. Thefe capital miftakes, 
among others, the effeft not.of bafte but of abfolute 
ignorance in the tranfcriber, occafion’d the Editor of 
the Charters to deem with lcfs reverence of this 
Roll, than he' finds was expefted of him. But 
though he could not be induced to believe it an 1 
Original, yet he thought it in many refpefts cliri- 
ouS ; and cautioufiy avoided expofing its blemilhes 
to view, till forced to this public explanation.

This is agreeable 
enough with that which is printed in the Gazet, 
viz. that a full and particular Relation of this mat- 
ter will he made public. For the- hands of all that 
were prefent will adde very much to the Authority 
of the Relation. I need not fay what it will ieem 
to import. 

Your Grace has that to fay for yourfelf, which 
perhaps few others can fay that were prefent. You 
did not hear a great part of what the witnefies laid. 
If that will pafs for a fufficient excufe, your Grace 
has no caufe to complain of the badnefs of your 
hearing.

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But furely it will be better for the publjc if fuch 
an excufe can be found, as will fuffice for all that 
were prelent, and if all could agree to give the 
fame excufe. 

It Ihould feem by the calling of you thither, that 
either there is, or there is like to be, a difpute 
concerning the birth of thischilde*, and whenfoever 
that matter comes to be tried you are like to be 
Judges. But if the Judges are called to fet their 
.hands to an Examination of Witheffcs ex parte be- 
fore the caufe comes to be heard, it is a ft-range 
kinde of preoccupation, that will make all the 
world of the Plaintiff’s fide, and bp rather a preju- 
dice than an advantage to the caufe. I hope his 
Majefty will be ay are of this, and will therefore 
fpare you this unneceffary trouble. 

Howfpever, I thought it a part of my duty to let 
your Grace know what I have heard. With my 
daily prayers I humbly cravt your bleffing ana 
take leave.

T H £ King told me this morning, that he had 
fpoken to your Grace, firft by yourfelfe, arid 
3 fecond time with fome other of the Bilhops about 
that part of the Prince of Orange's Declaration, 
that fays, he had been invited to come into Eng- 
land by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, in rela- 
tion to your making fome declaration under your 
hands of diflike of it : That he found your Grace 
both times very backward and flow in it, and com- 
plained very much that you were foe : That it was 
two or three days fince the laft time he fpoke to 
you, and that yett he heard not from you : That 
he would fend again to you, for that it imported 
him very much to have fomething from you, on 
this occaflon : He added that your Grace had faid 
(o him, if his Majefty expedled any thing in wri- 
ting by way of diflike, that you wilhed he would 
fummon all the Bilhops •, but his Majefty added, that 
that would be a worke of time, and that it was ne- 
ceflary for him to have fomething fpeedily.

Dodwell : Relating to Matters of Fa£l at 
the end of King James lid’s Reign, parti • 
tularly the pretended Birth of the Prince of 
Wales. 

95 Nov. 9. 



Moft dear Sir, 

I T was far from my thought that your defin- 
ing me* to go on with my Chronology was out 
of defigne to divert me from writing any thing that 
might fatisfy your confcience, as you feared con- 
viction, or were unwilling to receive it. For tho* 
I know you are not infallible, and I verily believe 
you are in the wrpng in thofe matters wherein I 
differ from you, yet knowing what I do of the 
riches of your minde, and the poverty of mine, I 
had realon to fear I Ihould but confirm you in your 
errour by the weaknefs of my endeavours to con- 
vince you of it. I muft leave it to God, who I* 
truft, will confidcr the fincerity of your heart, and 
will fet you right in his good time. But that you 
may underftand me aright in what I have faid of 
your defiring I would go on with my Chronology, 
that 1 thought it might be like my engaging Mr. 
Poole on the work of his Synopfis : I will tell you 
the truth of that matter, and pray judge what rea- 
fon you have had to make fuch a conftruction of 
Vot. II. 3 C my

my words. Mr. Poole had no great ftock of learn- 
ing, but was a man of extraordinary induftry, and 
had begun to employ it in writing things againft 
the Church ; wherefore being his friend, and hav- 
ing a companion for him, as being one, that, I be- 
lieved, had very honeft intentions, I endeavoured 
to divert him from that fort of fcribbling by which 
I knew he would hurt himfelf, and 1 feared he 
might miflead other weak people : And withall I 
dciired he would employ his great induftry on that 
which might be ufefull to the Church. For all 
thefe purpofes together I could not find a better 
way than to engage him on that work. You can- 
not imagine 1 did this for fear he fhould convince 
me by his Writings, &c. nor did I mean any fuch 
thing by thofe words that were brought you from 
me. I thought you might be willing to do the 
fame friendly office for me, that I did for Mr. 
Poole, that is, to divert me from fcribbling, and to 
turn me upon that which might be ufefull. I am 
ftill of opinion that that was fome part of your in- 
tention. 

You are plealed to fay, that though not my book, 
yet my opinion underwent a public cenfure in 
Bilhop Burnett' s Paftoral Letter. 1 crave to tell 
you again 1 have not read the book, nor do cer- 
tainly know why it was burnt. But as far as I have 
heard it was, becaufe he made this to be a con- 
quered Kingdom. Was that my opinion ? let any 
one judge by my laft fe&ion. 

You are pleated to go on further with this mat- 
ter and to tell me, that if I will be true to my own 
principles 1 am obliged to' defend this pofition, that 
the event of war is an argument . of right. .1 never 
was of than opinion, nor ever writ or faid any thing 

that. 



/ 
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ffiatcah oblige nie to defend it as far as I know *, 
but you tell me th^t of war [even unjuft] the event 
is an argument of [an antecedent] right. This you 
force me to defend, becaufe 1 make war an appeal 
to God. I do not make it fo ; but 1 End it has 
been always fo accounted. Well, fay you, the ap- 
pellants put it to God to judge who has the right 
on his fide. Moft certainly the aggrcfior does lo, 
for he is properly the appellant, and the defendant 
muft anfwer him, unleffe he will yield the caufe. 
But then, fay you, the event of the war muft be a 
judiciary decifion of God, touching the right of 
the caufe. It is true it muft pafs for fuch among 
men. Vas viftis. He that has the worfe muft pay 
damage and cofts, there can be no end of war other- 
wile. But upon this you put a very material ques- 
tion : you alk me, how can you queftion whether 
it be a right and infallible decifion (I fuppole you 
mean in cafe the event of war be a conqueft) if 
God be the judge, whofe mind be fignified by it? 
To this I have anfwered in feveral fetftions of that 
pamphlet. Firft I Ihowed §. '43, that when the 
caufe of war is certainly unjuft on his fide that 
makes the conqueft, then whether this conqueft 
gives a right is doubted by Lawyers and Divines. 
Secondly, §. 44, that there is no doubt when the 
caufe is certainly juft. Thirdly, §. 45, if a doubt- 
ful caufe is enough for the Prince in poffeflion. 

Next you alk, how can your whole argument 
from conqueft fatisfy our conferences of the con- 
querors right, if the conqueft itfelf be not to be 
taken for God’s judiciary determination. I fay it 
is to be taken for God’s judiciary determination in 
two cafes : firft § 46, if there be but a doubtful 
caufe of war when the conqueft is made, the peor 
$ C a pfe 
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pie ought to be fatisfied with it. Secondly § 47, 
that they ought much more to be fatisfied when 
there is a certain juft caufe. 1 have given you not 
only reafon for ,this, but have backt it with the 
judgment of our beft writers * particularly Bifhop 
Andrews , Dr, Sander f on, and Bifhop Bramball: you 
may fee their words if you pleafe, p. 59. They 
fay all the fame that I mean, only they word it bet- 
ter, and it is no fmall confirmation to me, to fee 
that I am wholly of their opinion. 

It is my unhappinefs indeed that I do not write (o 
as tobewell underftood,forotherwife when I had told 
you, that thofe Bifhops of Defiderius\ that turned 
over to Charles the Great, could not do it accord- 
ing to my principles, you would not have told me 
in your next letter, that I (hall not make'them pre* 
•cedents. If I had written plain, you would have 
feen there was no danger of this. 

Next you come to matters of fad, whereof I 
may make bold to fay I know more than you do, 
though I fubmit to you in every thing elfe. You 
fpeak as if the Prince of Orange had no other caufe 
of war than the making of the Prince of Wales. I 
lhall fpeak of that afterwards. But at prefent, I 
muft tell you there were other caufes of war, and 
thofe were once judged fufficient, I will not fay by 
yourfelf, but by thofe for whom you had a great 
deference. I fpeak of Arch bifhop Sancroft and the 
reft of the fince deprived Bifhops, as many of them 
as were in Town this time feven yeer were certain- 
ly of that opinion. For firft, when upon notice of 
the intended invafion King James fent for them to 
declare their Abhorrence of that invafion, they told 
him they could not do it, for the Prince might 
have a juft caufe of war for what they knew. Then 

he 
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he would have had them at lead; to have declared a 
Pillike of the invafion. But even for that they de- 
lired to be excufed. tAfterward, upon the Prince’s 
landing, the King commanded them to compofe a 
Form of Prayer ; fo they did, but without putting 
in one word for fuccefs of either fide. Afterwards 
when the King had withdrawn himfelf, and upon 
the firft notice of that, all the Lords that were in 
Town both Spiritual and Temporal met together 
at Guild-Hall , when the Archbilhop fat at the head 
of them, it being agreed that a Letter fiiQuld be 
drawn by three or four of their number, and 
that they fhould all fett their hands to it, and four 
(hould go with it to the Prince, the Bifhop of Ely 
was one of them that drew up the Letter, and that 
attended the Prince with it. They all fett their 
hands to it without (hewing any fcruple. And the 
> cffedk of the Letter being to thank the Prince for 
their deliverance, and to haften to him to London : 
this I think was as great a teftimony as they could 
polfibly give of their opinion of the juftice of' his 
caufe. 

For the matter of the pretended Prince of Wales ; 
when the Prince of Orange was come. King Jama 
gather’d all the witnefles he could to prove the 
child was born of the Queen’s body. There was 
one pofitive witnefs for that ; but (he was a Popijb 
midwife, that never was at any of the Queen’s 
childbirths before j all thofe that ferved here before 
in that office were kept away, or not fent for j on- 
ly this woman being a ft ranger, and one of no con- 
fideration, was brought thither for this purpofc, 
firft to take the child out at the pretended delivery, 
and now at the taking of the depofitions to fwear 
(he had it out of the Queen’s body. All the other 
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witnefles fwore no other things but what might be 
as true if the child were fuppofititious, as if it were 
the Queen’s natural child : only there mult be a 
great many mock fhews of the things which they 
lwore that they faw ; but no doubt there would be 
fuch to give credit to a fuppofititious child. In Ihort, 
taking all the depolitions together, I dont believe 
a jury of Gentlemen would have given an inherit- 
ance of 1000/ a yeere from the next undoubted 
heir to a child, whofe birth had been doubted of, 
and proved no otherwife than by thefe depolitions. 
But of a crown there muft be an undoubted heir : 
he that is not that is no heir : or elfe God deliver 
us from being an hereditary kingdom : a doubtful 
heir is a feed of war to all generations. 

But between you and mee I could tell you 
enough to putt this matter out of doubt ; I could 
tell you enough to fatisfy you that the Queen had 
no child birtn, when this child was brought into 
the world : all was but rneer fraud and delufion. 

But you fay, why was there not fo much as one 
crofs examination, either to weaken their proofs, or 
to prove the contrary ? The anfwer is plain from ■ 
what I have written. There was but one witnefs 
that knew any thing, and care was taken Ihe lhould 
not be crofs examined ; for before King “Jams 
went, Ihe was fent over into France , and the Queen 
went likewife for fear of being alk’d any queftions. 
The King for his own part feem’d to have an ap- 
prehenfion that he might be alk’d queftions him-? 
felf. I know not whereunto elfe to aferibe it, that 
he, who heretofore wanted not courage, as he 
lhew’d upon many occafions, yet fince this has been 
cowardly to a proverb. You have no doubt heard 
what haft he made in Ireland from the Boin to Wa, 

terfor 4 
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terford in fome 24 hours, and from thence over into 
France. 

You'aflc, why that matter was not brought be- 
fore the Parliament ? The reafon is plain in the aft 
of fucceflion. The prefent King does not pretend 
to an hereditary right. He had the right of a con- 
queft over King James , which being confirmed by 
gonfent of the nation, the fame that they confent to 
the making of their laws, this gives him a lawfull 
right to the monarchy. I fay it in the words of - 
Dudley Diggs in his book that was printed at Oxford 
in defence of Charles I, againft his rebels. Be 
pleafed to read pag. 58, 59. of my pamphlet you 
will fee the fame faid more at large. I fay this to 
the King was a fufficient title, and the Queen and 
Princefs Anne had their rights fettled by the aft of 
fucceflion. 

They were all fatisfied with this : of the people 
fome will never be fatisfied : others are as well as 
they care to be. To either of thefe forts of people 
the examination would be ufelefs. To the reft it 
might probably do more harm than good. To prove 
the affirmative of this child’s birth, the depofitions 
before mention’d fhew that it is impoffible. To 
prove the negative is never required in any court. 
It is enough if there be no proof of the affirmative : 
but for this there might be fuch colours as would 
difturb the minds of weak people. Put [the] cafe 
two or three witnefles bribed with French money 
fhould come in and fwear as they that hired them 
fhould direft; the doubts that might be raifed in 
peoples heads by their perjuries might embroyle us 
and our pofterity more than you or I are able to 
imagine. 

But why did the Prince of Orange pretend that 
this fhould be examined in Parliament ? Pray when 

or 
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or where did he pretend it ? Never but in his de- 
claration. There indeed he did infift upon this to 
have the witoeffes examined, and that frighted 
them away. The Queen and her midwife are gone. 
Did the Prince -of Orange ever pretend to examine 
... any other witnefs, or did he pretend to examine 
any witnefs iince they are gone ?

He 
faid he was going into France for money that the 
Queen ow’d him, and thofe letters of treafonable 
matters were thruft upon him by his friends. He 
knew not what was in them, but if he might have 
his life he would be a faithfull fubjedt to their 
Majefties.

my Lords the Archbiffiops and Bifhops, to whom 

it is with all humility offer’d) conceiv’d to be : 

1. That to give the defign (from the beginning) 
a general reputation among all forts of perfons, 
their Lordffiips will be pleas’d to patronize it fo 
far, as to have it undertaken at their fpecial com- 
mand, and carry’d on under their immediate di- 
rections. 

2. That, as a teftimorty thereof, they will (after 
joint confideration had thereupon) confider and ap- 
point three or more Divines, of competent know- 
ledge and experience in the hiftory and antiquities 
of this Church and Nation, and of l'uch known 
induftry and fidelity as lhall make them qualified 
for a work of, this extent and importance. 

3. That the undertakers fo appointed, be direct- 
ed to meet at his Grace the Lord Archbifhop’s 
Library of St. Martin ' s in the Fields, or other con- 
venient place, in order to draw a general fcheme of 

the whole work with regard to the books (printed 
and manufcript) libraries, offices, regifters, records, 
papers and perfons, neceffary to be confulted, and 
applyed to, for the /uccefsful profecuting and com- 
pleting the faid defign. .

2. To fubjoin to it a like hiftorical account of any 
remarkable eflfeft or influence that fuch inftru- 
ment, &c. had upon the' ecclefiaftical affairs of 
that time. 

3. To explain from cooeval hiftories, the intent 
and meaning of paflages, in the feveral inftru- 
ments, which (relating to the* affairs of that 
time, and fo, by them, perfe&ly apprehended 
and underftood) are only fhort hints, of matters 
then depending and obf’cure to us. 

4. To add proper diflertations (where they appear 
to be neceflary) about the, age, authority, &c. 
of all fuch inltruments, v as have been, or are 
liable to be queftioned, upon thofe heads. 

5. To divide the feveral inftruments into proper 
fedtions, and to add in the margin the contents 
of each feftion. 

6. To add in a column oppofite to the text, a La- 
tin tranflation of all inftrumertts written origin- 
ally in Saxon , old Englijh> or old French. 

15. That all notes, diflertations, or tranflations 
(by which foever of the undertakers originally 
penn’d) be laid before the reft, at their general 
meetings ; to be jointly confider’d and approv’d by 
them,, in order for the prefs.

The Matter and Method of the work being 
thus far confider’d, with all deference and 
fubmifiion to the judgment of my Lords the 
N Archbiihops and Bifhops, who are humbly 
defir’d to preferibe or fuggeft any other ad- 
vices and inftruCtions, for the more effectual 
profecution thereof : 

The confideration of the number of volumes, 
the neceffary expences, and the time it will 
require, is attended with greater uncertainties.

in each year till the whole be finilht.

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A Copy of a Letter writ by Mr. White 
Kennet, about the year 1698, and fent 
without a Name to Bijhop Stillingfleet, at 
whofe Difpofal it was then J aid Sir Thomas 
Winford Cook’s 1 0,000/. was left. 

My Lord, 

H AV I N G no better information, I truft to 
common fame, that your Lordfhip is left the 
wife difpofer of a very confiderable charity, to be 
employed in the founding and endowing fome 
College in one of the Univerfities, for the pious 
ufes of learning and religion. If this report (my 
Lord) be true, I heartily congratulate the piety 
and prudence of the benefadlor, in repofing fo 
great a truft in fuch honourable and faithful hands. 
Did I know the particular ufes were already afiign- 
ed, I would fay no more ; but upon preemp- 
tion, that the ways and methods are refigned up to 
your Lordfhip’s great difcretion, I humbly beg 
leave to offer my requeft that your Lordfhip would 
confider, whether Providence has not given this 
fair opportunity to fettle a foundation for the main- 
tenance of Clergymens’ fons, in a diftindt fociety 
within themfelves ; that among the fchools of the 
Prophets, there may be one peculiar College for 
the fons of the Prophets. The reafons with all 
iubmilfion might be luch as thefe ; 

3 E * I. The 
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I. The fons of Clergymen feem generally bom 
to a more than ordinary inclination to letters, and 
the better deferve fome public helps and affiftances 
to cherilh and promote that ufual bent, and im- 
pulfe of nature. I need not fuggeft, that the qua- 
lity and condition of parents does commonly tranf- 
mit an hereditary genius to their iflue. Hence the 
dependents from our Nobility and Gentry derive 
their innate fpirit of gallantry and honor. Hence 
the breed of mechanics and labourers have feldom 
a capacity that afcends above their fountain head. 
And by the fame courfe of nature Scholars and Di- 
vines arc often as happy in propagating their own 
likenefs, and leaving heirs with the legitimate cha- 
racters of more than ordinary wit and parts. I 
might appeal to many inftances in the Corporation 
of Clergymens’ fons eftablilhed by ¥^\t\gCbarles II: 
and, 1 remember, I once knew a fon of your Lord- 
fhip’s in Oxford , who in my opinion was a good ex- 
ample of this truth. 

II. As the fons of our Clergy feem to inherit 
a better portion of abilities and parts, fo may 
they be juftly thought difpofed to the founder prin- 
ciples of zeal for religion, and hereditary affection 
to their mother-church. That many perfons of 
fcholaftic education are fo loofe in their opinions, 
and fo indifferent in their notions of facred things 
and men, this feems one fort of original fin : they 
took the evil tinfture from their Lay-parents dif- 
pofition, and being born and bred ih families, ei- 
ther atheiflical and prophane, or fchifmatical and 
difaffe&ed, they bring from home thofe prejudices 
which turn and ftain their future ftudies. Whereas 
thofe who are the immediate offspring of ferious 
and found- Divines, may be early feafoned with 
good principles, and build hopefully on the right 

founda- 
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foundation of their fathers laying. Hence were 
there one particular College for the fons of Cler- 
gymen in all human probability it would loon af- 
ford a fet of men, that would be the more fingular 
advocates of religion, and the more profefled de- 
fenders of the doftrine and difcipline o { our Eng- 
glijh Church. 

III. As the fons of Clergymen may be juftly 
thought more adapted to learning and to ortho, 
doxy ; fo 1 am too fure the condition of their 
friends does more efpecially require the benefits of 
charity for the good education of them. For the 
legal maintenance of the Clergy being for their 
own lives, and that generally bare competence 
does not enable them to make fuch provifion for 
their children, as is commonly made by the Laity 
of all degrees. And what a difcouragement is it, 
that while many of the poorer Clergy indulge the 
inclinations of their fons by breeding them to a 
good competence of fchool-learning, when they 
fhould remove them to the Univerfity, they can- 
not there fupport them ; and fo out of neceflity 
divert them to mean and unfuitable employs. Es- 
pecially, if fuch lads are left minors, , their fathers 
blefling dies with them, and they are thrown upon 
an uncharitable world with hopeful parts, and no 
dependence. 

IV. The enemies to our bleffed Reformation are 
well known to charge this odium upon the marri- 
age of our Clergy; that their numerous ifiue are 
often expofed to negleft and want, and fo bring a 
reproach upon that function to which they were re- 
lated; whereas the celibacy of Priefts would at 
lead have this political effed, that they could not 
burden the nation by leaving families deftitute and 
poor. Now nothing would fooner Hop the mouths 
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of thefe adverfaries, than to fee a new reformed fe- 
minary founded and endowed for the fons of our 
EngUJb Clergy, by whofe ingenuous education and 
competent fupport the Proteftant Religion would be 
more firmly entailed to pofterity, and the Son of 
Priejl would be as honourable in this nation, as it 
is fcandalous abroad. 

V. Many pious and charitable perfons of our 
own communion have been fenfible, there is no’ 
greater objedt of charity, than the families which 
the poorer Clergy leave behind; and upotl this 
motive, there have been many fuitable provifions 
made for the Widows of deceafed Minifters. But 
hire a College for the fons would be of larger ex- 
tent in doing good, than an Hofpital for the mo- 
thers. For one fon being lb provided, might by- 
degrees be able to provide for a whole family, or 
at lea ft to encourage and affift them in their other 
honeft ways of living. 

VI. It can fcarce'be imagined, what a life and 
fpirit it would put into all the rural Clergy to hear 
of fuch a noble and magnificent projedt. For tho* 
very few of them might ever come to any adtual 
benefit by it, yet the hopes and expectations would 
extend to all. It might poffibly have fome effedt 
upon the more creditable matches of young Di- 
vines ; their children to be born capable of fuch 
provifion might be one argument to excufe the de- 
fedt of better fettlement. It would however com- 
fort and relieve the thoughts of many a Parfon and 
Vicar, charged with a numerous family, to flatter 
himfelf, that one of his forward boys might come 
at leaft to be a member of the Clergy-College* and 
fo rife to a capacity of helping all the reft. It would 
excite the Clergy to a ftridter guard upon their own 
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lives and converfation, when the preferment of a 
fon might depend much upon the father’s character. 
It might encourage them to the preferving and aug- 
menting their Libraries when they have the pro- 
fpeft of tranfmitting them to a child, that will un- 
derftand them. It may have a great many good 
confequences, and above all other ways and means 
may in time wipe off that contempt of the Clergy, 
which has been the fin and fhame of this latter 
age. 

I have often, my Lord, wondred, that none 
of our public fpirits have yet fell upon this obvious 
a<5t of charity. If the Roman Priefts were in a ca- 
pacity of thus delivering down their names from 
generation to generation, can we imagine, that 
thofe who are fo fattious for their feveral orders and 
degrees would not quickly raife Seminaries, and 
whole Academies for their own offspring, and even 
endeavour, as of old, to fettle the Priefthood in 
their proper tribe of Levi. You, my Lord, that are 
fo well acquainted with the primitive conftitution of 
all churches, well know, that before Popery de- 
faced the eftate of our Englijh Church the Pa- 
rochial Rectors were moft often fucceeded by 
their own fons : and it is a fuperftitious part ot 
the Canon law, that there now wants a difpenfa- 
tion for it. But I was faying, my Lord, I won- 
der that no wealthy member of our Church ever 
yet thought of thus providing for the educa- 
of Clergymens* fons. I do not know there is 
(at leaft in Oxford) one Fellowfhip, Scholarfhip, or 
fo much as Exhibition appropriated to the mainte- 
nance of a Minifter’s fon, as fuch. But perhaps, 
my Lord, this noble work of charity has been pur- 
pofely referved by Providence for your Lordlhip to

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be the author or advifer of it. How would fuch a 
beneficence raife you a monument above all your 
Immortal Writings ! how would this age praife you 
in the ' Gates, and how would pofterity call you 
bleficd !

Extract from Dr. Brady's Hijlortcal 
* 1 reatife of Cities and Burghs or Boroughs*. 
Page i. 

I S A A C C A U S AB O N in his Comment upon 
Strabo and others, will have the Greek nJjy©' 
and the Latin Burgus to be the fame, and the latter 
to be derived from the former, and fo to fignifie, 
a Tower, a Caftle, or City. He adds, that the 
Thracians and Macedonians pronounced the word 
B ifyQr inftead of n !>&&. 

Cluverius in his Germania Antiqua , (F. 89, 90.) 
contradicts Caufabon and afferts Burg to be a pure 
German word, and that it fignifies. The Placing or 
Situation of many Houfes together, which was 
called a Vicus, or Street, or rows of Houfes dole 
to one another. Not that every Vicus, Street or 
Congregation of Houfes was a Burg, but fuch only 
as were the head or chief of fome Country or Na- 
tion ; as Batenburg was the chief Town of the 
Batavi , &c. And further notes, that the word in

its 
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/ 

its ffloft ancient fignification denotes an Inclofure of 
Hedge, which was otherwife called Turn or Tuyn, ifi 
the fame fenfe as we anciently ufed Tun, or Ton, 
and now do Town, and the 5 ^/iTune: Which 
by the French are rendered Eourg or Bourgade. To 
this purpofe (Ibid.) Luitprandus (who lived about 
the Year 940,) fpeaking of the Burgundians , fays, 
“ Ipfi Domorum Congregationem quse Muro non 
** clauditur Burgum vocant;” They called a Con- 
gregation of Houfes which were not inclofed with 
a Wall, a Burg : That is, it was a great Town, 
not walled about. 

Du Frefn in his Gloflary agrees with Cluverius, and 
fays, the Latins , French, and Germans, at firft, cal- 
led Numbers of Houfes joined together Burgs, 
from whence their great Towns had the fame Name, 
and that afterwards many l owers and Caftles were 
built for the fecurity of thofe Towns againft the at- 
tempts of Enemies, ^hich were alfo called Burgs , 
which is proved by the termination of many Ger- 
man Towns in Burg ; and therefore afierts the word 
to be rather French or German, than Greek. 

Wendelin in his Salic Gloflary of Atuatic Words, 
informs us, that Bergh or Berg fometimes fignified 
Receptaculum , a place of Receit, as in Mallo-bergem , 
a word derived from Mallus or Mallum , a Conven- 
tion for the determining of Law Cafes, and Berg 
the Houfe or place where it was kept. So in the 
Laws of the Lombards, (Lib. 2. Tit. 45. c. 27.) 
“ Volumus utique, ut Domus a Comite, in loco 
** ubi Mallum tenere debeat, conftituatur, ut prop- 
“ ter Calorem Solis, et pluviam publica utilitas 
** non remaneat.” We will, that a Houfe be built 
by the Earl where the Mall or Afiizes ought to be 
holden, left the public benefit be hindered or put 
off, by the heat of the Sun, or Rain. Alfo in the 
Vol. II. 3 F Capita - 
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Capitulars , (Lib. 3. Tit. 57.) “ Ut in Jpco ubi 
“ mallos publicos habere folent, tedium tale con- 
•* ftituatur, quod in Hiberno et Eftate obfervatura 
“ effe polTit We will, that in the place where 

E ublic Malls or Law-Conventions ought to be 
ept, there may be fuch a Roof or Covering pro- 
vided, as they may be holden Winter and Sum- 
mer : in this fenfe Hierberg is now an Inn, or 
Houfe of common receit : which was at firft a 
place of receit for Soldiers, (from Here an Army, 
and Berg as before) and fet upon the public Roman 
ways. Whence the fame Author explaining the 
word Berg, faith, that in the compofition of Mal- 
lerg, &c. “ Non fignificat Montem aut Tumu* 

Jum, fed Receptaculum et Tutamen adverfus Tem- 
peftatum injurias, &c.” It doth not fignifie an 
Hill, or Hillock, Barrow, Tomb, or Grave, but 
a place of receit and fecurity againft the Injury of 
Weather. “ Unde Burger, et Bergen ell Tegere ac 
“ Tueri, &c.” From whence Burgen and Bergen 
iignifie to cover and defend : And from thence 
Hal/berg in Dutch, is an Iron Gorget or Collar to 
defend the Neck. Heutberg , and Haut or Hauberg 
an Iron Helmet to defend the Head, and Bainjlerg 
Iron Boots to defend the Legs. — Somner in his Saxon 
Dictionary tells us, that Burg fignifies a City, Fort* 
Fortrefs, Tower, Caftle, a Burrow, Free Burrow 
qr Town incorporate, and cites Otfrid for its deri- 
vation from the Saxon Beorgan in Tutum recipere, 
fcrv’are, to preferve and keep in fafety. 

The Author of the Court-Law of Norwey, (P^ 
708, 709.) gives the fame fenfe of the word Burch, 
Burgh, Borgh , Burgum, Munimentum, locus Editus, 
et Munitus, ad falutem hominum. A Berghen in 
Tutum recipere, fervare. 

And 
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And whether Burgh was taken for a place of 
Strength, or a place of Trade, as it was guarded 
with the Liberties and Priviledges granted by 
Princes, then and perhaps now altogether neceffary 
to the advantage of Buying, Selling, and Trading, 
by which Tradefmen quietly and without difturb- 
ance enjoy the benefit of it. Burghs might truly be 
called places of Safety, Protection and Priviledge.”

A Letter relating to the lajl behaviour of Sir 
Walter Rawleigh, written by Dr. Ro- 
bert Tounfon, Dean of Weftminfter, and 
afterwards Bifhop of Sarutn, to Sr. John 
Ilham. 

* Sir, 

T HE laft weeke was a bufy weeke with me, 
and the weeke afore that, was more. I would 
gladly have writt unto yow, but could find no time: 

> yet I hope yow had the relation of Sir Walter Raw - 
leigh ' s death; for fa I gave order, that itfhould be 
brought unto yow. I was commanded by the Lords 
of the Counfayle to be with him, both in prilon 
and att. his Death, and fo fett downe the manner of 
his death as nere as I could ; there be other reports 
of itt, but that which yow have from me is trew ; 
-one Craford , who was fometimes Mr. Rodeknigbt’s 
pupil, hath penned it prettily, and meaneth to putt 
it to the preffe, and came to me about it, but I 
heare not that it is come forth. The fumme of that, 
which he fpake att his death, yow have, I fuppofe, 
already : when he never made mention of his of- 
fencefor which he dyed, namely his former treafon; 
but ohly defired to cleare himfelf of new Imputa- 
tions, there mentioned ; privately he told me in 
prifon, that he was charged to have broken the 
peace with Spaine, but he put that, he fayd, out of 
the count of his offences: faving that he heard, 
the King was difpleafed att it ; for how could he 

breake 
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breake peace with him, who within thefe 4 Years, 
as he fayd, tooke divcrfe of his Men, and bound 
them backe to backe and drowned them ? and for 
burning the towne, he fayd it ftoodupon the King’s 
owne Ground, and therefore he did no wrong in 
that. He was the moff fearlefle of DeatR that ever 
Was knowen $ and 1 the mod refolute and confident, 
yet. with reverence and confcience. When I begann 
tt> mcourage him again ft the feare of Death, he 
feemed to make fo light of itt that I wondred 
att him, and when I told him, * that the deare Ser- 
vants of God, in better Caufes then his, had 
fhrunke backe and trembled a litle, he denyed not, 
but yet gave God thanks, he never feared Death, 
and much lefle then; for it was but an opinion and 
Imagination, and the manner of death though to 
others might feeme greevous, yet he had rather 
dye fo then of a burning fever : with much more 
to that purpole, with fuch confidence and cheere- 
fhlnefle, that I was fain to divert my (peach another 
Way, and wifhed him not to flatter himfelfe, for 
this extraordinary boldnefle, .1 was affayd, attic 
from fohie falfe ground : if it fprong from the af- 
fbrance he had of the Love and favour of God, of 
the hope of his Salvation by Cbrift % and his owre 
IhnoCeftcy, as he pleaded, I fayd he was an happy 
Man, but if it Were' out of an humour of vain- 
glory or careleflhefle or contempt of Death, or 
fenfefeflhefle of his own eftate, he were much to be 
lamented, &c. For I told him, that Heathen 
Men had fert as little by their Lives as he could 
doe, and feemed to dye as bravely. He anfWered, 
that he was perfwaded, that no Man, that knew 
Got) and feared him, could dye with Chceirefuli- 
flefs and Courage, except he were affined of the 

Love 
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JLpve and favour of God unto him*, that other 
men might make Xbewes outwardly, b.ut they felt 
^10 Joy within with much more to that effect, very 
Chriftianly , Xb . that he latisfyed me then, as I thinfce 
h/e did all his Spe&ators at his Death. After he 
had received the (Communion in th&ptforning, he 
Vfas very cheerfull and merry, aponoped to per- 
fwade the World, that he dyed an innocent Map, 
as he layd ; ; thereat, I told him, that he lhould dp 
well to advife what he fayd ; men in thefe dayes 
did not dye in that fort innocent, and his pleading 
.Innocency was an oblique taxing of the Juftice qf 
the Realms upon him. He confefled Juftice had 
been done,, and by courfe of Law, he muft dye, 
but yet, I lhould give him leave, he fayd, to ftapd 
ppon his Innocency in the fad and he thought, 
.hpth the King, and all that heard his Aunfwerp, 
thought verily he was innocent for that matter. I 
then prefled him, to call to mind what he had done 
formerly, and though perhaps in that particular, 
for which he was condemned, he was cleare, yet 
.for feme other matter, it might be,, he was guilty ; 
and now the hand of God had found him out, and 
therefore he lhould acknowledge the Juftice of 
Goo in itt, though at the hands of Men he bad 
hut hard meafure: and here I putt him in mind of 
the Death of my Lord of Ejffex, how it was gene- 
rally reported, that he was a great inftrument of 
his Death, which if his hert did charge him with, 
he lhould heartily repent, and alke God forgive- 
nefle ; to which he made aunfwere, as is in the for- 
mer relation, and fayd moreover, that my Lord of 
Effex was fetdht off by a trick, which he private- 
ly told me pf. He was very cheerfull that morning 
he dyed, cafe bis breakfaft hertily, and foqjce To- 
bacco, and made no more of his death, than if he 

had 
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had bene to take a Journey, and left a great im- 
preffion in the minds of thofe that beheld him, in- 
lomuch that Sir Lewis Stukefy and the Frenchman 
grow very odious. This was the newes a weeke 
fince ; but now it is blowen over, and he allmoft 
forgotten. The Newes which I hear is, that the 

? romoter of Kcwel hath gotten his Charges of Sir 
'homas Brookes , and Sir Thomas much cheeled, and 
hath entered into a Bond of a ioo£. to the promo- 
ter, never to moleft or trouble him againe, and the 
promoter is as cranke and triumpheth in his Victo- 
ry very much, and Sir Thomas glad he hath ef- 
caped fo. I once faw Henry Tremill, and that is all. 
‘What is become of Robin Dallifon , I cannot tell, 
but he was here in great expectation of a place, 
which I thinke now he is fallen from: for all Officers 
here are much younger then himfelfe; The Bufi- 
nefs of the Treafurer fleepeth; and that of my L. 
of Excetern nd Sir Thomas Lake will not be called 
upon this Terme. There be, as I heare, 17,000 
Sheets of paper in that Book, which, upon ordi- 
nary account, cometh to eight hundred and fifty 
pound, the very writing. The King and Prince, 
thankes be to God, are very well. The Queen is 
ftill at Hampton-Court, and crazy they fay. Yow will 
remember me kindly to my Lady and your Mother, 
and if yow have any imploiment for me here, yow 
ihall find me allwayes 

att your fervice

November 1645. 

Monday the 3d of November Anno Dorn. 1645, 
his Majefty, about 1 1 o’clock at Night, went out 
of Newark , marched all that Night; all the next day, 
being Tuefday, at 12 o'Clock that Night, halted at 
'Codjbury ; Wednefday, about 10 o’Clock in the 
morning, came to Banbury, -made an Halt and 
dined there arthe Caftle, and afterward, the fame 
•Wednefday the 5th of November, about 5 o’Clock 
in the Evening,, came to Oxford to fupper, and 
continued there during Pleafure 4 • 90 

. His Majefty went from Oxford the 27th of April 
164$, towards Newark , to the Scottijh leaguer there; 
but in regard of the privatenefs of his going away, 
Oxford being at that time beleaguered by Sir Tho- 
mas Fairfax's Army, and the fewnefs of his At- 
tendants, being at the moft but two, we have no 

certainty 
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certainty where he ftaid by the way, * but fhortly 
after he appeared in the Scbts Army, who pretended 
to proteft him from his Englijb Rebels ; and for 
the bettei fecuring his Majefty's Perfon from Dan- 
ger, as was pretended, they ftaid not long after at 
Newark , but, by eafy Marches, removed with his 
Majefty’s perfon from Newark to Newcaftle •, where 
the folemn Argument between his faid Majefty and 
Mr. Henderfon happened, concerning Epifcopacy and i 
Church Government, to his Majefty’s everlaftinjg . 
Honour. But fuch was the horrid Perfidy of tbofe 
treacherous Scots, that, inftead of the expected 
Safety of his Majefty’s Perfon, Judas like, for 
money (though a far greater Sum) fold and deliver- 
. ed their Sovereign Lord and King into the hands 
of his Englijb Rebels, who by this means had, un- 
der God, a power to refettle the Kingdom’s peace : 
but they were blinded to their own deftru&ion j 
and having taken the Lord’s anointed in their Pits, 
they now ufed him as they lifted, carried him whi- 
ther they pleafed, and indeed treated him no other- 
wife than as their Prifonerj for with a ftroog Guard 
of horfe and foot, in the Month of February 1 646, 
the depth of Winter, they begin to remove him 
from Newcaftle in manner following :

Long had not his facred Majefty continued there, 
but he was, by a part of the Army under one 
Joyce, violently taken from thence, and brought 
to his Honour of Hampton Court ; where, for a 
while, he feemed to begin to rcailume his priftine 
Majefty, being admitted to lee and to be feen : but 
Cromwell ', fearing the frequency of fo great refort 
might fpoil his traiterous Defigns, with much Ter- 
pentine Craft and devililh Subtilty, perfuaded and 
infinuated into his Majefty’s Heart, Doubts and 
Sufpicions of Mifchief intended againft him ; the > 
only way for preventing whereof, he affirmed to be 
the withdrawing his Perfon from thence to a Place 
qf more Strength and Security, and to that purpofe 
nominated the Ifie of Wight , to which place his 
Majefty, led by the Innocency of his fpotlefs Con- 
fcience, was decoyed, and at his arrival found him- 
felf overreached ; for he was immediately fecured 
by Colonel Hammond , who then was Governor in 
the faid Ifland, and kept a long time prifoner there 
in the Caftle of Carijbrook , until afterwards, upon 
the Petitions of moft Counties of England , a per- 
fonal treaty was appointed to be held in the faid 
Ifle at Newport , for which end Commiffioners were 
fent thither with Inftruftions, and the treaty begun 
and profecuted with fo good effect, that his Majef- 
ty’s Conceffions, at that time, were voted by the 
Vox.. II. 3 L Parlia- 
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Parliament a fufficient ground to proceed on for 
the Settlement of the Peace of the Kingdom. But 
here again, his Majefty is violently and traiteroufly 
feized by the' Army, then under Fairfax's Com- 
mand; by : whom, December ift. 1648, he was 
brought to Hurft Caftle in Hampfhire, and there kept 
as a'Prifoner till the 21ft. of the fame Month, when 
he was brought to Wincbefter , thence the 23d, to 
Wtndfor, where for a little time he ftaid, attended 
by ftrong Guards of Soldiers, till about the ninth 
of January following ; when they removed him 
towards London , and brought him to his own houfe : 
at St. Jama's, and eonfequemly to perfidious Lon- 
don ; (Oh unfortunate Monarch !) where not long 
after, with heliilh Effrontery, even in defpigbt of 
Heaven, at Noon-Day, before his own Houle, 
Whitehall, in the open Street, with armed Multi- 
tudes of Soldiers, they facrilegiouffy murdered that 
bkfied (though unfortunate) Prince, Charles the 
firft : there being actually guilty of that horrid 
Murder, by giving Sentence, and figning the 
Warrant for his Beheading,

*TT PON Sunday after beinge April 26. at Din- 
tier I came to Mr. Ajhburnbam as foone as 
he was awake (beinge returned but that Morninge 
from a Treatie at Woodjloclce , beinge fent thither 
the Eveninge before with 2 Lords and Sir William 
* Fletwood) and he told me the Kinge muft goe 
triy way, for they had made tryall of other waies, 
but nothinge could be effed^ed, and wilhed me to 
bringe all thinges to his Chamber, and thither the 
-Kinge would come about 11 of the Clocke that 
night,, all which was according! ie done, and about 
12 the Kinge came with the Duke, of Richmond . , 
and there Mr. Ajhburnbam out of his Locke, and 
fome part of his beard. In the Interim they fent 
me to call the Governor, who came about two of 
the Clocke, and the Kinge havinge acquainted him 
with his Intentions to goe out of Oxford , the Go* 
vemor went back for the Keyes, and juft as the 
Clocke ftruck 3 we palled over Magdalen bridge, 
and after we were out of the laft port a little, the 
Governor returned, havinge received Orders from

the 
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the Kinge, not to let any port be opened, nor any 
pafle in or out of Oxford for 5 dayes. So we three 
paflfed through 'f Moucb Balden , and thence to Der- 
tbefter, where was a Guard of Dragoons, which we 
pafled without any diflicultie or examination. At 
Benfon a fmall partie of Horfe mett us, and alked 
to whom we belonged, (Mr. xijbburnbam and I 
rideinge both with Piftolls) I anfwered to the 
Houfe of Commons, and fa pafled. At Henley we 
palled in like manner without any queftion, onely 
’ lhcwinge the Pafle to the Corporall, and givinge 
12 d- to the Guard. One of Col. IretorCs men. rid 
in our Company from Nettlebed to Slow; and feeing 
me give money alwaies at the Guard, aiked him if 
his Mailer were not one of the Lords of the Par- 
liament, he anfwered noe, his Mailer was of the 
lower Houfe. After we were paired Maydenbead 
and Slow, we turned out of the Road towards Ux- 
bridge, and there paflt another Guard at the water, 
in the fame manner we had pafled the former. Af- 
ter we had pafled Uxbridge, at Mr. Teaf dale's Houle, 
a Taverne in Hillingdon , we alighted and Hayed to 
refrelh ourfelves, betwixt ten and eleven of the - 
Clocke, and there flayed 2 or 3 houres, where the 
King was much perplexed, what courfe to refolve 
upon, London or Northward. The confideration 
of the former Vote, and the apparent danger .of 
being difcovered at London, moved him to refolve 
at laft to goe Northward and through Norfolie 
where he was leaft known, and there to Hay till he 
had fent me againe to Mountrell , to heare what he 
had done with the Scots, refolvinge abfolutely, that 
-if the Scots would not fend him an aflurance under 
their hands, of fuch conditions as he expelled, he

-jtvdft them, and wilhed me to bringc.theiy hands to 
tufty oe if there were tianger.it 1 that, to fee all 
their. hands to fuch Propofitlons, as they agreed to. 
About 2 of the Ciocke, we tooke a Guide towards 
Barnet, refeivinge to crofle. the Roids into E$e* *, 
;bdt after we were patted, Harrow \uptn the Hill, I 
codd> the Kinlge, if he were riot-knowrie much in 
■St. Lilian's Road, it was much the neeter way to 
goe> through St. Alberts, and thence tbivards Royf- 
■ipn,. which he approved of, and id patted through 
iSt.Alborts, whefe one old MahiiwUh ah Halberd 
sliced us, whence we came, l tfcld Jtim, from the 
Parliament, and threw him -fix pence and fo patted. 
- After , wt had ridd a . mile, a Gentleman well horft 
came gallopinge after us veriie faftywhich put us in 
feme doubt, that we had bteh.difcotertd in Si:. 
Alberts, but they few tnrninge aftdc,, I turned my 
.horfe to meeke him, arid faluteinge hitn, found him
